other  txtrcitations,  he  coiiM  fpend  his 
time,  as  he  rode  flowiy  along,  to  as 
much  account  as  in  his  (hidy ;— that  he 
could  draw  up  an  argument  in  his  (cr- 
mon~-or  a  bole  in  his  breeches-— as 
fleadily  on  the  one  as  in  the  other  ;— 
that  briik  trotting  and  flow  argumen- 
tation, like  wit  and  judgment,   were 
two  incompatible  niovement»>^but  that 
upon  his  fteed — he  could  unite  and  re- 
concile eveiy  thing}  he  could  compofe 
his    fermoi>«-he    could  coropofet  his 
cough— and,  in  cafe  nature  ^ave  a  call 
that  way,  he  could  likewile  compofe 
himfelf  to  fleep.^-^In  (hort,  thepar- 
fon  upon  fuch  encounters  would  anien 
any  caufe,  but  the  true  caufe-^^-and  he 
witheld  the  true  one,   only  out  of  a 
nicety  of  temper,  becaufe  he,  thought  it 
did  honour  to  him.

A  lew  hoBurs  before  Yoriek  breathed 
his  laft,  Eumiius  ttcpt  it  with  an  in- 
imt  to  take  his  laft  fight  and  laft  fare- 
vd  of  hiift  I  vron  his  drawing  Yorick's 
curtain,  and  alking  how  he  felt  himiclf, 
Yorick,  looking  up  in  his  face,  took 
bold  of  his  hand-Hind,  after  thanking 
him  for  the  many  toiuns  of  his  friend- 
fliip  to  hifls— for  which,  he  Aid,  if  it 
was  their  fate  to  meet  hereafter,  he 
would  thank  him  afun  aad  aciiini-<4^ 


tQld  |um,'hewas  within /i  fev  hours  of 
giving  his  enemies  the  flip  for  ever.   *  I- 
'  hope  nptl^  antwered  Eogenius,  with 
tears  trickjing  down  his  cheeks,  and 
with  tl)e  tenderett  tone  that  ever  man 
(jpoke— ^  J hopeno*,  Ywickr  laid  he. 
Yorick  replied,  with  a  109k  uu,  and* 
gentle  fqoeeze  oPEueenius's  hand }  and 
that  was  ail— but  n  cur  Eugentus  tor'

But  in  order  to  put  a  ftop  to  the 
pra£hce  of  any  unfair  play  on  the  part 
of  my  mother,  which  amairiage-arti-- 
de  of  this  nature  too  manifeftly  opened 
a  door  to,  and  which  indeed  had  never 
been  thought  of  at  ail,  but  for  my  Un- 
le  Toby  Shandy^—a  daufe  was  added 
n  fecunty  of  my  fatberi  which  was 
this  :--•<  That  in  cafe  my  mother  here-

CHAP.    XVI. 

MY  father,  as  any  body  may  na- 
torally  imagine,  came  down  with 
my  modier  mto  the  cotmtry  in  but  a 
pettifh  kind  of  a  humour.

*  tainly,*  he  would  fay  to  \amGAf  ov«r 
and  over  again,  *  the  woman  could  not

which  led  his  imagination  a     tfaorily 
dance  ^  and,  before  all  was  over,  pl^T- 
ed  the  deuce  and  all  with  him—- ror 
fure  as  ever  the  word  *weahnejs  mrfts 
uttered,  and  ftruck  full  upon  his  braio  i 
— *fo  fure  it  iet^him  upon  running*  divi- 
fions  upon  how  many  kinds  of  i^veaJt- 
neifes  there  were ;  that  there  was  fucfa'  a

AS  tbe  point  was  that  night  agreed^ 
or  rather  determined^  that  my  mo* 
tfao'  flwDld  tie-in  of  me  in  die  cbuntryy 
(he  took  her  mealiires  accordingly  i  for 
vlttckparpoie,  when  ihe  was  three  days, 
cr  thoeabontSy  gone  with  child,  Aie'be- 
gan  to'  caft  her  eyes  upon  the  midwife, 
vimn  you  have  lb  often  heard  me  men- 
tioB|  and,  before   the  week  was  well 
got  Toand,  as  the  famous  Dr.  Maning- 
BUi  was  not  to  be  had,  fiie  had  come 
to  a  final  determination  in  her  mind-* 
aatwidiftandtng  there  was  a  fcientifick 
opoafior  within  fo  near  a  call  as  eight 
flutes  of  us,  and  who,  moreoTcr^  had 
expt^dy  wrote  a  five  fhillings  book  up- 
on the  fobjeft  of  midwifery,  in  which 
be  bad  expofed,  not  only  the  blunders 
of  die  fiflerhood  itfelf— but  had  likewife 
faprraiided  many  curious  improvements 
jot  the  quickeT  extrafUon  ot  the  foetus 
IB  crofs^birdis,  and  fbme  other  cafes  of 
<lsnger,  which  belay  us  in  getting  into 
^  world) -^notwithftanding  all  this, 
fli^  modier,  I  iay,  was  abfolutely  deter- 
nuned  to  tmii  ho*  life,  and  mine  with 
H,  iacD  no  fonl^s  hand  but  this  old  wo- 
iBui*s  only.  ^  Now  this  I  iike$— ^when 
^  cionot  get  at  the  veij  thing  we 
*ifli  Hacvu  to  take  up  with  the  next 
M  in  dceree  to  it:*— no,  that's  pitiful 
^icytmd  dorriptfon.— It  is  no  more  than 
A  ^Mck  from  this  very  day,  in  which  I 
»>  now  writing  this  book  for  the  edi- 
^cukm  of  the  worid-^vbich  is  March  9, 
1759 '—  that  my   dear^    dear  Jenny, 
oi^^mag  I  looked  a  little  giavey  as  Oie 
ftood  cheapening  a  filk  of  five  and  twen- 
ty Aiffingt  a  yard«Mold  the  mercer,  ihe 
^"v  (bny  ibe- had  given  him  fo  much 
trcnble;   and   imnndiately  went  and 
I'ovgbt  hcrfirlf  a  yard-wide  ftuif  of  ten- 
?Me  a  yaid.— *Ti8  the  duj>lication  of 
«e  and  the  fame  gpeatncls  of  foul  i 
<«lr  wbtt  leftned  the  honour  of  it  fooie- 
»y  ia  mj  bi«iIni.>  uSh  w"^  ^^ 
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flie  could  not  heroine  It  into  to  violent 
and  hazardous  an  extreme,  as  ctne  in  her 
fituation-might  have  wiihed,  becauie  lilt 
old  midwife  bad  really  fbme  Uttle  claim 
to  be  depended  upon— 4M  much,  at  leaft, 
as  fuccefs  coufa  give  her ;  having,  kk 
tile  courfe  of  her  prance  of  hear  twen* 
ty  years  in  the  pariih,  broitfht  every 
moUier's  fbn  of  them  into  &  worid 
without  any  one  flip  or  accident  which 
could  f^hr  be  laid  to  her  account. 

Tbefe  fafts,  though  they  had  their 
weight,  yet  did  not  altogether  fttisfr 
fome  few  icruples  and  uneafinefies  whia 
hung  upon  my  father's  ibirits  in  rela- 
tion to  'his  choice.  To  iay  nothing  of 
the  natural  workings  of  humanity  and 
juftice--K>r  of  the  yearnings  of  parental 
and  connubial  lo?e,  all  which  prompted 
him  to  leave  as  little  to  hazani  as  poffi- 
ble  in  a  cafe  of  this  kind  j— he  f^ 
himielf  concerned  in  a  particular  man- 
ner, that  all  fhould  go  right  in  the  pie* 
iisnt  cafe-^rom  the  accumulated  for* 
row  be  lay  open  to  (hould  any  evil  be- 
tide his  wife  and  «hild  in  lying-in  at 
Shandv-Hall.  —  He  knew  the  world 
judgea  by  events,  and  would  add  to  his 
afflictions  in  fuch  a  misfortune,  by  load- 
ing him  with  the  whole  blame  of  it.— 
Alaso*dayl— had  Mrs  Shandy,  noor 
gentlewoman!  had  but  her  wim  in 
going  up  to  town  juft  to  lie-in  and 
come  down  again— -which,  they  fay, 
(he  begged  and  prayed  for  upon  ber 
bare  knees  "and  which>  in  my  opi- 
nion, confidering  the  fortune  which 
Mr,  Shandy  got  with  her,  was  no 
fuch  mighty  matter  to  have  complied 
with— the  lady  and  her  babe  mifl|ht 
both  of  them  have  been  alive  at  mia 
hourr 

This  exclamation,  my  father  knetr, 
was  unanfwerabie:— and  yet,  it  was 
not  merelv  to  ihelter  himfelf — nor  was 
it  altogetner  for  the  care  of  his  off- 
fpring  and  wife  that  he  ieemed  ki  et% 
tremely  anxious  aboiit  this  point )— my 
father  had  extenfive  views  of  things— 
and  ftood  moreover,  as  he  thought,  <kep- 
ly  concerned  in  it  for  the  publick  good, 
from  the  dread  he  entertained  of  the  bad 
ufes  an  ill-fated  inftance  might  be  put 
to. 

He  was  venr  fenfible  that  all  political 
writers  upon  tne  fubje6t  had  unanimoofly 
aflreed  and  lamented,  from  the  begxn- 
nm^  of  Queen  Elizabeth's  reign  down 
to  his  own  time,  that  the  current  of  men 
and  money  towaids  the  netropolisy  up- 
on 
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on  one  frivolous  errand  or  another—- let 
in  Co  ftrong— as  to  become  dangerous  to 
our  civil  rights  ;  though,  by  the  bye— 
a  current  was  not  the  image  he  took 
mod  delight  in*-a  diftemper  was  here  his 
favourite  metaphor,  add  he  would  run  it 
down  into  a  perfefl  allegory,  by  main- 
taining it  was  identically  the  fame  in  the 
body  national  as  in  the  body  natural, 
where  the  blood  and  fpirits  were  driven 
op  into  the  head  fafter  than  they  could 
£nd  their  ways  .down— a  ftoppage  of 
circulation  muft  enfue,  which  was  death 
in  both  cafes. 

There  was  little  dan^,  he  would 
iay,  of  loiing  our  liberties  by  French 
politicks  or  French  hivaiions ;— nor  was 
he  fo  much  in  pain  of  a  confumption 
from  the  mafs  of  corrupted  matter  and 
ulcerated  humours  in  our  conftitution, 
which  he  hoped  was  not  fo  bad  as  it  was 
imagined ;— -but  he  verily  feared,  that 
in  fome  violent  pulh,  we  (hould  go  oiF, 
all  at  once,  in  a  Aate  apoplexy-— <  And 

<  then,*  he  would  fay,  <  tne  Lord  have 

*  mercy  upon  us  all !' 

My  father  was  never  able  to  give  the 
liiftorv  of  this  diilemper  —  without  the 
femedy  along  with  it. 

'  "W  as  I  an  abfolute  prince,'  he  would 
fay,  pulling  up  his  bi*eeches  with  both 
his  hands,  as  he  roie  from  his  arm- 
chair,   '  I  would  appoint  able  judges 

*  at  every  avenue  of  my  metropolis,  who 
'  (hould  take  cognizance  of  every  fool's 

<  bufinefs  who  came  there  \  —  and  if, 

*  upon  a  fair  and  candid  hearing,   it 

<  appeared  not  of  weight  fufiicient  to 

*  leave  his  o^-n  home,  and  come  up  bag 

<  and  baggage,  with  his  wife  and  chil- 
f  dren,  rarmers  fons,  &c.  &c.  at  his 
f  backfide,  they  fhouldbeallientback, 

*  from  conftable  to  conftable,  like  va- 
f  grants,  as  they  wei-e,  to  tlie  place  of 

<  their  legal  fettlements.  By  this  means 

*  1  ihould  take  care,  that  my  metro- 

*  polis  tottered  not  through  if  s  own 
'  weight—that  tbe  head  be  no  longer 

*  too  big  for  the  body«-*that  tl^e  ex- 

*  tremes,  now  wafted  and  pinned  in, 
'  be  reftored  tp  their  due  ihaie  of  nou- 

*  riihment}  and  regiiin  with  it  their  na- 

*  tural  ftrength  and  beauty  :— I  would 
'  effectually  provide,  that  the  meadows 

*  and  corn-nekls   of    my  dominions, 

*  fhould  laugh  and  fmg  j  —  that  good 

*  cheer   and   hofpttality    flouriih  once 

*  more— and  that  fvich  vreight  and  in- 

<  ftuence  be  put  thereby  into  the  hands 

*  of  the  iiquiiaiity  of  my  kingdoai^  as 


*  ihould  connterpotfe  what  I  perceil 
'  my  nobility  are  now  taking    livN 

«  them. 
*  Why  are  there  fo  few  palaces  aa 

*  gentlemen's  feats,'  he  would  aik,  wit 
fome  emotion,  as  he  walked  acroik  tii 
room,  <  throughout  fo  many   ddicioii 

*  provinces  in  France  ?  whence  is  it  dm 
^  the  few  remaining  cbateaus  amonej 
'  them  are  fodiimantled—founfumiu 

*  ed— and  in  fb  ruinous  and  deibiate  j 

*  condition  ?— Becaufe,  Sir,'  (he  'woulc 
fay)  <  in  that  kingdom  no  man  has  an] 

*  country  inteieft  to  fupport-:— the  litih 
*■  intereft  of  any  kind,  which  anyi  onai 
'  has  any  where  in  it,  is  concent2*atec 

*  in  the  court,  and  die  looks  of  dK 
*■  grand  monarque ;  by  the  fun-ihine  oi 

*  \^hofe  countenance,  or  the  clouds  virlitcli 
<  pafs  acrofs  it,  every  Frenchman  Isres 

*  or  dies.' 

Anotherpolitical  reaibnwhich  prompt- 
ed  my  father  fo  ftrongly  to  guard  againft 
the  leaft  evil  accident  in  my  mother's 
lying-in  in  the  country— was,  that  any 
iuch  inftance  would  infalliblv  throw  a 
balance  of  power,  too  great  already,  in- 
to the  weaker  veiTels  of  the  genttv,  in 
his  own,  or  higher  ftations ;  — v^hicfa, 
with   the   many  other  ufui-ped  rights 
which  that  part  of  the  con^tution  was 
hourly  eftabliihing— would,  in  the  end, 
prove  fatal  to  the  monarchial  fyitem  of 
domeftick  government  eftablifhed  in  the 
iirft  creation  of  things  by  God, 

In  this  point  he  was  entirely  of  Sir 
Robert  Filmer's  opinion,  that  the  plans 
and  inftitutions  of  the  greateft  monar- 
chies in  thd  eaftern  part  onhe  world,  were 
originally  all  ftolen  from  that  admirable 
pattern  and  prototype  of  this  houikojd 
and  paternal  power— which,  for  a  cen- 
tury, he  iaid,  and  more,  had  gradually 
been  degenerating  away  into  a  mixed 
government  $  the  form  of  which,  how- 
ever defirable  in  great  combinations  of 
the  fpecies— was  veiy  trcublefome  in 
finall  ones  —  and  icldom  produced  aoy 
thing,  that  he  iaw,  but  forrow  and  con- 
fu&on. 

^or  all  thefe  reafons,  private  and  pub- 
lick,  put  together—- my  father  was  £or 
having  tlw  man-midwife  by  all  means— 
my  naother  by  no  means.  My  father 
begged  and  intreatdl,  ihe  would  for 
once  recede  from  her  prerogative  in  this 
matter,  and  fufi'er  him  to  chufe  for  her : 
—my  mother,  on  the  contrary,  in£ftcd 
upon  her  piivilege  in  this  matter,  to 
chuie  for  hcxfelf-— and  have  xu>  mostel's 
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[ypVat  the  old  woman's.— -What  could 
I  Bj  ^cr  do  ?  He  was  almoft  at  hit 
msCt  cod — talked  it  over  with  hsT  in 
aB  Boods— placed  his  arguments  in  all 
Mtf  ;•— 4i;gued  die  matter  with  her  like 
1  c^n'ftiaiii  lilrr  a  heathen^like  a  fauf- 
Ind— Gke  a  father — ^like  a  patHot— like 

a  BSB. My  mother  anlwered  every 

^iag  only  like  a  woman  j  which  was  a 
Sok  i^ud  upon  her :— /or  as  ihe  could 
act  iffiune  2uuh^;ht  it  out  behind  fuch 
i  wicty  of  charaflers — 'twas  no  fair 
aati^ — ^twas  fcvcn  to  one.— -What 
cooU  my  motho*  do  ?-— She  had  the  ad- 
vutage  (ocherwife  (he  had  been  certain* 
if  overpowered)  of  a  Inial]  reinforce- 
■cot  ot  chagrin  perfbnal  at  the  bottom^ 
wfeidi  boreher  up>  and  enabled  her  to 
di^nte  tbe  affair  with  fb  equal  an  ad- 
nntago-— ckat  both  (ides  fun^  Te  Deum, 
la  a  word,  my  mother  was  to  have  the 
M  woman— and  the  operator  was  to 
Save  licence  to  drink  a  bottle  of  wine 
«t&  mjT  &ther  and  my  uncle  Tobv 
S^ndy  in  the  back  parlour—for  which 
he  was  to  be  paid  five  guineas. 

I  muft  beg  leave,  before  I  £nifh  this 

cihxpbff^  to  enter  a  caveat  in  the  breaft 

of  my  fair  reader ;— and  it  is  this~-Not 

to  tsKe  it  ab&lutelv  for  granted,  from 

aa  nnsuarded  word  or  two  which  I  have 

diupt  m  it—'  that  I  am  a  married  man.* 

—I  own,  the  tender  appellation  of '  my 

'  4kar^  dear  Jenny'— with  fome  other 

ftrokes'  of  conjug^  knowle(%e,   inter- 

^afed  here  and  there,  might  naturally 

caough  have  milled  the   mod  candid 

jttdge  in  the  world  into  fuch  a  deter- 

nmotioD  againft  me.— All  I  plead  for, 

IB  diia  caiie.  Madam,  is  ibicl  juilice; 

and  diat  you  do  fo  much  of  it  to  mc, 

ai  wdl  as  to  yourfclf — as  not  to  prc- 

jodge,  or  receive  fuch  an  impreflion  of 

iqc,  till  you  have  better  evidence  than^ 

I  am  pofitive,  at  prelent  can  be  pio- 

ihiced  againft  me. — Not  that  I  can  be  Q> 

vain  orunreafonable.  Madam,  as  to  de- 

firt  youvibould  therefore  think,  that  my 

dear,  dear  Jenny,  is  my  kept  miftrefs; 

—no— that  would  be  flattering  my  cha- 

Ti&xx  in  the  other  extreme,  and  giving 

it  an  air  of  freedom,  which,  perhaps, 

it  lias  no  kind  of  right  to.     All  I  con- 

tead  for,  is  the  utter  impoiTibility,  for 

kna  vc^umes,  that  you,  or  the  moft 

peoetrating  fpirit  upon  earth,    (hould 

Lsow  how  this  matter  really  Itands.— 

It  b  not  impoflible,  but  that  my  dear, 

dear  Jenny !  tender  as  the  appellation  is, 

nay  be  my  cliilda  -—  Conuder-*- 1  was 
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bom  in  the  year  eighteen.-^Nor  is  there 
any  thing  unnatural  or  extravagant  in 
the  luppofition,  that  my  dear  Jenny 
majr  be  my  friend.  *  Friend  !  —  my 
friend  f*—^  Surdy,  Madam,  a  friendU 
ihip  between  the  two  fexes  may  fub- 
iift,  and  be  fupported  witliout  ■* 
Fy,  Mr.  Shandy  1'—  *  Without  any 
thing,  Madam,  but  that  tender  and 
delicious  fentiment,  which  ever  mixes 
in  friendihip,  where  there  is  adiiference . 
of  fex.  Let  me  intreat  you  to  fludy 
the  pure  and  fentimental  parts  of  the 
beft  French  romances  \ — it  will  really^ 
Madam,  aftoniih  you  to  fee  with  what 
a  variety  of  chafle  expreflions  this  de^ 
licious  fentiment,  wnich  I  have  the 
honour  to  (peak  of,  is  drelfed  out.* 


CHAP.    XIX. 

I  Would  fooner  undertake  toexplaiB 
the  bardeil  problem  in  ^mctry, 
than  pretend  to  account  for  it,  that  a 
eentleman  of  my  father's  great  good 
lenfe-— knowing,  as  the  reader  mu  ft  have 
obferved  him,  and  curious  too,  iu  plii- 
lofophy  J— wife  aUb  in  political  rcaJoQ'* 
ing-^and  in  polemical  (as  he  will  find) 
no  way  ignorant ;— could  be  capable 
of  entertaining  a  notion  in  his  head,  fo 
out  of  the  common  track-— that  I  fear 
the  reader,  when  I  come  to  mention  it 
to  him,  if  he  is  the  leaft  of  a  cholerick 
temper,  will  immediately  throw  the 
book  by— if  mercurial,  he  will  laugk 
mbft  heartily  at  it-— and  if  he  is  of  a 
grave  and  fatumine  caft,  he  will,  at 
nrft  Hght,  abfolutely  condemn  as  fanci- 
ful and  extravagant— and  that  was,  in 
rerpe£l  to  tlie  ciioice  and  impoficion  of 
Chriilian  names,  on  which  he  thought  a 
great  deal  more  depended  than  what 
luperficial  minds  were  capable  of  con- 
ceiving. 

His  opinion,  in  this  matter,  was— 
that  there  was  a  flrange  kind  of  magick 
bias,  which  good  or  bad  names,  as  l&e 
called  them,  irrefillibly  impreiTed  upoa 
our  chai'aflers  and  condu6t. 

The  hero  of  Cervantes  argiicd  not  the 
point  with  more  Itriouihefs— nor  had  he 
more  faith^-or  more  to  fay  on  the 
powers  of  ncci'omancy  in  dilhonourixig 
his  deeds,  or  on  Dulcinea's  name  ia 
fheddin^  luftre  upon  them,  than  my  fa- 
ther hadon  thole  of  TriI'megiftus  or  Ar- 
chimedes, on  the  one  hand—or  of  Niky 
and  Simpkinon  the  other.    <  How  maiiy 
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*  C«fart  and  Pompeyt,^  he  would  fay, 
'  by  mere  inrpiration  of  the  names,  have 

•  been  recdered  worthy  of  them !— And 

•  how  many,'  he  would  add,  *  are 
'  there,  who  might,  hsive  done  exceed- 
'  ing  well  in  the  world,  had  not  their 
^  chara^lers    and    fpirits  been    totally 

*  depreded  and  NicodemusM  into  no- 

•  thing! 

*  I  fee  plainly.  Sir,  by  your  looks,' 
{or  as  the  cafe  happened)  my  father

bar,  the  coffee-houfe,  the  Ma-cham- 
ber, and  fire-fide,  fall  under  confidera- 
tion. 

.  He  ftood— for  I  repeat  it,  to  take  the 
pi^hire  of  him  in  at  one  view— with  his 
body  Iwayed,  and  iomewhat  bent  for- 
waras— his  nght-le«^  from  under  htm, 
luftaining  feven-eighths  of  his  whole 
weight— -the  foot  of  bis  left -leg,  thede- 
feft  of  which  was  no  difadvantage  to 
his  attitude,  advanced  a  little— not  la- 
terally, nor  forwards,  but  in  a  line  be- 
twixt them-^his  knee  bent,  but  that 
not  violently— but  fo  as  to  fall  within 
the  limits  of  the  line  of  beauty^— and  I 
acid,  of  the  line  of  fcience  too^-for,  con- 
fider,  it  had  one-eighth  partuf  hisbodyto 
bear  u]>— ib  that  in,  this  cafe  the  pofition 
of  the  leg  is  detennined — becaufe  the 
foot  could  be  no  farther  advanced,  or 
the  knee  more  bent,  than  what  would 
allow  him,  mechanically,  to  receive  an 
eighth  part  of  his  whole  weight  under 
it^  and  to  carry  it  too. 

{f^  This  I  recommend  to  painters ; 
——need  I  add— to  orators!— I  think 
not;  for  unlefs  they  pra^life  it— they 
muft  fall  upon  their  nofes. 

So  much  fbr  Corporal  Trim*s  body 
and  legs.— He  held  the  fermon  loofely, 
not  carelefsly,  in  his  left-hand,  raifed 
fomething  above  his  ftomach,  and  de- 
tached a  little  from  his  breail-^his 
right-arm  filing  negligently  by  his 
fide,  as  nature  and  the  laws  of  ^vity 
ord«i*ed  itF-*but  with  the  palm  of  it  open 


and  turned  towards  his  audience,  rtmdty 
to  aid  die  fentiment  in  cafeit  flood  in 
need. 

Cor^Mral  Trim^s  eyes,  and  the  mnftlo* 
of  his  face  were  in  full  hannony  wttl& 
the  other  Darts  of  him— he  iocktahnML. 
—unconfvained<— fomething  aflWed 
but  not  borderinff  upon  afTurance. 

Let  not  the  crrtick  afk  how  Carpon&i 
Trim  could  come  by  all  this.— I'*'ve 
told  him  it  Ihould  be  ex^abied-i-4mt  fo 
he  flood  before  my  fattier,  my  Uncl9 
Toby,  and  DoAor  Slop— *fb  fwayed  his* 
body,  fo  contrafled  his  Kmbt,  and  witlr 
foch   an   oratorical  fweep  thronghout 
the  whole  figure— a  flatuary  might  have 
modelled  from  it        nay,  I  doubt  whe- 
ther the  oldefl  fellow  of  a  collego^^or 
the  Hebrew  profefTor  himfelf,   could 
have 'much  mended  it.

wound  digefh  ti^ere,  and  will  do  well 
enougfh,  and  in  a  fhort  time  be  quite 
healed  up  by  abfblufion.— ^-O  Popery ! 
what  hsLft  thou  to  anfwer  for  N--wrhen, 
not  content  with  the  too  many  natural 
and  fatal  w^ys,  through  ^ich  the 
heart  of  man  is  every  day  thus  treache-

Tooy*s  face  then  in  his— then  up- 
then  down— then  eaft  eaft  and  by 
eaft-«4uid  fo  on— coafting  it  along  by 
the  plinth  of  the  wainfcot  till  he  had 
got  to  the  t^pofite  point  of  the  com* 
paTs— and  that  he  had  aftually  begun 
to  count  the  brafs  nails  upon  the  ami 
of  his  chain— my  father  thought  there 
was  no  time  to  be  loft  with  niv  Uncle 
Toby,  fo  took  up  the  difcomru  as  fol-

Now  in  this  I  think  my  father 
was  much  to  blame :  and  I  will  give 
you  my  reafons  for  it. 

Matters  of  no  more  Teeming  confe- 

?;uence  in  themfclves  than — whether  my 
athcr  fhould  have  taken  ofi'his  wig  with 
his  right-hand  or  with  his  left — ^have 
divided  the  greatefl  kingdoms,  and  made 
the  crowns  of  the  monarchs  who  go- 
verned them  to  totter  upon  their  heads. 
— -^But  need  J  tell  you,  Sir,  that  the 
.circumftances  with  which  every  thing 
in  this  world  is  begirt,  give  every  thing 
in  this  world  it's  nze  and  fhape  !-^and 
by  tightening  it,  or  rel^i;^ng  it,  tl^is 
way  or  that,  make  the  thing^  be,  what 
it  is— great— little— good— bad — indif- 
ferent, or  not  indifferent— juft  as'  the 
cafe  happens. 

As  my  father*s  India  handkerchief 
was  in  his  right  coat-pocket,  he  fhould 
by  no  means  have  fufFered  his  right- 
hand  to  have  got  en^^nged  :  on  the  con- 
trary, inftead  of  takmg  off  his  wig  with 
it,  as  he  did,  he  ought  to  have  com- 
mitted that  entirely  to  the  leftj  and 
then,  when  the  natural  exigency  my  fa- 
ther was  under  of  nibbing  his  bead, 
called^  out  for  his  handkerchief,  he

In  this  cafo»— (unlcfs,  indeed,  my 
father  had  been  rcf'oived  to  make  a  fool 
of  himlelf  by  holding  the  wig  ftii^f  in 
his  left-hand — or  by  making  fomenon- 
fenfical  angle  or  other  at  his  elbow- 
joint,  or  arm -pit)— his  whole  attitude 
had  been  caf  .—  natural — unforced  : 
Keynolds  himi'elf,  as  great  and  grace- 
fully as  he  paints,  might  have  painted 
him  as  he  fat. 

Now  as  my  father  managed  this  mat- 
ter—con  fider  wliat  a  devil  of  a  figure 
my  father  made  of  hlmfelf.

many  ghofts. 

*  The  penitentiaries  of  the  third  oixief 
of  St.  Francis— the  nuns  of  Mount 
Calvary — ^the  Praemonftrateaies— 4he 
Ciunienfes  *— the  Cartbufiams,  and 
all  the  feverer  orders  of  nuns  who  lay 
that  ni^ht  in  blankets  or  hair-cloth^ 
were  ftill  in  a  wor(e  condition  than 
the  Abbefs  of  QueJlingberg  ■  by 
tumbling  and  tofTing,  and  tomng  and 
tumbling,  from  one  fide  of  their  beds 
to  the  oUier  the  whole  night  lone— 
tlii  feveral  fifterhoods  had  fcratch^d 
and  mawrd  themielves  all  to  death*— 
they  got  otit  of  their  beds  aknoft  flea*d 
ali^&^-every  bo^y  thought  St.  Anto- 
ny had  vifited  thena  for  probation  wit& 
his  fire— they  had  never  once,  ii;  Ihort^ 
(hut  their  eyei  the  wkcjv  night  long 
fix>m  vefpers  to  matins. 

*  The  nuns  of  St.  Urfula  ^Bed  the 
wifeft^they  never  attempted  to  go  t# 
bed  at  all. 

'  The  Dean  of  Strafburg,  the  |ire- 
bcndaries,  the  capitulars  and  domfci- 
liars  (capitularly  afTembled  in  the 
morning  to  connder  the  cafe  of  but-> 
terM  buns)  all  wiflied  they  had  fol- 
lowed the  nuns  of  Si  Urfula'a  ex- 
ample. 

*  In  the  hurry  and  confufion  averr 
thing  had  been  m  the  night  before,  thb 
bakers  bad  all  forgot  to  lay  their  lea- 
ven—there were  no  butter'd  bups  to 
be  had  for  breakfaft  in  all  StnUburg— <• 
the  whole  eloie  of  the  cathedral  wat 
in  one  eternal  commotion -;*  fuch  a 
caufe  of  reftleflhefs  and  difquietudey 
and  fuch  a  sealous  inquiry  into  the 
caufe  of  that  reftleflhefs,  had  never 
happened  in  Strafbur^,  finc6  Martifi 
Luther,  with  his  do6b'ines,  had  tum^ 
ed  the  city  up- fide  down.

ccraing  it,  that  turned  the  whole 
ftream  of  all  difcourfe  and  wonder 
Inwards  i^-^very  Ibul,  good  and  bad

bis  jmrfe^— the  moft  courteous  in  his 
cam&g»-^at  had  ever  entered  thef 
gates  of  Straibui^! — that,  as  he  roite, 
with  his  fcymetar  dung  lool'cly  to  his 
vrift,  through  the  ftreets— and  walJc- 
^  «1  with  his  cnmibn  lattin  breeches 
/  aoois  thepiuade — 'twas  with  fufwe^t 
{ a&  ajf  q/i  carelefs  modeftyi  jmd  fo 


manly  withal«-«s  wodd  have  p«t 
the  heart  in  jeopardy  (had  his  no6 
not  ftood  in  his  way^  of  every  Tiigia 
tHio  had  caft  her  eyes  \q>on  him. 

*  I  call  not  upon  that  heart  which  it 
a  ftraneer  to  the  throbs  and  yearnings 
of  cunoiir^,  io  excited  tq  jt^ftify  & 
Abbefs  orQuedlingberg,  the priorefs* 
die  deanefs,  and  lub-diantiWs,  for 
(bndin^  at  iaoon-day  for  the  trumpet'* 
er's  wife :  (he  went  through  the  ftreett 
of  Straiburg  with  her  hu(band's  tnim* 
pet  in  her  hand— the  beft  apparatus 
the  ftraitncfs  of  the  time  would  allow 
her,  for  the  illuftration  of  her  theory-^ 
ihe  ftaid  no  longer  than  three  days. 

^  The  centinel  and  the  bandy- jcftged 
drummer  !•— -nothing  on  this  iidecTotd 
Athens  could  equal  them !— they  read 
their  leAures- under  the  city  gates  ti 
comers  and  goers,  with  all  the  pomp 
of  a  Chiyfippus  and  a  Grantor  in  thcv 
porticos. 

*  The  matter  of  the  inn,  with  hit 
oftler  on  his  left-hand,  read  his  alio 
ia  the  fame  ftyle— under  the  portico 
or  gateway  of  his  ftable-yaid— hif 
wife,  her*s  more  priratefy  in  a  back- 
room: all  flocked  tp  th^ir  le^ures  | 
not  promifcuoufly— but  to  this  or  that^ 
as  IS  ever  the  way,  as  faith  and  cre- 
dulity marfluUed  them — ^in  a  word, 
each  Strafburgher  came  croud ing  for 
iotelIigenc&— and  every  Sti-a(bura;her 
had  the  intelligence  he  wanted. 

*  It  is  worth  remarking,  for  the  be- 
nefit of  all  demohftrators  in  natural 
philofophy,  ^c  that  as  Toon  -as  the 
trumpeter's  wife  had  finifhed  the  Ab- 
befs of  Quedlingberg's  private  le^ie, 
and  had  Dceun  to  read  in  publick, 
which  fhe  did  upon  a  ftool  in  me  mid* 
die  of  the  great  paradc-^ihe  incommod- 
ed the  other  demonfti-atbrs  mainly,  by 
gaining  incontinently  the  moft  fafhion- 
able  part  of  the  cit)-  of  Strafburg  for 
her  auditory. — But  when  a  demon- 
ftrator  in  phiiofophy  (cries  Slawken- 
bergius)  hns  a  tjump^t  for  an  appa- 
ratus, pray  what  rival  in  fcfej^cc  can 
pretend  to  be  heard  beiides  him  ? 

<  Whilftthc  unlearned,  through  thefb 
conduits  of  intelligence,  Were  all  bu- 
fied  in  ^ting  down  to  tlie  bottom  of 
the  well,  where  TRUTH  keeps  hcjr 
little  court  weie  the  lenrned  in 
their  way  as  bufy  in  pumping  heir 
up  through  the  conduits  of  dialed  in- 
duction—they  concerned  themfelves 
n<^t  with  fa£ls-*they  reaibned. 

■   «  Npt 
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<  Hat  one^fvrfdBon  had  tbfown  mort 
.*  light  upon  this  fubjf&  than  the  facul- 
^  ty— 4ia(l  not  all  their  difmitet  ibout 

*  it  run  intp  the  affair  of  w«nt«n4

keep  clear  of  them  for  their  bloode 
and  fouls  ■  ■    the  ftranger^s  no(e  had 

'  nothing  to  do  either  with  wf»$  or  crde-

*  It  was  demonftrated,  howcreri  verj 
f  fatisfa^lorily,  that  fuch  a  ponderoua 

*  mafs  of  heterogeneous  rnifttr  could 
^  not  be  GongeAed  and  congloroemted 
.*,to  the  nofe,  whiiA  the  intent  was  i/i 

*  uteray  without  deftroying  the  ftatical 
<  balance  of  the  foetus,  ana  throwing  it 
f  pluiQD  upon  it's  head  nine  months  be- 

*  fore  the  time.— 

•— — '  The  opponents  granttd  the 
f  theory— they  denied  the  conicquence^- 

*<  And  if  a  fuitable  proviiionof  veins,

f<  fuch  a  nofe,  in  the  very  firft'ftamina

M  certainly  fallen  ill  With  the  extinc- 
tion of  them,  had  not  his  thoughts  been 
critically  drawn  off,  and  his  health  ref- 
wd,  hj^  a  freih  ti-ain  of  difquietudes, 
left  him,  with  a  legacy  of  a  thoufand 
ponnds,  bv  my  Aunt  Dinah.— 

My  father  had  fcarce  lead  the  letter, 
^vken  taking  the  thing  by  the  right  end, 
Ik  ififtutly  began  to  plague  and  puzzle 
\a.%  bead  how  to  lay  it  out  moftly  to  the 
honour  of  his  family  t— A  hundred  and 
fitj  odd  proje£^s  took  pofltrflflon  of  his 
Mns  by  turns— he  would  do  this,  and 
ftat,  and   t'other. — He  would  go  to  ' 
Rom»— he  would  go  to  law — he  would 
wiy  ftuck— he  would  buy  John  Hob- 
fcn's  farm — he  would  new  fore -front  his 
ll<n}ie,  and  add  a  new  wing  to  make  it 
<*«o— There  was  a  fine  water-mill*  on 
tliii  fide,  and  he  would  build  a  wind- 
Dill  on  die  other  iide  of  the  river  in  full 
y^to  anfwer  it»— But,  above  all  things 
n  the  world,  he  would  indofe  the  great 
OX'Hoot,  and  fend  oat  my  Brother 
•oitT  imxaediately  tipoa  his  trmrcU^ 


Bxit  as  the  fum  was  finite,  and  con- 
fequently  could  not  do  every  tKihg— 
and,  in  truth,  very  few  of  thefe  to  any 
purpofe— of  all  the  prqje^s  which  oN 
fered  themftilves  upon  this  occafion,  the 
two  laft  feerned  to  make  the  deepeft  im- 
prcffion  \  and  he  would  infallibly  have 
determined  upon  both  at  once,  but  for 
the  fmall  inconvenience  hinted  at  above, 
which  abfblutely  put  him  un4er  a  ne- 
ccflity  of  deci^iing  in  favour  either  of  the 
one  or  the  other. 

This  was  not  altogether  fo  eafy  to  be 
done }  for  thdugh  'tis  certain  my  father 
had  long  before  fet  his  heart  upon  this 
neccflary  part  of  my  brother's  education  j

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deprive  him  of -it  without  *wby  or  'where- 

ybr^— and  thereby  make  an  example  of 

'  him,    as  the   flrft   Shandy  unwhirrd 

alboiit  Europe  in  a  poft-chaife^  and  only 

becaufe  he  was  a^'heavy  lad— -would  be 

ufing  him  ten  times  worie  than  a  Turk. 

On  the'  other  hand,  the  cafe  of  the 

Ox-moor  was  full  as  hard. 

Exclufive  of  the  original  pm'chafe- 
money,  which  was  eight  hundred  pounds 
•—it  nad  coft  the  family  eight  hundred 
pounds  more  in  a  law-mit  about  fifteen 
years  before— befides  the  Lord  knows 
what  trouble  and  vexation. 

It  had  been  moreover  in  poiTeflion  of 
the  Shandy  family  ever  fince  the  middle 
of  the  la  ft  century  $  and  though  it  lay 
full  in  view  before  the  houfe,  bounded 
on  one  extremity  by  the  water-mill, 
and  on  the  other  by  the  projefted  wind- 
mill fpoken  of  above— and  for  all  thefe 
reafons  ieemed  to  have  the  faireft  title 
of  any  part  of  the  eftate  to  the  care  and

.  However,  as  neither  the  purchaHng 
diis  traft  of  ground-»-nor  indeed  the 
placing  of  it  where  it  lay,  were  either 
of  them,  properly  fpeaking,  of  my  fa- 
ther's doing— he  had  never  thought  him- 
felf  any  way  concerned  in  the  affair — till 
the  fifteen  years  before,  wlien  the  break- 
ing out  of  that  curfed  law-fuit  mentioned 
above— (and  which  had  arofe  about  it's 
boundaries)— -which  being  altogether 
my  father's  own  a6^  and  deed,  it  natu- 
mly  awakened  every  other  argument  in 
it's  favour;  and  upon  fumming  them 
all  up  together,  he  faw,  not  merely  in 
0iterell,  but  in  honour,  he  was  bound 
to  do  fometliing  for  it — and  that  now  or 
fiever  was  the  time. 

1  think  there  muft  certainly  have  been 
d  mixture  of  ill-luck  in  it,  that  the  rea- 
sons on  both  fides  ihould  happen  to 
be  fo  equally  balanced  by  each  other  $ 
for  though  my  father  weighed  them  ia 
all  humours  and  coftoitions— fpent 
many  an  anxious  hour  in  the  moft  pro- 
found and  abltroileJ  meditation  upon 
what  was  beft  to  be  done— reading 
books  of  fkming  one  day— books  of 


travels  another-^aying  afide  all  -pafizott 
whatever— viewing  the  arguments  on 
both  fides  in  all  their  lights  and  circttm- 
ftances— <ommuning  every  day  with  ray 
Uncle  Toby— arguing  with  Yorick,  and 
talking  over  the  whole  affair  of  the  Ox- 
moor  with  Obadial>— yet  nothing  in  all 
that  time  appeared  fo  ftrongly  in  behalf 
of  the  one,  which  was  not  either  ftri^ly 
applicable  to  the  other,  or  at  lead  (b  fix 
counterbalanced  by  fome  confideration 
of  equal  weight,  as  to  keep  the  fcalca 
even. 

For,  to  be  furt,  with  proper  helps, 
and  in  the  hands  of  fome  people,  though 
the  Ox-moor  would  have  undoubtedly 
have  made  a  different  appearance  in  the 
world  firom  what  it  did,  or  ever  could 
do  in  the  condition  it  lay— yet  every 
tittle  of  this  was  true,  with  i-egard  to 
my  Brother  Bobby-^let  Obadiah  fay 
what  he  would.— 

In  point  of  intereft— the  conteft,  t 
own,  at  firft  iight,  did  not  appear  Co 
undecifive  betwixt  them  j  for  whenever 
my  father  took  pen  and  ink  in  hand> 
and  fet  about  calculating  the  fimple  ex- 
pence  of  paring  and  burning,  and  fen- 
cing in  the  Ox-moor,  &c.  &c.— with 
the  certain  profit  it  would  brin^  him  in 
return— the  latter  turned  out  fo  prodi- 
gioufly  in  his  way  of  working  uie  ac- 
count, that  yon  would  have  fwom  the 
Ox -moor  would  have  carried  all  bcfoie 
it.     For  it  was  plain  he  ihould  reap  a 
hundred  lafts  of  rape,  at  twenty  pounds 
a  laft,  the  very  firft  yeax^— befides  an 
excellent  crop  of  wheat  the  year  fol- 
lowing—and the.  year  after  that,  to  (peak 
within  bounds,  a  hundred — but,  in  all 
likelihood,  a  hundred  and  fifty— if  not 
two  hundred  quajfters  of  peafe  and  beans 
— befides  potatoes  without  end— But 
then,  to  think  he  was  all  this  while 
breeding' up  my  brother  like  a  hog  to 
eat   them— knocked  all  on  the    head 
again,  and  generally  left  the  old  gentle* 
man  in  fuch  a  ftate  of  fufpeni'e — that, 
as  he  often  declared  to  my  Uncle  Toby, 
—he  knew  no  more  than  his  heels  what 
to  do. 

Nobody,  but  he  who  has  felt  it,  can 
Conceive  what  a  plaguing  thing  it  is  to 
have  a  man's  mind  torn  afunder  by  two 
pro)c6ls  of  equal  ftrength,both  obftmate- 
iy  pulling  in  a  contrary  dire£lion  at  the

iog  toe  ftiength  oia  man  every  time  as 
ksoes  backwards  and  forwards. 

My  father  had  certainly  funk  under 
tliis  evil^  as  certainly  as  he  had  done 
Biider  that  of  my  Christian  Namb 
iod  he  not  been  refcued  out  of  it,  as 
be  was  out  of  that,  by  a  freih  evil— - 
die  misfortune  of  my  Brother  Bobby*s 
deadi. 

What  is  the  life  of  man  !  Is  it  not.to 
fldft  from  fide  to  fide  ?~-fix>m  fbrrow  to 
iorow?— -to  button  up  one  cauie  of 
ynritiim    m\  unbutton  another  ?

My  father   managed  his  afBi^ion 
otherwifej  and  indeed  differently  from 
moft  men  either  ancient  or  modem ;  for 
he  neither  wept  it  away,  as  the  Hebrews 
^  'Rcfflaans— or  flept  it  off,  as  the  Lap- 
landers—or hanged  it,  as  the£ngliih — 
or  drowned  it,   as  the  Germans*— nor 
^d  he  curie  it,  or  damn  it,  or  excommu- 
nicate it,  or  rhyme  it,  or  lUlabullero  it— 
—He  got  rid  of  it,  however. 
Will  your  wurfliips  give  me  leave  to 
iqocese  in  a  ftory  betwcca  thtfe  two 


When  TuUy  was  beireft  of  his  dear 
daughter  TuUIa,  at  ib  ft  he  laid  it  to  hia 
heart— he  lifteuad  Jto  the .  voiee  of  na- 
ture, and  modulated  his  own  nato  it.— 

<  O  rity  TuHia I myd^ughter^  mv child!* 
Still,  rfill,  ftill—^twas,  *  O  my  Tullia! 

*  «-my  Tullia !    Methtnks>  I  fee  my 

<  Tullia  i  I  talk  with  my  TuUia/'^ 
But  as  foon  as  be  began  to  kok  intothe 
ftoz^s  of  philofophy,  and  con£dcr  bow 
many  excellent  things  might  bt  laid 
upon   the    occafion— '  Nobody   upcm. 

*  eaith  can  conceive,^  fays  the  great 
orator,  ^  how  happy,  how  joyful  it  made 

*  me.* 

My  father  was  as  proud  of  fain  do* 
quence  as  Marcus  Tuilius  Cicero  could 
be  for  his  life— and,  for  aught  I  am 
convinced  of  to  the  contraiy,  at  prefent^ 
with  as  miich  reafon :  it  was  indeed  hia 
ftrength— and  his  weaknefs  too.— Wa 
ftrcngth,  for  he  was  by  nature  eli>- 
quent— and  his  weaknefs,  for  he  waa 
hourly  a  dupe  to  it— and  provided  aa 
occasion  in  life  would  permit  him  to 
flieyr  his  talents,  or  fay  either  a  wife 
thing,  a  witty,  or  a  (hrewd  oiic-w(batiDg 
the  eaiie  of  a  fyf^ematick  misfortune) 
«-*he  ha4  all  he  wanted."'  ■  A  folef- 
fm^  which  tied  up  my  (ather*8  tongue, 
and  a  misfortune  which  let  itloofe  virith 
a  good  grace,  were  pretty  equal :  fome- 
times,  indeed,  the  misfortune  was  thb 
better  of  the  two-— for  inftaiice,  where 
the  pleaiure  of  the  harangue  was  as  lO, 
and  the  pain  of  the  misfortune  but  as  5, ' 
—my  father  gained  half  in  half,  aiUl 
conlequently  was  as  well,  again  off,  aa 
if  it  never  had  befallen  him. 

This  clue  will  unravel  what  otlief* 
wife  would  feeni  very  inconfiftent  in  na^ 
father's  domeftick  character ;  and  it  is 
this,  that  in  the  pi'ovocations  aniin|^ 
from  the  neglefls  and  blunders  of  fer- 
vants,  or  other  mi  (haps  unavoidable 
in  a  faniiiy,  his  anger,  or  rather  the 
duration  oi  it,  eternally  ran  counter  tD 
all  conjeflure. 

My  iather  had  a  favonrite  little  mare, 
which  he  had  configned  over  to  a  mott 
beautiful  Arabian  horfe,  in  order  tb 
have  a  pad  out  of  her  for  his  own 
riding :  he  was  fanguine  in  all  hia  pro- 
}e6ls  j  fo  talked  about  bis  pad  every 
day  with  as  abfolute  a  fecurity,  as  If 
it  had  been  reared— broko— and  bri* 
died  and  faddled  at  his  door  ready  for 
mounting.  By  fome  negleft  or  other 
in  Obadtahi  it  fo  fell  out,  that  my  fst- 

therms 
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ther's  expe^ationt  were  anfwered  with 
nothing  oetter  than  a  mule,  ^and  as 
ugly  a  bcaft  of  the  kind  as  ever  was 
produced. 

My  mother  and  my  Uncle  Toby  ex- 
pelled my  father  would  be  the  death  of 
Obadiah— and  that  there  never  would 
be  an  end  of  the  difafter.-— <  See  here ! 
«  yon  rafcal/  cried  my  father,  pointing 
to  the  mule,  <what  you  have  done!^ 
«^— *  It  was  not  me,*  faid  Obadiah.— 
<  How  do  I  know  that?"  iieplied  my 
father. 

Triumph  fwam  in  my  father's  eyes, 
at  the  repartee— the  Attick  lalt  brought 
water  into  them— 4nd  lb  Obadiah  heard 
ao  more  about  it. 

Now  let  us  go  back  to  my  brotker^s 
death. 

Pliiloibphy  has  a  fine  faying  for  every 
thing.— For  death  it  has  an  entire  fet ; 
the  miiery  was,  they  all  at  once  rufhed 
intomy  father'b  head,  that 'twas  diflicult 
to  ilnng  them  together,  io  as  to  make 
any  thing  of  a  confiftent  (how  out  of 
them.— -He  took  them  as  they  came. 

*  It  is  an  inevitable  chance— the  fiift 
ftatute  in  Magna  Charta^^-it  is  an 
ererlafting  aA  of  parliament,  my  dear 
brother.-—^//  muji  die  ! 
*■  If  my  fon  could  not  have  died,  it 
had  been  matterof  wonder— not  that 
he  is  dead. 

*  Monarchs  and^  princes  dance  in  the 
fame  ring  with  us. 

— *  To  die,  is  the  great  debt  and 
tribute  due  unto  nature :  tombs  and 
monuments,  which  fhould  perpetuate 
our  memories,  pay  it  tliemfelves ;  and 
the  proudeft  pyramid  of  tKem  all, 
whicn  wealth  and  fcience  have  creel- 
ed, has  loft  it's  apex,  and  (lands  ob- 
truncated in  the  traveller's  horizon.' 

—{My  father  found  he  got  great  ealc, 
and  went  on»)-— *  Kingdoms  and  pro- 
vinces, and  towns  and  cities,  rhave 
they  not  their  periods  ?  and  when 
thofe  principles  and  powers,  which 
at  firft  cemented  and  put  them  toge- 
ther, have  performed  their  feverat 
evolutions,  they  fall,  back.'—*  Bro- 
ther Shandy,'  faid  my  Uncle  Toby, 
laying  down  his  pipe  at  the  word  evo- 
lutions—•<  Revolutionsy  I  meant,'  quoth 
my  father         *  by  Heaven !  I  meant  re- 

*  *volutionT,  brother  Tohy^-^^olutionj 

*  is  nonfenfe.'— *  It  is  not  nonfenfe,* 
faid  my  Uncle  Toby.—*  But  is  it  not 

*  nonfenfe  to  break  the  thread  of  fuch 
.*  a.  difcourre,  upon  fuch  an  occaiion  f* 


cried  my  father—^  do  not— -dear  Toby/ 
continued  he^  taking  him  by  the  hand^ 

*  do  not— do  not,  I  befeech  thee,  inter- 
«  nipt  me  at  this  crifis.'  My  Uncle 
Toby  put  his  pipe  into  his  mouth. 

«  Where  is  Troy  and  Mycenae,   and 

*  Thebes  and  Delos,  and  Perfepoli^, 

*  and  Agrigentum  V  continued  my  fa- 
ther, taking  up  his  book  of  poft-road9» 
which  he  had  laid  down.—*  What  is  be- 

*  come,  brother  Toby,  of  Nineveh  and 

*  Babylon,  of  Cizicum  and  Mitylena^  f 

*  — The  faireft  towns  that  ever  the  ibn 

*  rofe  upon,   are  now  no   more;    thfe 

*  names  only  are  left,  and  thole  (for 
'  many  of  them  are  wrong  fpelt)  arc 

*  falling  themfelves  by  piece-meals  to 

*  decay,  and  in  length  of  time  vvill  be 

*  forgotten,  and  involved  with  every 

*  thing  in  a  perpetual  night :  the  vForld 
<  itfclF,   brother    Toby,    muft — tau& 

*  come  to  an  end. 

**  Returning  out  of  Afia,  when  I  iail- 
**  ed  from  ^gina  towards  Megara,** 
— [*  When  can  this  have  been  ?'  thotight 
my  Uncle  Toby]—**  I  began  to-  view 
**  the  country  round  about,     ^eina 
**  was  behina  me,  Megara  was  beroie, . 
**  Pyneus  on  the  right  hand,  Corinth  on 
**  the  left. — What  flourilhing  towns 
**  now  proftrate  upon  the  earth !  **  Ala« ! 
**  alas!"  faid  I  to  myfelf,  *«that  man 
**  fliould  difhirb  his  Kiul  for  the  lofs  of 
**  a  child,  when  fo  much  as  this  lies 
**  awfully  buried  in  his  prefencel*— Re^ 
**  member,"  faid  I  to  myielf  again— ■ 
**  Remember  thou  «rt  a  man." 

Now  my  Uncle  Toby  knew  not  that 
this  lad  paragi'aph  was  an  extraft  of 
Sei-vius  Sulpicius's  confolatory  letter  to 
Tully.— He  had  as  little  (kill,  honelt 
man,  in  the  fragments,  as  he  had  in 
the  whole  pieces  of  antiquity.— And  as 
my  father,  whilft  he  was  concerned  in 
the  Turky  trade,   had  been  three  or 
four  diffei-ent  times  in  the  Levant,  is 
one  of  which  he  had  (laid  a  whole  year 
and  a  half  at  Zant,  my  Uncle  Toby 
naturally  concluded,  that  in  fome  one 
of  thefe  periods,  he  had  taken  a  trip 
acrofs  the  Archipelago  into  Aiia;  and 
that  all  this  failing  affair  with  ^gina 
behind,  and  Megara  before,  and  Py- 
raeus  on  the  right-hand,  &c.  &c.  was 
nothing  more  than  the  true  courfe  of 
my  father's  voyage  and  reflections.— 
'Twas  certainly  in  his  manner,  and

B^  till  be  finiihed  the  account—*  what 

<  jearof  ourLord  was  this  ?'— •  It  was 
« DO  year  of  our  Lord/  replied  my  fa- 
4er.— •  That's  impojfTible !'  cried  my 
Uade  Toby.  *  Simpleton  V  faid  my 
fitber— '  it  was  forty  years  before  Chrift 

<  was  bom/ 

My  Uncle  Toby  had  but  tytro  things 
foe  it;  either  to  fuppofe  his  t^rotfaer  to 
be  the  wandering  Jew,  or  that  his  mis- 
Ibrtimes  had  diibrdered  his  brain.— 
'  May  the  Lord  God  of  heaven  and 

*  cartn  proteA  him  and  reftore  him  T 
bid  my  Uncle  Toby,  praying  filently 
fer  ray  father,  and  with  tears  in  his 
cyct. 

»^My  fa&er  placed  the  tears  to  a 
proper  account,  and  went  on  with  his 
nraogne  widi  great  fpirit. 

'  There  is  not  fuch  great  odds,  bro- 
'  dier  Toby,  betwixt  good  and  evil, 
^  as  the  world  imagines  5'— (this  way 
of  fetbng  off,  by  the  bye,  was  not  like- 
ly to  cure  my  Uncle  Toby*s  fufpicions) 
— <  labour,  ibrrow,  grief,  iicknefs, 
'  want,  and  woe,    are  the  fauces  of 

*  fife.'—*  Much  good  may  do  them  I' 
^  mv  Uncle  Toby  to  himfelf  . 

'  My  fon  is  dead !  fo  much  the  bet- 

*  (er— — *tis  a  (hame  in  fuch  a  tempeft 
(  to  have  but  one  anchor.

*  into  another  man's  hands. 

'  Shew  me  the  man,  who  knows 

*  what  life  is,  who  dreads  it,  and  I'll 

*  ihew  thee  a  prifoner  who  dreads  his 

*  liberty. 

*  Is  it  not  better,  my  dear  brother 

*  Toby--(for  mark— our  appetites  are 
'  but  difeafes}— >is  it  not  better  not  to 
^  imD|er  at  ail,  than  to  eat  ?— not  to 

*  tliirft,  than  to  take  phyiick  to  cure  it } 
!  U  it  Kot  better  t»  be  freed  from 


cares  and  segues,  from  love  and  me- 
lancholy, and  the  other  hot  and  cold 
fits  of  life— than,  like  a  galled  tra« 
veller,  whocomesweaiy  to  his  inn,  to 
be  bound  to  begin  his  journey  afrefh  ? 
*  There  is  no  terror,  brother  Toby, 
in  it's  looks,  but  what  it  borrows 
from  groans  and  convulfions— ^nd  the 
blowing  of  nofes,  and  the  wiping  avray 
of  tears  with  the  bottoms  or  curtains 
in  a  dying  man's  room.— Strip  it  of 
theft,  what  is  it-——'  (*  It  is  better 
in  battle  than  in  bed,*  faid  my  Uncle 
Toby.) — «  Take  away  it's  hearfes,  it's 
mutes,  and  it's  mourning— it's  plumes, 
fcutcheons,  and  other  mechanick  aids 
— ^What  is  it  ?— *  Better  in  battle  T 
continued  my  father,  fmiling,  for  he 
had  abfolutely  forgot  my  Brother  Bobby 
— '  it  is  temble  no  way— for  confider, 

*  brother  Toby— when  wc  tfr^^— death 
'  is  not        and  when  death  /j— wc  are 

*  «(?/.'  My  Uncle  Toby  laid  down 
his  pipe  to  confider  the  propofition :  my 
father's  eloquence  was  too  rapid  to  ftay 
for  any  man— away  it  went— and  hur- 
ried my  Uncle  Toby's  ideas  along  with 
it. 

'  For  this  reafon,*  continued  my  fa- 
ther, *  it  is  worthy  to  recoiled,  how 
little  alteration  in  great  men,  the  ap- 
proaches of  death  have  made.— Vefpa- 
llan  died  in  a  jeft  upon  his  cloie-ftooi 
— Galba  with  a  fen tence— Septimus 
Sevenis  in  a  dilpatch— Tiberius  in 
diflimulation-'^nd  Csefar  Augudus 
in  a  compliment.'—*  I  hope  'twas  a 
fincere  one  l'— -quoth  my  Uncle  Toby. 
— — *  It  was  to  his  wife,'  faid  ray 
father.

the  Dardanelles,  but  wide  enough,  for 
all  that,  to  carry  on  as  much  of  this 
windward  trade,  as  was  fuSicieat  to  fave 
my  father  the  trouble  of  governing  his 
houfe— my  mother,  at  this  moment^ 
ftands  profittiog  by  it.-— Obadiah  did 
the  fame  thing,  as  foon  as  he  had  left 
the  letter,upon  tlie  table  which  brought 
the  news  ot  my  brother's  death ;  fo  that 
before  my  father  had  well  got  over  his 
fuiprize,  and  entered  upon  bis  harangue 
—had  Trim  got  upon  his  legs,  to  fpeak 
his  fentiments  upon  the  fubje6l. 

A  curious  obferver  of  nature,  had  he 
been  worth  the  inventory  of  all  Job*s 
ilock — ^though,  by  the  b>e,  your  curi- 
ous obfervers  dre  fcldom  worth  a  groat 
— would  have  given  the  half  of  it,  to 
ha\e  heard  Corporal  Trim  and  my  fa- 
ther, two  orators  fo  conti'afted  by  nature 
and  education,  haranguing  over  the 
fanio'bier. 

My  father  a  man  of  deep  reading- 
prompt  memoiy— with  Cato  and  Se- 
neca, and  £pi«^etus»  at  his  fingers 
ends.

When  Fate  was  looting  forv^rds 
one  afternoon,  into  the  gvcat  tranfac- 
tions  of  future  times— and  rcft:olle£led' 
for  what  purpofes  this  little  ^Ict,  by  ^ 
decree  fan  bound  down  in  iron,  had 
been  deftined— ihe  gave  a  nod  to  Na- 
T  u  R  p.  >  *tvyas  enough— Natiu-e  threw 
half  a  fpade  full  of  her  kindlieft  compoft 
upon  it,  with  )uft  fo,  much  clay  in  it, 
as  to  retain  the  forms  of  angles  and  in- 
dentings^and  So  little  of  it  too,  as. not 
to  cling  to  the  fpade,  and  render  works 
of  fo  much  glorv  nafty  in  foul  weather. 

My  Uncle  Toby  came  down,  as  the 
reader  has  been  informed,  with  plans 
along  with  him,  of  almoft  every  forti- 
He^  town  in  Italy  and  Flanders ;  fo  let 
the  Duke  of  Marlborough,  or  the  allies^ 
have  fet  down  before  what  town  they 
©leafed,  my  Uncle  Toby  was  prepared 
Tor  them.  -^ 

His  way,  which  was  the  fimpleft  one 
in  the  world,  was  this  j  as  foon  as  ever 
a  town  was  invefted— (but  fooner  wlicn 
the  defign  was  known}— to  ^take  the 
plan  of  it,  (let  it  be  what  town  it  would) 
and  enlaree  it  upon  a  fcale  to  the  «xa6l 
iise  of  his  bowling- green  $  U)>on  tlie  fur- 
facc  Qf  whicby  by  means  of  a  laige  roll 
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of  p^ckthrfad,  Ini  a  numbrr  of  fmall 
piqa:;ts  cii ivcn  intj  t!^:  ground,  at  the 
Tcvcnl  nncjli^  and  red:ins,  he  tianst'er- 
leJ  rhtt  lines  fiom  hij  p'^xTj  the.i  tast- 
ing the  picfiie  ot  the  piacc^  with  it's 
wuiks,  to  deiermine  the  d  pdis  and 
'  4t)pes  of  the  ditches — the  taiui  of  the 
glacis,  and  the  pitcili?  heisjhi  of  ihe 
ii'veral  bmquets,  p.ira^>tts,  *Xc. — he:  lit 
the  corpoiai  tx>  work— — and  fweetiy 
went  it  on — th'-  nature  of  the  foil — the 
nature  of  tlie  work  itfelf — and,  above 
all,  the  good-niture  of' my  Uncle  To- 
by,  fittinj;  by  fiom  morumg  to  nlc;ht, 
and  chittink"  kindly  with  the  coijKjral 
upon  pa.'t-donc  deeds — left  Labour 
little  cli'c  but  the  ctiemony  6i'  the  name. 
VVhcu  the  place  was  finished  in  tliis 
manner,  and  put  into  a  propiT  poliure 
of  defence— it  was  aiveited — and  my 
Uncle  Toby  and  the  corporal  btgan  to 

run  their  firlt  parallel. (  beg  I  may 

not  be  interrupted  in  my  ftory,  by  bcin^ 
told,  that  the  fii'ft  paraliil  jhouU  be  at 
leaft  three  hundred  toift'S  lUftant  Jrcm 
the  main  body  of  the  place — afid  that  I 
ifave  not  lejt  ajin^U  inch  for  iV— -for 
my  Uncle  Toby  took  the  libvity  of  in- 
croaching  upon  his  kjtchen-f;aidtn,  for 
the  fake  of  enlargjrjj^  his  wurks  on  the 
bowling-green,  'a\\\  tor  that  reafon  ge- 
nerally ran  his  iiril  anJ  *ec.)r.d  }>ardilels 
belwixt  tvvo  rows  of  hiti  cabbages  and 
his  cauliflo\%-crs  ;  the:  convcnici.ccs  and 
inconveniences  of  which  will  be  con- 
iidcred  at  large  in  the  hillory  of  my 
Uncle  Toby's  and  the  corporal's  ci:ti- 
paign,  of  which  this  I'm  now  writing 
\%  but  a  (ketch,  and  will  be  liiiifhed,  if 
I  conjecture  right,  in  three  pages  (but 
there  is  no  giuffiaj.) — The  campiigns 
thcmfelves  will  t-ikc  up  as  many  books ; 
and  therefore  I  apprehend  it  would  be 
hinging  too  great  a  weight  of  one  kind 
of  matter  in  ib  ftunl'y  a  performance  as 
this,  to  rhapfodize  them,  as  I  oiice  in- 
tended, into  the  body  of  the  work-—— 
furely  they  had  bfctter  be  pi  inted  apait ! 
wtW  confider  the  aff.iir- — ^o  tiUce 
the  followinsjiketchof  tliem  in  the  mean 
<ime. 


CHAP.     XXII. 

WrfE  N  the  town,  with  it's  wot ks 
^as  finifhcd,  my  Uncle  Toby 
and  the  cmporal  began  to  run  their  rnll 
mrallel— not  at  random,  or  any  how — 
but  from  the  fame  points  and  diliances

the  allies  had  begun  to  run  theirs ;  and 
regulating  their  approaches  and  attacks; 
by  the  accounts  my  Uncle  Toby  re- 
ceived from  the  daily  papers — they  weDt 
on,  during  the  whole  fiege,  Aep  by  I 
ilcp  with  the  allies. 

When  the  Duke  of  Marlborou^l 
made  a  lodgment— ray  Uncle  Toby 
majc  a  lodgment  too.— And  wboi 
the  face  of  a  badion  was  batteredl 
down,  or  a  defence  ruined— the  cor- 
poral took  his  mattock  and  did  as 
much— and  fo  on— gaining  ground, 
and  making  tliemfelves  mailers  of  the 
works  one  after  another,  till  the  town 
fell  into  their  hands. 

To    one  who  took   pleasure  in  thej 
happy  ftate  of  others— rtherc  could  not 
have  been  a  greater  fight  in  the  world, 
than,  on  a  poll  morning,  in  which  it 
practicable  breach  had   been  made  by 
the  Duke  of  Marlborough,  in  the  main 
body  of  the  place-a-to  have  flood  be- 
hind the  horn-beam   hedge,    and   ob- 
ferved  the  fpirit  with  which  my  Uncle 
Toby,  with   Trim  behind  him,  fallied 
forth— the  one  with  the  Gazette  in  his 
hand  —  the  othei*  with  a  fpade  on  his 
Ihoulder  to  execute  the  contents. 
What  an  honcft   triumph  in  my  Un- 
cle  Toby's  looks   as   he  marched  up 
to   the  ramparts !    What  jntcnie  pka- 
fure  fwimming  in   his  eye  as  he  llood 
oyer  die  corjK>ral,  reading  the  pai*agraph 
ten  times  oVer  to  him,  as'  he  was  at 
work,  left  pcradventure  he  fliould  make 
the  breacli  an  inch  too  wide,  or  leave 
it  an  inch  too  naiTow.— But  when  the 
chamade  was   beat,   and  the   corporal 
helped  my  uncle  up  it,  and  followed 
with  the  colours  in  his  hand  to  fix  them 
upon    the    ramparts-^Heaven !    eaith  I 
Hal — but   what  avails   apollrophes ?— 
with  ull  your  elements,  wet  or  dry,  ye 
never    compounded   fo   intoxicating  a 
draught. 

In  this  track  of  happinefs,  for  many 
years,  without  one  interi-uptlon  to  it— 
except  now  and  then  wh^n  ii;e  wind," 
continued  to  blow  due  weft  for  a  week 
or  ten  days  together,  which  detained 
the  Flanders  mail,  and  kept  them  (b 
long  in  torture — but  ft  ill  'twas  the  tor- 
ture of  the  happy In  this  track,  I 

fay,  did  my  Uncle  Toby  and  Trim 
move'  fer  many  years;  every  year  of 
which,  and  fomctimes  every  month, 
from  the  invention  of  either  the  one  or 
the  other  of  them,  a4ding  fome  new 
conceit  or    quiik  of    iinpcovement  to 

their 
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opoationSy  which  al^^ays  opened' 
frcAi   ipniigS  of  delight  in  carrying 
them  00. 

7he  firft  year''s  campaign' was  carried  - 
go  finom  beginning  to  end,  in  the  plain 
9nd  fimpk  method  Tve  related. 

In  the  fecend  year,  in  which  my 
UnckToby  took  Liege  and  Ruremond, 
be  thoueht  he  might  afford  the  expence 
of  foar  handfome  draw-bridges,  two  of 
which  I  have  given  an  exa^  defcrip- 
tionof.  in  the  former  part  of  my  work. 

At  the  latter  end  of  the  fame  year  lie 
added  a  couple  of  gates  with  port-cul- 
liies^thefe  laft  were  converted  after- 
wards in  orgties,  as  the  better  thing  j 
and  during  the  winter  of  the  fan)e  year, 
my  Uiicle  Toby,  inftead  of  a  new  fuit 
of  cioaths,  which  he  always  had  at 
Chriftmas,  treated  himielf  with  a  band- 
£>mc  ientry-bo)c,  to  i(and  at  tlie  comer 
€f  tiie  bowling-green,  betwixt  which 
point  and  the  foot  of  the  glacis,  there 
was  left  a  little  "kind  of  an  efplanade  foe- 
Jiim  an4  the  corporal  to  confer  and  hold 
cmndls  of  war  upon. 

—The  ientry-box  was  in  cafe  of 
lain. 

All  thcfe  were  painted  white  three 
times  over  the  enfuing  ipring,  which 
enabled  my  Uncle  Toby  to  take  the 
field  with  great  fplendour. 

My  father  would  often  fay  to  Yo- 
lick,  that  if  any  moital  in  the  whole 
Uoiverfe  had  done  fuch  a  thing,  except 
his  brother  Toby,  it  would  have  been 
looked  upon  by  the  world  as  one  of  the 
moll  refined  fatires  upon  the  parade  and 
.{irancjng  manner  in  which  Lewis  XIV. 
ftom  the  beginning  of  the  war,  out  par- 
ticularly that  very  year,  had  taken  the 
field.—*  But  'tis  not  my  brother  To- 
*.  by's  nature,  kind  foUl  !'  my  father 
would  add,  '  to  infult  any  one.' 
'  —But let  us  go  on.

IMuft  obferve,  that  although  in  the 
firft  year's  campaign,  the  \Vofd  to*ivn 
ii  often  mentioned—yet  tjjere  was  no 
town  at  that  time  within  the  polygon  $ 
that  addition  was  not  made  till  the  i'um- 
nxr  followinfi;  the  fpring  in  which  the 
bridges  ^nd  tentry-box  were' painted, 
which  was  the  third  year  of  my  Uncle 
Toby's  campaigns-— when,  upon  his  tak- 
ing Amberg,  Bonn,  and  Rhinbcrg,  and 
iiuy  2nd  Limbourg^  one  ai&iu'  another^

a  thought  came  into  the  corporal^s  head, 
that  to  talk  of  taking  fo  many  towns 
ijoitbout  one  TO\yH  tojho^w  for  //-^was 
a  very  nohfenfical  way  of  going  to  work, 
and  fo  propofed  to  my  Uncle  Toby, 
that  they  fhould  have  a  little  model  oi  a 
town  bvilt  for  them— to  be  run  up  to-'- 
gether  of  (lit  deals,  and  then  painted, 
and  clapped  within  the  interior  polygon, 
to  fcrve  tor  all. 

My  Uncle  Toby  felt  the  good  of  the 
projeft  inftantly,  and  inftantly  agreed 
to  it,  but  with  the  addition  of  two  fin- 
gular  improvements,  of  which  he  was 
alraoft  as  proud,  as  if  he  had  been  thp 
original  inventor  of  the  projeft  itfelf. 

The  one  was,  to  have  the  town  built 
exaftly  in  the  ftyle  of  thofe,  of  which  it 
was  moft  likely  to  be  the  reprefentative 
—with  grated  windows,  and  the  gable 
ends  of  the  houfes  facing  the  ftrects,  &c. 
&c. — as  thofe  in  Ghent  and  Bruges, 
and  the. reft  of  the  ttTwns  in  Brabant 
and  Flanders. 

The  other  was,  not  to  have  the  houfes 
run  up  together,  as  the  coi'poral  pro- 
posed, but  to  have  every  houfe  inde- 
pendant,  to  hook  on,  or  off,  fo  as  to 
form  into  the  plan  of  whatever  town 
they  pleafed.  7'his  was  put  dire6lly  into 
hand,  and  many  and  many  a  look  of 
mutual  congratulation  was  exchanged 
between  my  Uncle  Toby  and  the  cor- 
poral, as  the  carpenter  did  the  work.   ' 

■  It  anfwered  prodigiourty  the  next*, 
fummer^he  town  was  a  porfeft  Pro- 
teus—it was  Landcn,  and  Trerebach, 
and  Santvliet,  and  Dm  fen,  and  Hage- 
nau — and  then  it  was  Oftend,  and  Me- 
nin,  and  Aeth,  aiid  Dendermond.— 

Suiely  never  did  any  TOWN  aft 
fo'  many  parts,  fmce  Sodom  and  Go- 
morrah, as  my  Uncle  Toby's  did. 

In  the  fourth  year,  my  Uncle  Toby 
thinking  a  town  looked  fooiilhly  with- 
out a  church,  added  a  very  fine  one  with 
a  fteeple.  Trim  was  for  having  bells 
in  it  — my  Uncle  Toby  faid,  the  metal 
had  better  be  calt  into  cannon. 

Tills  led  the  way,  the  next  campaign, 
for  half  a  dozen  bra  Is  field -pieces — !to 
be  planted  three  and  three  on  each  fide 
of  my  Uncle  Toby's  fentry-box  j  and 
in  ^  Ihort  time,  thefe  led  the  way  for  a 
train  of  fomewhat  larger— and  fo  on— 
(as  inuft  always  be  the  cafe  in  hobby- 
horfic'il  aft';i»rs) — from  pieces  of  half  an 
inch  bore,  till  it  came  at  lait  to  my  fa- 
ther's jack  boots. 

The  next  year,  which  was  that  in 
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which  LFile  wss  belieged,  and  at  th« 
clofe  of  which  both  Ghent  and  Bruges 
fell  into  our  b^ds — ^my  Uncle  Toby 
was  fadly  put  to  it  for  proper  ammu- 
nition :  —  I  fay,  proper  amnmnirion— 
becaufe  his  great  artillery  would  not 
bear  powder ;  and  'twas  well  for  the 
Shanay  family  they  would  not— for  fo 
full  were  the  papers,  from  the  begiii- 
nin|;  to  the  end  of  the  fiegc,  of  the  inr 
teiixnt  firings  kept  up  by  the  befimrs 
—and  fo  heated  was  my  Uncle  Toby's 
imagination  with  the  accounts  of  them, 
that  he  had  infallibly  (hot  away  all  his 


Something  therefore  was  wanting,  as 
a  fuccedancum,  elpecially  in  one  of  two 
of  the  more  violent  paroxifms  of  the 
^t^tf  to  keep  up  Jbmeihing  like  a  con- 
tinual firing  in  tne  imagmation— and 
this  fomething,  the  corporal,  whofe  prin- 
cipal ftrength  lay  in  inventioOy  fupplied 
b^  an  entire  new  fyftem  of  battering  of 
bis  own— without  which  this  b^  been 
objefled  to  by  military  criticks,  to  the 
end  of  the  world,  as  one  of  the  great 
Jefiderata  of  my  Unde  Toby's  appa- 
ratus. 

This  will  not  be  explained  the  worfe, 
for  fetting  oflT,  as  I  generally  do,  at  a 
little  diftance  from  the  fubje6l. 


CHAP.    XXIV. 

WITH  two  or  three  other  trink- 
ets, fmall  in  themfelves,  but  of 
great  regard,  which  poor  Tom,  the  cor- 
poral's unfortunate  brother,  had  (ent 
tiirn  over,  with  the  account  of  his  mar- 
riage with  the  Jew's  widow,  there  was— ^ 

A  Montcro  cap,  and  two  Turkilh 
tobacco-pipes.  * 

The  Montero  cap  I  (hall  describe  by 
and  bye. — The  Turki(h  tobacco-pipes 
had  nothing  particular  in  them}  t^ey 
were  fitted  up  and  ornamented  as  ufual, 
with  flexible  tubes  of  Morocco  leather 
and  gold  wire  $  and  mounted,  it  their 
ends,  the  one  of  them  with  ivory^the 
other  with  black  ebony  tipped  with 
fijvcr. 

'  My  father,  who  fa^^  all  things  in  lights 
difftfrent  from  the  reft  of  the  world, 
tirould  fay  to  the  corporal,  that  he  ought 
to  look  u;^n  thefe  two  prefents  -  more 
as  tokens  of  .his  brother's  nicety,  than 
(lis  affeflion.  <  Tom  did  not  care, 
'  Trim,'  he  would  fay,  *  to  put  on  the 
«  cap,  or  to  fmoke  ii\  the  tobacco-pipe 


«  «f  a  Jew.'— <  God  bhfs  your  ho- 

*  Dour,*  the  corpgral  would  fay,  (giv« 
insr  a  firong  reifon  to  the  contrary)—* 

*  how  can  that  be  ?'— 

The  Montero  cap  was  fcariet,  of  a 
fuperfine  Spaniib  doth,  died  in  grain, 
and  mounted  all  round  with  fur,  except 
about  four  inches  in  the  front,  which 
was  faced  with  a  light  blue,  Aighdy 
embroidered— and  feemed  to  have  been 
the  property-^f  a  Pomigucxe  quarter- 
mafter— not  of  foot,  but  of  horfe,  as  the 
word  denotes. 

The  corporal  was  not  a  little  proud 
of  it,  as  well  for  it's  own  fake  as  the 
fake  of  the  giver— fb  fcldom  or  never 
put  it  on  but  upon  GALA-days :  and 
yet  never  was  a  Montero  cap  put  to 
Co  many  tifes;  for  in  all  controverted 
points,  whether  military  or  culinary, 
provided  the  corporal  was  fure  he  was 
m  the  right— it  was  either  his  mttlh^ 
his  ov^^fr— or  his  g^, 

— 'Twas  his  gift  in  the  pfcient  cafe, 

*  I'll  be  bound,'  faid  the  corporal,  fpeak* 
ing  ^  himfelf,  <  togwe  away  my  Mm« 

*  tero  cap  to  die  (irft  beggar  who  comes 

*  to  the  door,  if  I  do  not  manaee  this 
'  matter  to  his  honour's  fatisfa£lioD.' 

The  completion  was  no  farther  oil 
than  the  very  next  morning  {  which  wis 
that  of  the  (loi-ni  of  the  counterfcai^  be* 
twixt  the  Lower  I>eule,  to  the  ngbt« 
and  the  gate  St.  Andrew— and,  on  the 
left,  between  St.  Magdalen's  and  the 
river. 

As  this  was  the  moft  memorable  at* 
tack  in  the  whole  war— the  moft  gal- 
lant and  obftinate  on  both  fides*-and, 
I  muft  add,  the  moft  bloodv  too,  for  it 
coft  the  allies  themfelves  that  morning 
above  eleven  hundred  men— nny  Uncle 
Toby  prepared  himfelf  for  it  with  a 
more  than  ordinary  folemnity.     . 

The  eve  which  preceded,  as  my  Un- 
cle Toby  wetit  to  bed,  he  ordered  his 
Ramillie  wig,  which  had  lain  inHde-out 
for  many  years  in  the  comer  of  ^n  old 
campaigning  trunk,  which  ftood  by  his 
bed -fide,  to  be  taken  out  and  laid  upon 
the  lid  of  it,  ready  for  the  morning; 
and  the  very  firft  thing  he  did  in  His 
(hirt,  when  he  had  ftepped  out  of  bed, 
my  Uncle  Toby,  after  he  had  turned 
the  rough  fide  outwards— put  it  on— -- 
This  done,  he  proceeded  ntxt  to  his 
breeches,  and  having  buttoned  the  waift- 
band,  he  forthwith  buckled  on  his  fword- 
belt,  and  had  got  his  fword  half  vnj 
in-^when  he  coa(idered  he  ihould  want 

ihaviDgt 
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ftaWngy  and  that  it^wonld  be  rery  in- 
conrenient  doing  it  vrhh  his  fword  on 
.^  cook  it  oif.-  -  -In  allaying  to  put 
tui  regimental  coat  and  waiftcoat,  my 
Uncle  Toby  found  the  fame  obje6Uon 
m  his  wig— fo  that  went  off  too  Co 
^,  what  with  one  thing,  and  what 
with  anethery  as  always  fails  out  when 
t  mm  is  in  the  mott  baft&-^*twas  ten 
o^docky  which  was  half  an .  hour  later 
than  his  ufual  time,  before  my  Uncle 
Toby  fidlied  ottt. 


CHAP.    XXV. 

MY  Uncle  Toby  had  fcarce  turned 
the  comer  of  his  yew-hedge, 
wbkh  feparated  his  kitchen -garden  from 
his  bowling-green,  when  he  perceived 
the  corporal  had  begun  the  attack  with- 
out him.** 

Let  me  give  you  a  pi6lure  of  the  corpo-  . 
nl^s  ipparatus  j  and  of  the  corporal  him- 
ftlf  in  the  height  of  this  attack,  juft  as  it

There  waSy  Madaniy  in  my  Uncle 
Toby,  a  fingleneft  of  heart  which  milled 
liim  fo  far  out  of  the  little  ferpentine 
tncks  in  which  things  of  this  nature 
nfually  go  on  $  ye«  can— •you  can  have 
no  conception  of  it:  with  this  there 
was  a  plainnefs  and  iimplicity  of  think- 
iogi  with  fuch  an  unmiftrufting  ig* 
oonsce  of  the  plies  and  foldings  of  the 
heait  of  women— and  fo  naked  and  de« 
fencelefsdid  he  ftand  before  you,  (when 
a  ikge  w^s  out  of  his  head)  that  you 
might  have  ftood  behind  any  one  of  your 
ieipendne  walks,  and  (hot  my  Uncle 
Toby  ten  times  in  a  day  throngh  his 
lirer— if  nine  times  in  a  day,  Madam, 
had  not  ierved  your  purpofe.

*  my  dear  Toby,'  he  \yould  add,  *  to 

*  take  countries  without  taking  towns 
'  —or  towns  without  fieges  f 

My  Uncle  Toby  never  took  this 
back-ftroke  of  my  fitther's  at  his  hobby- 
horfe  kindly. — He  thought  the  ftroke 
ungenerous;  and  the  moie fo— becaiile, 
in  Itriking  the  horfc,  he  hit  the  ridur  too, 
and  in  the  moft  di/libnour.ible  jjait  a 
blow  could  fall }  ip  that,  upon  tLeie  oc-

no 
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cafiont,  he  alwavv  Uid  down  his  pipe 
vpon  the  table  with  more  fire  to  defend 
himfelf  than  common. 

I  told  the  reader,  this  time  two  years, 
that  my  Uncle  Toby  was  not  eloquent } 
^nd  in  the  very  fame  page  gave  an  in- 
ftance  to  the  contrary.— I  repeat  the 
pbfervation,  and  a  faft  which  contra- 
dicts it  again.— He  was  not  eloquent—* 
it  was  not  eafy  to  my  Uncle  Toby  to 
make  long  harangues— and  he  hated 
florid  ones  j  but  there  were  occaflons 
where  the  ibeam  overflowed  the  man, 
and  ran  Co  counter  to  it's  ufual  courfe, 
that  in  fome  parts  my  Uncle  Toby, 
for  a  time,  was  at  lealt  equal  to  Ter- 
tulius— but,  in  others,  in  my  own  opi- 
nion, infinitely  above  him. 

My  father  was  fo  highly  pleafed  with 
one  of  thefe  apologetical  orations  of  my 
Uncle  Toby's,  whicii  he  had  delivered 
one  evenlnj;  before  him  and  Yorick, 
that  he  wrote  it  down  before  he  went  to 
bed.

ing of  an  enemy  J  for  fay  what  he 
will,  an  enemy  will  not  believe  him.— 
He  will  be  cautious  of  doing  it  eveil 
to  a  friend — left  he  may  fuf&r  in  his 
efteem — ^but  if  his  heart  is  overcharged, 
and  a  fecret  figh  for  arms  muft  have 
if  s  vent,  he  will  refer ve  it  for  the 
ear  of  a  brother,  who  knows  his  cha- 
rafler  to  the  bottom,  and  what  his 
true  notions,  difpofitions,  and  prin- 
ciples of  honour  are :  what,  I  bopCt  I 
have  been  in  all  thefe,  brother  sWi- 
dy,  would  be  unbecoming  in  me  to 
fay — much  worfe,  I  know,  have  I 
been,  than  I  ought— and  fomething

thunder,  before  it,  has  become  a  new 
mra  to  us  of  military  improvement»  $ 
changing  fo  totally  the  nature  of  at- 
tacks and  defences  both  by  foa  and 
land,  and  awakening  fomuch  art  and 
ikiil  in  doing  it,  that  the  world  can- 
not be  too  exacl  in  afcertaining  the 
preci(e  time  of  it's  difcovery,  or  too 
mquifiti/e  in  knowing  what  great 
man  was  the  difcoveriT,  and  what 
occaij^ns  gave  birth  to  it. 

*  I  am  far  from  controverting,'  con- 
tinued my  Uncle  Toby,  *  what  hilto- 

rlins  agree  in,  that  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  i'^Sq,  under  the  reign  of  Win- 
cehus,  iLn  of  Charles  the  Fourth— 
a  certain  pricfl,  whofe  name  was 
Scluvai'tz,  diewV  the  uie  of  powder 


to  the  Veiietiant,  itt  thdrffara  $fftA 
the  Genoefe  j  but  *tit  certain  he  wai 
not  the  iirft  *  becaufe,  if  we  are  10 
believe  Don  Pedro  the  Bifliop  of 
Leon—*  *  How  came  pfieds  and 
bilhops,  an*  pleale  your  honottr,  to 
trouble  their  heads  ib  much  about 
gunpowder?'—*  God  kn^yws!*  iaid 
my  Uncle  Toby ;  '  his  provideoc% 
brings  good  out  of  everjr  thine— and 
he  avers,  in  his  chromcle  of  King 
Alphonfus,  who  reduced  X^^l^do,  that 
in, the  year  t%4jt  .which  was  foil 
thirty -feven  years  before  that  time, 
the  fecret  of  powdei-  was  well  known, 
and  employed  with  fuccefs,  bodi  by 
Moors  and  Chriftians,  not  only  in 
their  fea  coipbats,  at  that  period,  but 
in  many  of  their  moft  memorable 
iieges  in  Spain  and  Barbary-^And  all 
the  world  knows,  that  Friar  Bacon 
had  wrote  exprefsly.  about  it,  and  had 
generogily  given  the  world  a  receipt 
to  make  it  by,  above  a  hundred  and 
fifty  years  before  even. Schwartz  wat 
bom— *And  that  the  Chinefe/  added 
my  Uncle  Toby^  '  embarrafs  us,  and 
all  accounts  of  it  flill  n)ore,  by  boaft« 
ing  of  tht  invention  fome  hundreds 
years  even  before  bin*—* 
— '  They  are. a  pock  of  lyars,  I 
believe!'  cned  Trim. 
— *  They  are  fome  how  or  othkr 
deccivcii,'  faid  my  Uncle  Toby,  •  in 
this  matter,  as  is  plain  to  me  from' 
tiie  prsient  miferable  llate  of  military 
architeJlurs  amongft  themf  which 
conHlls  of  noth'mv  more  than  a  foils 
with  a  brick  wall  without  flanks-^ 
and  for  what  they  give  us  as  abaflion 
at  each  anzle  of  it,  'tis  fo  barbarouily 
conftru6M,  that  it  looks  for  all  the 
world—'  «  Like  one  of  my  fevea 
caftles,  an'  pleafe  your  honour !'  quoth 
Trim. 

My  Uncle  Toby,  though  in  the  ut* 
moft  diftrefs  for  a  compariion,  noft 
courteouily  refu fed  Trim's  offer— till 
Trim  telling  him,  he  had  half  a  dozen 
moi't  in  Bohemia,  which  he  knew  not 
how  to  g^t  off  his  hinds— my  Undc 
Toby  w?s  fo  touch'd  with  the  plea- 
fantry  of  heart  of  the  corporal-— that 
he  difcontlnued  his  difTcrtation  upon 
gunpowdrr— and  begged  the  corporal 
foithvyiih  to  go  on  witli^hls  ftory  of 
the  King  of  Bohemia  -and  his  fevt^ 
caiiles.

'  the  corner  of  the  room,  with  my

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IT  b  no  fmall  commendadon  to  this  manner  of  writings  that  one 
of  the  greateft  wits  of  the  age  has  fallen  into  the  iame  tarn  of 
tlumght,  and  parfued  the  allegory  fo  very  clofely,  that,  had  this 
book  been  then  extant,  one  would  really  believe  he  had  laid  it  before 
him.

'  1WT  O T  having  the  gift  of  fpeech,  I  have  a  long  time  waited  iit^ 
X\|   '  vain  for  an  opportunity  of  making  myielf  khqwn  to  you  ; 

*  and  having  at  prefent  the  conveniences  of  pen,  ink,  and  paper  by 
'  me,  I  gladly  take  bccafion  of  giyiAg  you  my  hiftory  in  writing, 

*  which  I  could  not  do  -  by  word  of  mouth.     You  muit  know.  Ma-  * 

*  dam,  that  about  a  thoufand  years  ago  I  was  an  Indian  Brachman, 

*  and  verfed  in  all  thofe  myfterious  fecrets,  which  yoiir  European 
'  Philofopher,  called  Pythagoras,  is  faid  to  have  learned  from  oar 

*  fraternity.     I  had  fo  ingratiated  myCelf  bv  my  great  (kill  in  the 

*  occult  iciences,  with  a  daemon  whom  I  afed  to  converfe  with,  that 
'  he  promifed  to  grant  me  whatever  I  (hould  aflc  of  him.  I  defired 
'  that  my  foul  might  never  pafs  into  the  body  of  a  brute  creature  z- 

*  but  this,  he  told  me,  was  not  in  his  power  to  grant  me.  I  their 
''  ^gged,  that  into  whatever  creature  I  ihould  chance  to  tranfmi^ 

*  grate,  I  might  Hill  retain  my  memory,  and  be  confcious  that  I  was^ 
'  Sie  fame  peWbn  who  lived  in  difTerent  animals.  '  This,  he  told  me,- 
'  was  within  hb  power,  and  accordingly  promifed,  on  the  word  of  a 
'dsmon,  that  he  would  grant  me  what  I  defired.  From  that  time* 
^  forth  I  lived  fo  very  unblahieably,   that  I  was  made  preiident  of  ac 

\  *  college  of  KSAchmans,  an  office  which  I  difcharged  with  great'  inte-r 
'grity,  till  tte  day  of  my  death.

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'  Iwas  thei^ffiafled  into  anodier  hamin body,  tnd  afted  mypprtio 
terjr  wdl  in  it»  thit  I  beoutie  fiiift  Aidifter  xoz,  jprinee,  wKo  rfffpiiA 
npbn'tlie  btnks  of  fte  Ganges.  I  heri  fived  in  great  donour'for 
feveral  years,  bot  by  degrees  loft  all  the  innocftnec  of  the  Brach«> 
man,  being  obliged  to  hfle  and  opprefi  the- -people  to  enrich  my 
fovereign  ;  till  at  length  I  became  fo  odious,  that  my  matter,  to 
recover  his  credit  witH  his  fubjefts,  (hot  me  througli  the  heart  with 
an  arrow,  as  I  was  one  day  addrcffing  myfelf  to  mm  at  the  head  of 
his  army. 

'  Upon  my  next  remove,  I  found  myfelf  in  the  woods,  under  the 
fliape  of  a  jack-call,  and  foon  lifted  myfelf  in  the  iervice  of  a  lion! 
I  ttied  to  yelp  near  his  den  about  midnight,  which  was  his  time  of 
ronzing  and  feeking  after  his  prey.  He  always  followed  m(  m  thtf 
rear,  and  when  I  had  run  down  a  fat  bdck,  a  wikfgoat,  bt  a  hare, 
after  he  had  feafted  very  plentifully  upon  it  himfelf,  would  now  and 
then  throw  me  a  bone  that  was  but  half  picked,  for  my  encourage^ 
ment ;  but  upon  my  being  unfuccefsful  in  two  or  three  chace^,  he 
gave  me  fuch  a  confounded  gripe  in  his  anger,  that  I  died  of  it: 
'  In  my  next  tranfmigration  I  was  again  fee  upon  two  legs,'  and 
became  an  Indian  tax-gatherer ;  but  having  been  guilty  of  gteat 
extravagances,  and  being  married  to  an  expe«(ive  jade  of  a  wife,  I 
ran  fi>  curfedly  in  debt,  tliat  I  durft  not  ihew  my  l\ead.  I  coodd 
no  (boner  ftep  out  of  my  houfe,  but  I  was  arrefted  by  ibmebody  or 
other  who  lay  ia  wait  for  me.  As  I  ventured  abroad  one  night  in 
the  dufk  of  the  evening,  I  was  taken  up  and  hurried  into  a  dungeon, 
where  I  died  a  few  months  after. 

'  My  foul  then  entered  into  a  flying-filh,  and  in  that  ftato  led  a, 
moft  melancholy  life  for  the  fpace  of  fix  years.  Several  iiihes  of 
prey  purfued  me  when  I  was  in  the  water,  and  if  I  betook  myfelf 
to  my  wings,  it  was  ten  to  one  but  I  had  a  flock  of  birds  aiming  at* 
me.  As  I  w^  one  day  flying  amidft  a  fleet  of  Eni^Iifh  fliips,  I  ab- 
ferved  a  huge  fea-euU  whettmg  his  bill,  and  hovenng  jnft  over  my 
head :  upon  my  (upptng  into  the  waur,  to  avoid  faun,  I  fell  ioto 
the  mouth  of  a  munftrous  flurk,  that  fwallowed  me  down  in  aif 
inftant. 

'  I  was  feme  y«ars  aflerwards,  •  to  my  great  furprise,  an  eminent 
banker  in  Lombard -Street;  and  remembering  how  I  had  formerly 
faffered  for  want  of  money,  becadie  fo  veiy  wrdid  and  avaridousi 
that  the  whole  town  cried  ihame  of  me.  I  was  a  miserable  Ifttle 
old  fellow  to  look  upon ;  for  I  had  in  a  manner  ftarved  myfelf,  and 
was  nothing  but  (kin  and  bone  when  I  died. 
*  I  was  afterwards  very  much  troubled  and  amazed  to  find  myielf 
dwindled  into  an  emmet.  I  was  heartily  concerned  to  make  fb  in* 
fignificant  a  figure,  and  did  not  know  but,  fome  time  or  other,  I  ^ 
might  be  reduced  to  a  mite,  if  I  did  not  «mend  my  mannen.  I ' 
therefore  applied  myfelf  with  great  diligence  to  the  oflices  that 
were  allotted  me,  and  was  generally  looked  upon  as  the  notableft  atft 
in  the  whole  mole-hill.  I  was  at  laft  picked  up,  as  I  was  git>aning 
under  a  burden,  by  an  unlucky  cock-fparrow  that  lived  in  the 
neighbourhood,  and  had  befbrewrnade  great  depredations  upon  our 
commonwealth. 

<  I  then  bettered  my  condidon  a  little,  and  lived  a  whole  fummer 
in  the  (hape  of  a  bee  ;  but  being  tired  with  the  painful  and  penu- 
rious life  I  had  undergone  in  my  two  laft  tranllnigiatidhs,  I  fell 
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'  into  die  other  extreme,  and  turned  drone.  As  I  one  day  headed  a 
'  party  to  plunder  a  hive»  we  were  received  io  warmly  by  the  fwarni 
'  ^ich  defended  it,  that  we  were  moil  of  us  left  dead  upon  the  fpot* 
'  I  might  teU  you  of  many  other  tranfmigrations  which  I  went 
'  through ;  how  1  was  a  town-rake,  and  afterwards  did  penance  in 
'  a  bay  gelding  for  ten  years  ^  as  alio  how  I  was  a  taylor,  a  ihrimp^ 
^  and  a  tom-tit.  In  the  laft  of  thefe  (hapes  I  was  (hot  in  the  ChriiU 
'  mas  holidays  by  a  young  jack-a-napes,  who  would  needs  try  his 

*  new  gun  upon  me, 

'  But  I  Ihall  pafs  over  thefe  and  fereral  other  ftages  of  life,  to  re* 
'  mind  you  of  the  young  beau  who  made  love  to  you  about  fix  years 

*  fince*  You  may  remember^  Madam,  how  he  ma&ed,  and  danced, 
'  and  fungy  and  played  a  thoufand  tricks  to  .gain  you  $  and  how  he 
'  was  at  laft  carried  off  by  a  cold  that  he  got  under  your  window  one 

*  night  in  a  ferenade.  I  was  that  unfortunate  young  fellow,  whom 
'  you  were  then  fo  cruel  to.  Not  long  after  my  (hifting  that  unlucky 
'  body,  I  found  myfelf  upon  a  hill  in  Ethiopia,  where  I  lived  in  my 

*  prefent  grotefque  (hape,  till  I  was  caught  by  a  fervant  of  the  En- 

*  glifh  fa£bry,  and  fent  over  into  Great  Britain :  I  need  not  inform  , 
'  you  how  I  came  into  your  hands.     You  fee.  Madam,  this  is  not 

'  the  £rft  time  that  you  have  had  me  in  a  chain ;  I  am,  however, 

*  very  happy  in  my  captivity,  as  you  often  beilow  on  me  thofe  kifles 
'  and  carefles  which  I  would  have  given  the  world  for  when  I  was  a 

*  man.     I  hope  this  difcovery  of  my  perfon  will  not  turn  to  my  dif- 

*  advantage,  but  that  you  will  (till  continue  your  accuflomed  favours 

*  to  your  moil  deyoted  humble  fervant, 

'  Puc* 

Now,  after  all,  it  muft  be  acknowledged,  that  the  doctrine  of 
tranfmigration  was  never  I)elieved,  nor  taught  by  Pythagoras,  in  the 
fenfe  that  is  here  reprefented. -  The  account  we  have  of  his  life; 
how  he  was  the  fountain  of  all  that  learning,  which  afterwards  water* 
ed  the  Grecian  Empire  ;  how  indefatigable  he  was  to  improve  and 
adorn  his  mind  in  all  kinds  of  knowledge ;  how  careful  to  fubdue  all 
fenfaal  paflions ;  how  temperate  in  the  ufe  of  lawful  pleafures  ;  and 
how  zealous  for  the  honour  of  Gpd,  and  the  advancement  of  virtue ; 
w|ll  hardly  permit  us  to  believe,  that  fo  grofs  a  notion  as  that  of 
tranfmigration,  in  the  vulgar  fenfe,  could  have  any  being  in  the  thoughts 
of  ib  great  a  philofopher.  But  this  undonbtedly  was  his  opinion, 
and  an  opinion  not  inconfillent  with  the  light  of  right  reafon  *^.  I'hat 
there  is  an  univerfal  germinating  virtue  emitted  from  the  celeftial 
bodies,  conveyed  by  Uie  medium  of  the  air,  and  transfufed  4nto 
every  part  of  the  creation;  that  this  virtue  inipregnating  a  hu« 
man  bodv,  whetlier  at  the  time  of  generation,  or  afterwards,  con-» 
ftitntes  tie  I'enfiti'ue  /pint  of  a  man,  which  is  pcrfcftly  diftinft  from 
the  rational  Joul  I  that  this  fpirit,  while  we  live,  performs  all 
the  animal  operations  of  life,  and  feems  not  an  improper  me« 
dium  between  the  divine  immo|:tal  ray,  and  grofs  matter;  and 
that,  upon  the  diilblutjon  of  the  body,  it  is  not  annihilated,  but  only 
let  loole  into  the  j^r,  which  is  it's  proper  receptacle,  artd  therein 
made  a^ive  and  vigorous  again*  m  order  to  iSnpregnate  new  matter.

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So  that  tha  tmt  kypothefis  of  traiifinigration»  u  it  Aaiidt  dear  of  iX 
abfurdities,  relates  not  to  the  tiuiioH^l  foult  which  «poii  it's  fepst- 
nition>  goes  immediately  into  the  hands  of  hiia  that  gave  it;  (iky  the 
nyifeil  Heathens ;)  into  Abraham's  t^ofom,  (iay  the  Hgly  Scriptures] 
a  place  appointed  for  it's  tontuittance  in,  until  the  refqn^&ioQ! 
\iVLt  to  xY^tfihfiti'ui/pirit,  a  quite  differmt  part  of  inan,  which  is  the 
copola,  atf  it  were,  between  his  foal  and  body*  apd  whea  broken  or 
diuolved,  vaniihes  ii^to  the  foft  air,  but  is  not  therefore  loft  ;  fiarui 
|he  revolution  of  nature,  it  thence  comes  down  again,  to  penaeftte 
and  vivify  other  bodies.  And  iti&siot  inprc^bablc,  that  thp  ptomi£ 
coous  qfe  of  thefe  two  fynonymovs  teens,  fiul  and  Jf  if  it,  have  0€ca4

In  travelling  through  part  of  Perfia, 


Holonjft  fell  into  the  company  of  two 
dervifes,  and  contracted  an  intimate 
friendAiip  with  them.  The  one  was 
about  Gixtj  years  oldy  and  had  fuch  an 
air  of  majefty  in  his  looks,  as  fhewttf. 
the  greatnefs  of  his  quality  and  condi- 
tion before  he  embraced  that  kind  of 
life ;  the  other,  who  piafTed  for  his  ne- 
phew, was  not  above  fixteen,  but  had 
features  fo  juft  and  regular,  that  nothing 
could  be  compared  to  him,  except  one 
of  thofe  pa^s  who,  acconling  to  Ma* 
homet*s  doarine,  prefent  the  poncirt  § 
to  i^ood  and  virtuous  Muflfulmen  after 
their  death. 
Thefe  dervifes  quitted  their  conrent^

Mui,  of  the  family  of  Haona,  who  was  a  great  conqueror,  fobdued  all  thefe  countries  \ 
and  having  placed  colonies  in  theas,  and  made  them  a  part  of  China,  governed  them 
Kcordiag  to  the  laws  and  policy  thereof.  Tonglnck  was  one  of  the  defcendants  of  this 
cofl^ieror,  and  held  his  refidence  at  Tunquin.  Thefe  kingdoms  are  aboofrone  hundred 
ttd  fcventy  leagues  from  eaft  to  weft|  and  one  hundred  and  twenty  from  north  to  fouth.  -

X  Balibra  it  a  large  city,  fituate  In  the  ectreme  parts  of  the  Defarti  of  Arabia,  at  ths 
(eBilu  of  the  Euphrates  and  Tigria,  twelve  leagoei  from  the  Perfian  Oulph,  which  for 
that  reafon  is  frequently  called  the  Oulph  of  Balfora.

pfopoied  to  carry  them  into  China,  they 
icaaiiy  accepted  his  offer,  and  the  ihip 
was  under  full  fail,  juft  off  the  Gulpn 
of  Cambay  *,  when  it  happened  to  he 
attacked  by  two  eorfairs  of  Add  f . 
Their  veflcls  wei*e  a  great  deal  fuperior 
in  flrength  to  that  wherein  Kolouja 
was ;  but  he  and  his  whole  crew  did 
fuch  wonders,  and  behaved  with  fo 
much  bravery,  that  the  eorfairs,  having 
loft  a  good  many  of  their  beft  foldiers, 
were  forced  to  meer  off. 

The  two  dcrvifet  bore  likewife  their 
part  in  the  engagement,  and  the  elder 
more  especially  uewed  fuch  courage 
and  magnanimity,  that  Holonja  in  a 
great  meafure  imputed  the  vidory  to 
him.  He  thought  himfelf  very  happy 
in  having  ^o  brave  a  man  on  board ; 
and  was  making  his  compliments  to 
him  to  that  purpofe  \  when,  perceiving 
ins  nephew  all  on  a  fudden  turn  pale, 
and  the  blood  appear  upon  his  deaths, 
he  was  fo  ftartled  at  the  light,  that  he  ran 
t9  him,  and  tore  his  breaft  haitily  open 
with  a  defign  to  help  him — but  was  not 
a  little  furprized  to  find  that  this  young 
perfon  was  a  lady  of  moft  incomparable 
beauty. 

As  good  luck  would  havi  it,  the 
wound  was  but  flight,  it  had  gone  no 
faither  than  the  fledi,  a  little  below  her 
breaft :  but  the  old  deiTife  perceiving 
tliat  he  could  no  longer  conceal  a  iecret 
which  he  had  never  dii'clofed  to  any  civa- 
ture  before,  addreifed  himfelf  to  Holonja 
in  this  manner..  '  I  take  you.

THE  HISTORT  OF  MALEKAl/SALEM, 
KING  OF   CEOKGIA. 

'  T  Am  the  King  of  Georgia  J ;  my 
JL  '  name  is  Malckalfalem,  and  my 
ordinary  refidence  was  at  a  caftle  in 
the  province  of  Guriel,  thatborden 
upon  the  Black  Sea.  By  all  the  ful- 
tanas  I  kept  in  my  feragho,  I  never 
had  but^two  children,  a  boy  and  a 

f'rl,  both  bom  of  tbe  £ane  mother, 
ut  mv  )oy  for  her  fniitfulnefs  was 
foon  aoated,  by  the  lofs  of  young 
Abroamot,  ^that  was  my  A>n*s  name} 
who,  together  with  his  nurfe,  was 
ftole  away  by  pirates^  when  he  was 
about  two  years  old.  I  gave  orders 
(but  it  was  to  no  purpote)  for  my 
people  to  purfue  then^;  they  never  could 
come  up  with  them:  and  a  violent 
tempeft,  which  foon  after  arofe,  and 
funk  moft'of  the  veiTels  that  I  fent 
out,  gave  me  caufe  to  think  that -he 
likewiie  was  fwallowed  up  in  the. 
waves. 

*  After  I  had  fufficiently  bewailed  ths 
lofs  of  my  Ion,  I  was  refolved  to  re- 
tire with  my  daughter  into  the  city  of 
TefflisU,  wliich  is  the  capital  of  my 
kingdom. 

*  This  princefs,  whom  you  now  fee 
in  the  habit  of  a  dcn-ii'e,  was  named 
Gulchenraz  Gundogdi^,  btcaufc,  at 
her  birth,  (he  gave  us  great  hopes  of 
becoming  in  time  a  perfc6l  be<iuty. 
I  was  then  grown  into  years  rayftlf  j 
and  therefore,  leaving  the  guvcrnracut 
of  my  kingdom  in  the  hands  of  my 
viziers,  and  fpending  mod  of  my 
days  with  ray  daughter,  I  faw  with 
intinite  pleafure,  by  the  time  ftiewas 
arrived  at  fifteen,  that  there  was  not 
a  woman  comparable  to  her.  la 
ihort,  I  began  to  thi^k  leiioufly  of 
chuUng  afon-in-law  to  fucceedinniy

Gulchenraz  from  rac.  And,  by  the 
force  and  violence  of  war,  he  in  a 
great  meafure  executed  his  defign. 

•  It  was  no  finall  grief  to  me,  to  fee 
Diifenshin  lay  all  in  fire  and  fword 
before  him :  the  few  troops  I  was  able 
to  raife,  after  a  peace  of  ten  years 
continuance,  were  not  fufficient  to 
make  any  head  againft  him.  He  ear- 
ned every  place  fword  in  hand,  and 
threatened  at  laft  to  put  me  to  death 
in  the  moft  cruel  manner,  unlefs  I 
would  deliver  up  Gulchenraz  to  him*. 

*  I  muft  needs  own.  Sir,  that  the 
defpair  wherein  I  beheld  my  daugh- 
ter, augmented  my  grief  j  and  there- 
fore, uiinking  it  not  advifeable  to 
ftay  at  Tefflis  with  an  army  unable  to 
make  refiibmcc,  until  this  outrageous 
king  fliould  come  upon  me^  1  took 
with  me  what  gold  and  jewels  I  could 
carry,  and  putting  myfelf  and  Gul- 
chenraz in  the  habits  you  ice,  left  my' 
palace  and  dominions  in  the  night; 
and  travi^lling  through  part  of  Perfia, 
in  your  company,  came  at  laO:  to  the 
Gulph  of  Baliora,  where  we  em  bark  > 
ed  in  your  veflel.  Since  then  we  are 
refolved  to  go  with  you  as  far  as 
China,- you  yourfelf,  Sir,  may  very 
well  judge,  whether  we  have  any. 
hopes  of  returning  to  Georgia ;  and 
whether  our  mhfortmies  might  not 
have  funk  us,  had  we  not  fet  bounds 
to  the  violence  of  our  grief,  when  at 
firft  we  became  wanderers  and  fugi- 
tives Upon  the  earth  !* 

fiotonja  was  aftonifhed  to  hear  the 


misfortunes  of  the  Sultaaof  Gcotga^J 
and  having  afked  pardon  of  the  nriiKieiii 
for  his  indifcretion,'  he  offered  tnan  all 
the  a/Hftance  that  was  in  his  power,  and 
promifed  them  both  never  to  reieai  the 
fecrer.  *  And  to  aflwage  your  grief/ 
added  he, '  fuifer  me  to  remind  jaa^  Sir» 
that  the  greateft  evils  live  always  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  the  greateft  hlef- 
iings,  as  our  auguft  fultan  not  above 
four  years  ago  experienced}  who, 
from  the  moft  unfortunate  condilioiia,  • 
was  advanced  to  the  throne  of  Ciiiiia» 
as  if  the  one  had  been  a  footftn  to 
'  the  othtt*.  And  if  a  hiftdry  lb  fin- 
gular  will  be  any  alleviation  of  vonr 
lorrow  to  hear,  I  will  do  myietf  die 
pleafure  to  relate  it/-—*  By  all  mceiis,* 
replied  Gulchenraz;  <  you  cannot  oblige 
*  us  more.'—*  Well,  then,'  cnnrinucd 
Holonja,  *  I  am  very  ready  to  do  it.^ 


THE  HISTORY  OF  SULTAH  TORG* 
LUCK. 


<  T  T PON  the  death  of  Sultan  Eum^ 
V/  '  Vu,  King  of  Gannan,  who 
left  no  Ton'  behind  him,  a  cectain 
bonze  f ,  infmuating  to  the  people 
that  he  was  the  neareil  relation  to  tftie 
deceafed  king,  came  and  demanded 
the  crown;  which  (notwtthftaoding 
the  bppoHtion  that  it  met  with  in  coun« 
cil,  and  the  wile  remondrances  which 
feveral  mandaiins  made  to  it,  that  a 
man  who  from  his  youth  upwards 
had  abandoned  the  care  of  all  worldly 
concerns,  was  very  improuer  to  go- 
vern a  kingdom;  and  a  head  that 
had  been  accultomed  to  dud  and  afbes;, 
unable  to  bear  the  weight  of  a  crown 
with  decency)  he  obtained,  and  was 
with  the  general  acclamations  of  tfa.e 
people,  chofen  King  of  Gannan :  but 
as  foon  as  he  had  taken  pofleflion  of 
his  throne,  the  governor  of  the  ifle  of 
Kiumchen  made  preparations  to  con^ 
te(t  it  with  liim«. 

*'  He  certainly  was  tlie  nearer  rela- 
tion to  Eum-Vu,  and  proved  it  very 
plainly ;  but  the  new  king,  being 
now  accuftomed  to  the  rplendoitr  of  a 
throne,  was  lb  far  from  relinquifhing

*■  a  quite  contrary  efiefl  upon  them }  for 
'  thinking  him  now  no  longer  fit  to 

*  reign  over  them,  by  reafon  cf  the  lofs 

*  of  his  eyes,  they  immediately  refolved 

*  to  give  the  crown  to  him  who  was 

■  made  prifoner,  fmce  he  was  of  the 

*  royal  line  3  and  therefore,  takinff  the

/*  vens!"  faid  te,  ".that  ever,  in  fo

flifl  us,  it  is  his  infeniibility  of  lofe, 

and  tlie  apprehenfions  we  are  va^ 

iji  not  having  his  pofterity  to  rdgn 

over  our  children ;    for,  of  all  d« 

fultanas  that  he  has  yet  recaeifed  into 

his  Seraglio,  none  has  beta  able  to 

I  toucb 
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f  tipcii  his  heart.  For  this  reafcw  it 
f  wasj  that  my  uncle,  who  is  his  prime- 
f  viziery  lent  me  into  Circa^j  bat 
f  whj|t  merit  foever  there  may  be  In  the 
f  ive  beauties  I  have  brought  with  me 

*  into  China,  I  fear  I  ihali  have  no

This  predi^tian  oroved  true  ^  for  not- 
fnthftiiiding  all  toe  art  that  H^nja 
coald  ufe  to  heighten  the  beauties  of 
tBi^rty  and  to  fet  of*  the  women  he 
hrangfat  with  hiip  to  Tunquin^  to  thi? 
\ieBi  ^yantage,  Tongluck  looked  upon 
tbon  with  fiich  an  ii^ifference,  as  gave 
the  other  a  vaft  vneafinefs. 

Makkalfakm*  and  the  Princefs  of 
Georgia^  had  accepted  apartments  at 
Jiotqnja^  houifi  in  Tnnquin,  who  took 
all  the  methods  ims^inahle  to  divert  the 
laelancbQly  that  had  febcd  them«  hut 
kiniAif  could  iind  no  ireooady  for  his 
own.  And  as  he  was  one  day  exprefT*

*  kis  grandeur  for  a  moment,  and  it  is 

*  ten  to  one  MvlI  they  will  defpiie  his 
'  peiibn,  -and  he  by  that  means  nnd  out 

*  the  bottom  of  dietr  hearts,  and  that 
1  it  is  their  ambition  bniv  which  makes 
f  diem  defirous  to  partake  of  his  bed : 
'  bat  find  him  out  a  pcrfon  ixiko  over* 

*  looltt  the  throne  which  captivates 
^  others  |  that  rejefts  the  addrettes  of  a 

*  monarch,  and  confiders  him  only  as 
'  a  private  perfon  j  and  then  you  will 
',  rai&  in  him  all<  thofe  emotions  and 
'  tender paflions  which  he  is  not  yet  ac-^ 

*  qnamted  vmh.*         « 

'  Nothing  •  can  be  juAer,    Madam, 

*  than  thcfe  reflexions,'  replied  Holoni 
ja ;  *  but  where  ihall  we  find  this  nvc 

*  perfon  ?'— *  You  have  her  before  your 
f  ^es/  continued  Gulchenraz  ;   <  the

throne,  on  which  I  was  brought  up^ 
accuftomed  me  to  fuch  refpe&sami 
fubmlflion  as  the  women  you  buy  at 
Circaiiia  know  nothing  otj  and  if  i 
have  but  beauty  enough  to  enga^^ 
your  fultan's  eye,  be  his  merit  eve^ 
Co  great,  I  will  let  him  know  the  d\i^ 
ference  between  a  princefs  and  a  Have^ 
and  how  far  the  iaotions  pf  the  tgm 
furpafs  the  other.  There  is  a  kuid  cf 
reftfve  and  &;reamefs  of  fpirit  in  cvr 
iex  that  makes  us  eibemed}  hut  the 
cafe  and  forwardnefs  »f  ahnoft  all  th* 
Baftem  wom^n^  draws  upon  them  the 
contempt  they  deferve,  Imayfoeni 
perhaps  a.  little  too  difceming  tor  nqr 
age }  out  the  queen  my  mother,  whoJt 
roysd  blood  raiied  her  above  the  nft

*  No  more  of  thefe  melancholy  rt^ 
flections.  Sir,*  i-eplied  Uolonjaj  *  I 
very  well  underftand  the  iblidity  of 
your  daughter's  argument:  but  the 
way  to  put  it  in  execution,  that's  the 
difficulty.  Few  princeffes  here  are  ib 
beautiful  as  thole  of  Georgia,  and  aa 
it  is  no  eafy  matter  to  gain  admit- 
tance into  their  apartments^  our  mo<« 
narchs  chul'e  i-ather  than  marry  a  wo-.. 
man  whofe  merit  may  not  pofllblf 
come  up  to  the  idea  they  have  of  her 
beauty,  to  entertain  tbenifelves  with 
flaves,  where  they  meet  with  an  entire 
fubmiifion,  and  from  the  principle  of 
felf-eftccm  are  induced  to  beliove  that 
they  pcife6lly  love  them.' 
A^ter  fome  more  dilcoAirie  of  the  like 
nature,  Holonja  retired  into  his  own 
apartment;  where,  if  any  thing  coulc) 
comfort  him  under  his  want  of  Tuccefsj, 
It  was  that  two  merchants  of  (laves  haq 
prefented  the  Sultan  of  China  with  a 
great  number  of  very  beautiful  daraiels, 
with  whom  he  was  no  more  moved  thai)

The  King  of  Georgia,  and  the  piin- 
cds,  ha^  been  about  a  month  at  Ho- 
loDJa's  luniAr,  where  he  endeavoured  to 
cntefliiii  them  with  all  poilible  reipcft 
and  affiduitj ;  when  one  day  he  requeft- 
mi.  tihe  fantor  of  mtrodncing  a  brother

with  him.  Malekalfalem  had 
obligation  to  Holonja,  to  deny

(Ibr  diat  was  Holonja^s  brother's  name)

if  &dchem-aa  beheld  him  with  fome 
aftenlion,  be  for  his  part  was  fo  taken 
widi  the  charms  of  her  face,  and  the 
delicacy  of  hei-  wit,  thi^  he  was  that 
very  moment  going  to  make  a  declara- 
tion of  his  pailton;  but  that  the  pre- 
§tmct^ci  Malekalfalem,  (who  had  now 
quitted  the  habit  of  a  dervife,  and  was 
known  to  be  the  young  lady*8  father)

•  be  melted  With  the  rays  of  the  eyes  of 

•  your  charming  gueft,  and  I  fliould 

*  die  with  grief. — But  I  forget  myfelf !' 
continued  he :  <  you  will  pardon,  mod 

*  beautiful  Guichenraz,  this  involun- 

•  tMry  tranfport,  and  not  be  offended  at 

*  a  dcxiHration  I  am.conllrained  to  make* 

*  My  refpeft,  however,  Ihall  at  all 
«  tiir.ci.  let  bounds  to  my  palRon,  be  it 

•  ever  io  rtrong  and  violent.'  The 
princd'b  immediately  bluflicd  j  (he  had 


for  fome  time  a  ftru|^1e  within  herfelf, 
between  the  fecrct  mclination  (he  felt 
for  Uzum-quey,  and  that  greatoefs  of 
fpirit  which  was  the  rale  of^ali  her  ac- 
tionS :  but  haftily  rifing  up,  ■  Uzum- 
*  qney,"  (kid  Ihe,  with  eyes  (parkling 
with  anger,  *  you  know  not  wfio  I  am, 
and  therefore  I  think  it  proper  to  let 
you  know  the  diilance  that  is  betwedl 
us !  The  King  of  Georgia,  who  is 
here  before  your  eyes,  is  my  father; 
judge,  therefore,  whether  our  condi- 
tions be  equal ;  examine  yourfelf,  ia 
ihort,  and  fail  not  in  the  refpeft  which 
is  due  to  me  for  the  future,  unlefs 
you  are  deiirous  that  I  fhould  quit  your 
brother's  houfe.'—*  You  the  Princeft 
of  Georgia!*  cried  out  Usura-quey 
nftantiy :  <  Heavens !  what  do  I  hear, 
and  what  muA  I  be  ^— -Oh,  beaute- 
ous Gulchenraz,  that  I  were  this  mo- 
ment the  Sultan  Tongluck,  to  oiFer 
you  an  heart  worthy  of  your  acc^« 
ance  V 

*  That  would  not  make  you  more 
amiable  in  srty  eyes,*  asfwered  the 
princefs,  with  great  roodefty.  ^  Theiuftit 
of  a  throne  blinds  not  me ;  and  the 
Monarch  of  China,  with  all  his  power 
and  greatnefs,  could  have  no  moie 
right  over   my  heart,  than   ^othei* . 
perfon,  unlefs  I  felt  a  fecret  fyropa- 
thy  for  him  5  without  which  my  fa- 
ther has  promifed  me  never  to  difpoie 
of  my  hand.    Nay,  I  will  own  fome- 
thing  more  to  you,  to  eafe  the  forrow 
I  fee  painted  in  your  e^es,  and  I  will 
own   it  without  a  blufii:    from  the 
firft  day  I  faw  you,  I  conceived  an 
elVeem  lor  you ;  1  wiflied  you  had  been 
bom  a  prince,  and  that  you  had  fuf- 
ficient  power  to  reftore  my  father  to 
his  kingdom  of  Georgia,  which  the 
traitor  Dilfen^hin,   King  of  Bidis; 
has  robbed  him  of   by  furprizet  I 
(hould  then  have  prefeired  you  be- 
fore all  the  monarchs  in  the  world ; 
and  my  father,  who  loves  you  too, 
would    have    confirmed    my  choice 
with  his  confeht.     But  this  is  fuper- 
fluout  talk ;  I  was  born  to  a  throne, 
nor  will  I  difpofe  of  my  heart  without 
one!* 

Uzurn-quey  threw  himfelf  down  that 
moment  at  Gulcheniaz^s  feet:  '  I  am 
'  fcnfible.  Madam,*  faid  he,  «  of  the 

*  rafhnefs  of  my  love,  and  I  will  do 

*  what  I  canto  I'ubdue  it,  nor  will  I  ever 
'  more  mention  a  paiftoi)  ta  you  which  I 

*  find  offends  you!'   And,  faying  thefe 

words, 
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woraSy  be  witiidrew  full  of  canfufion. 
Holottia  aflced  a  thoaiand  pardons  of 
Makl^lfaleni  and  the  princefs  for  his 
brodier*s  indifcretion.  For  above  eight 
diys  together  the  ai&ifted  k>ver  dorft 
aot  ^>pear  in  Gulchenrac^s  prefence ; 
snd  when  upon  ezpreis  order  he  ven* 
tared  to  oome,  there  appeared  Co  many 
tokens  of  fear  and  forrov^  in  his  looks, 
that  the  king  pitied  hiniy  and  ordered 
his  daughter  to  comfort  him  with  fome 
indicanons  of  her  foi^givenefs.  '  Re- 
'  affume,  Uzum-quey,*  laid  flie,  *  your 

*  former  gaiety;  I  forget  the  oifence 
'  yon  have  committed,  and  therefore 

*  heg  you  ^11  let  us  live  in  the  fame 
'  familiarity  as  before  it  was  difturbed 

*  by  your  profeflHon  of  a  paflion  which 
'  I  neither  can  nor  ou^t  to  accept.* 
Uimn-qtiey  obeyed  the  princefs*s  com- 
mands; be  retoraed  to  his  former  man- 
aer  of  living,  and  with  iniinite  fatisf ac- 
tion perceived  that  fliewas  no  longer 
offended  with  htm.

(hat  MalekaJfalem  and  Guichenraz  were 
in  at  this  fight.  The  head  of  their 
enemy,  which  was  ftill  bloody,  and  the 
letter  (igned  by  all  the  viaisrs  of  Geor- 
gia, mide  them  not  quefHon  the  truth

'  Ah !  Sir;  bow  defirous  foever  I  may 
'  be  of  returning  to  Tefflis,  I  am  -not 

*  for  that  kind  of  voyage ;  it  feems  a 
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little  too  fupematural  and  dangerous. 
My  father  and  I  had  better  go  the 
common  road,  than  hazard  our  livea 
in  that.*— <  There  is  no  danger  at  all 
in  it,*  continued  Uzum-quey ;  *  and 
when  1  have  told  you  in  what  manner 
you  came  to  be  avenged  of  your  ad« 
verfary,  you  will  not  be  afraid  of  the 
voiture  wherein  I  offer  to  condu£^  you 
to  Te£Bis.  But  fupper  ia  ready :  my 
brother,  to  teftify  his  joy  for  your  re- 
eftablifliment,  is  defirous  to  regale  you 
this  night ;  and  I,  after  fupper,  will.

*  your  firft  fubjeft.* 

Uzum-quey,  feeing  that  Gulchcnrax 
did  not  oppofe  the  kine^s  intentions, 
threw  himielf  at   her  feet.      «  Con* 

*  firm,*  faid  he,  <  adorable  princefs, 

*  confirm  your  father*s  defire,  but  let, 

*  it  nbt  coft  him  his  thj-one:    I  had 

*  rather  renounce  the  pofl'cflion  of  my 

*  queen,  than  deprive  him  of  his  rights.' 
The  princefs  raifed  her  lover  up,  not 

knowing  ¥reil  how  to  aft.  She  fuf- 
fered  him  to  hang  about  her  knees,  and 
kifs  her  hand ;  and  Malekalialein  em- 
braced them  both  in  the  moft  aife^onate 
manner :  when,  all  on  a  fudden,  they  , 
heard  a  noife  in  the  anti- chamber.

*  very  refufe  of  Circalfia,  and  kept  for 

*  yourfelf  a  beauty  whofe  charms  arc 

*  fuperior  even  to  thofe  of  the  houri :  biu 

*  I  will  foon  (hew  you  the  confequencc 

*  of  fuch  treacherous  behaviour!' 
Thcfe  words,  fpokc  in  great  wrath, 

and  the  confufion  which  Holonja  and 
Uzum-quey  appeared  to  Jbe  in,  made 
Gulchenraz  fuppofe  that  he  who  fpoke

*  you  were  the  only  peribn  who  could 

*  dilTipate  the  coldncfs  that  lurrounded 

*  it  J  you  were  born  for  no  other  pur- 

*  pofe  but  to  work  miracles.     But  you 

*  change  colour,  I  perceive,  and  my 
^  love  makes  you  uneafy,    Uzum-quey, 

*  the  lovefy  Uzum-quey,    (for  fo  you 

*  called  him)  whom  1  law  at  your  teet, 
«  has  found  out  the  wav  to  pleafe  you.' 
— *  Sir/  fays  Maiekalfakm,  immedl* 


ately  interrupting  liim,  '  I  am  ctacerD- 

*  ed  to  fee  your  love  ^  \m%  our  oUin. 

*  tions  to  Uzum-quey  are  fo  exceediag 

*  ereat,  there  is  no  way  of  paying  him, 

<  but  by  giving  him  my  daughter  in 

<  maiTiagc.'  —  <  Oh,  Heaven!'  cried 
Tongluck  5  *  docs  the  charming  Gul- 

*  chenraz  prefer  a  private  per/bn  to  the 

*  Monarch  of  China  ?'— «  Yes,  Sir,'  it- 
plied  the  princefs,  with  an  air  of  con- 
(tancy:  *  I  loved  Uzum-quey  without 

*  his  knowing  it,  and  even  before  he 

*  reiiored  us  to  our  throne ;  fmce  that 
'  *  time  he  has  put  the  bead  of  our  ene-

•  What  fays  the  happy  Uzum-quey,' 
cojitinued   the   Sultan  of  Chini,  *  to 

*  fnch  noble  and  endearing  I'cntiments 

*  as  thefe  ?' — <  I  fay,'  rej>licd  the  ten- 
der lover,  throwing  himfclf  at  the  prin- 
cds's  feet,  *  that  my  happiueis  exceeds 

*  my  hope,andl  have  at  laft  found  what 

*  1  have  been  looking  for,  a  difuiterelted 

*  heart,  and  one  who  in  loving  me  loves 

*  my  perfon    only.     But   it  is   time,     . 

*  adorable  Gulchenraz,  tliat  I  difco?er 

*  to  you  who  I  am ;  and  you  will  par- 
^  don   this  innocent  artiAce,  which  I 

*  only  made  ufe  of  to  gain  alfurance  of 

*  your  heart.     You  fet  in  Uzuui-quey, 

*  then,  the  true  King  of  Chinu  j  where-^ 

*  of  the  othn,  who  a6led  his  pait  fo 
'  well,  is  no  more  than  a  phantom.  I 
' .  know  now  the  bottom  ot  your  heart  j 

*  I  owe  not  your  love  to  my  quality : 
'  it  was  love  alone  that  gained  youi 

*  declaration  of  a  paiHon,  where  the 

*  monarch   could  have  no  prcfeiencc. 

*  I  have  the  conieut  of  the  king  yaur 

-«  fatlierj 
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me  to  TefBis  in  l^efs  than  three  hoiirs  s 
by  this  meant  I  got  into  the  ufiirpcr'a 
chamber.  I  awoke  him  with  my  I'abrc 
in  my  hand,  and  challenged  him  to 
fight  me ;  but  the  poor  poltroon^be- 
took  himfclf  to  nothing  but  abie6l 
prayers.     I  thought  it  not  worth  white

*  hornet.  You  believe  in  the  paiTage 
<  of  the  foul  from  one  body  to  another, 

*  which  is  a  principal  point  with  your 


*  There  are  geneiidly  reckoned  in  China  nine  orders  of  mandarins,  and  every  order 
ii  divided  into  two  degrees,  which  have  particular  marks  to  dillinguiAi  them.  But  in 
reality  there  are  but  three  forts  of  mandarins.  ^The  firfl  fort  art  governors  of  provinces  ; 
the  fecund  are  mandarins  of  the  army,  and  have  the  command  of  the  troops;  the 
third  are  mandarins  of  the  law,  or  learning,  and  have  the  office  and  aUminidration  of 
juftice.

WHEN  I  left  the  body  of  this

1  confers.  Madam,  I  was  in  the  ut- 
moft  confnfion ;  for  never  did  I  fee  a 
hsndfomer  man  in  my  lifp  than  Cotza- 
Kcchid,  (that  was  the  gentleman^s 
name)  and  I  found  my  vanity  To  well 
pleafed  with  his  praifes  and  refpcAful 
carrim,  that  I  was  perfectly  enchant- 
ed. After  (bme  time,  however,  I  faid

'  gu  1*  Gebra,  who  had  all  this  while 
(poke  nothing,  believing  that  (he  faw 
iincerity  painted  in  the  eyes  of  my  lover, 
faid,  '  Sir,  my  young  miftrefs  is  not  to 

*  be  deluded  by  words ;  for  though  (he

What  (hall  I  fay.  Madam  f  (eonti- 
nued  Fum-Hoam)  Gebra  v^s  won  by 
the  prefents  of  my  lover;  he  feigned  a 
relapfe,  to  gain  an  opportunity  orlceing 
me  more  conveniently;  and,  for  a  whole 
month  he  fpent  in  my  company,  all  the 
time  that  my  mother  was  in  her  (hop, 
he  was  always  tender  aad  fubmidive;

*  upon  my   mother's   face,    who  was 

<  then  embracing  him !  But  knowing 
«  foon  the  villainy  of  the  other  aftor's 

*  foul,  he  feized  mm  by  the  throat,  and 

*  gave  him  fevcral  blows  with  the  fame ' 

<  weapon,  which  laid  him  flat  u^n  the 

*  ftage  J  and  that  moment  himielf  ex- 

*  piring,  had  only  time  to  put  the  po- 

*  niard  into  my  mother's  hand,  fignify- 

*  ing  thereby  plainly  enough  the  part 

*  which  he  meant  hpr  to  pcrrorm.   Her 

<  rage  made  her  almoft  diftrafled  j  fhe 

<  ran  to  the  aflaflin  that  moment,  and 

<  taking   advantage    of    his   kU  sad 

<  wounds,  threw- Eedelf  upon  hin)>  sad 
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ftablxd  him  m  a  tlioufand  places; 
&11S  revennng  my  fatUer*s  death, 
who  had  )uSiexpire<:(  izi  my  arms. 
'  Never  was  ther^  a  fcene  in  reality 
bloodier  than  this ;  and  it  would  cer* 
tainiy  km  been  ftill  more  fo^  had  not 
I  i<ri2ed  ^he  dagger  as. my  mother  was 
tumii^  It  to  her  breaft,  and  immedi- 
ately wreiled  it  out  of  her  hand.  She 
then  threw  herielf  upon  my  father*! 
body,  heaving  fuch  fighs  as  would 
have^ftened  the  nioft  obdurate  hearty 
nor  waa  there  indeed  any  of  the  fpec- 
tators  who  did  not  ihed  tears  in  abun- 
danGC  at  £6  fad  and  affc6ling  a  fpeflacle. 
<  What  inpre  fliall  I  fay,  my  dear 
Yvam  !^  ^oiitinu0d;the TuTtana.  *  Ever 
after  that  fatal  day,  mv  mother  detelt- 
ed^kerprofeflion  -,  and  having  fpent  a 
coii£4crable  time  in  bewailing  her 
lofs  of  Gancm,  ihe  re(blved  to  return 
again  to  Ceylon  $  and,  if  her  father 
would  not  pardon  her  elopement,  there 
to  put  an  end  to  her  lite.  Accord- 
ingly, we  went  on  board  the  fird  ve£- 
fel  which  fet  iail  for  that  ifland,  and 
had  a  very  favourable  wind,  when  we 
diicovered  two  pirate -(hipt  making 
full  at  us.

*  yet  I  could  fee  nothing  in  all  their 

*  aflions  but  furpiize,  and  was  fevend 
^  times  for  taking  the  advantage  of  the 
'  aitonifhment  they  were  in,  to  throw 

*  myfelf  into  the  feaj  but  they  perceiv- 

*  ing  my  dedgxi,  carried  me  down  into 

*  a  cabbin,  where  there  could* be  no 
^  danger  of  my  doing  myfelf  any  mi£> 
'  chief.    They  then  came  down  one  bj 

*  one  to  take  a  view  of  me^  and  as  if 

<  they  aimed  at  the  poffeiHon  of  my 

*  perfon,  and  every  one  thought  he  had 

*  3L  right  to  pretend  td  it,  they  firft  be* 

*  gau  to  difpyte  ^the  matter  over  feri*

*  of  ending  the  quarrel,  they  fomented 

*  it ;  and,  difputing  the  honour  of  my 

*  conque(^,  they  fell  upon  each  other 
.  *  with  fuch  rage  and  fury,  that  in  leis 

'  than  three  hours  time  they  were  almoft 

*  all  dead  of  their  wounds.     So  that  I 

<  was  left  alone  in  one  veflel,  whilft  the 

*  other,  which  was  afanoft  empty,  was 

*  bearing  away  before  the  wind.- 

*  Since  the  death  of  my  mother,  I 

*  had  beeiv  very  indiffei-ent  to  every 
'  thing  I  faw,  and  better  pleafed  to  be 

*  left  to  the  difcretion  of  the  Tea  and  all 

<  it*s  monfters,  than  to  thele  pirates  ^ 
'  and  had  waited  my  death  with  a  deal 

*  of  unconcern,  when  I  found  myfelf 
'  very  inclinable  to  fall  aileep:  I  laid  me 

*  down,  therefore,  regardlefs  what  fate 

*  might  deternune  for  me,  and  fell  into 

*  a  dream,  which  had  fomething  vn* 

*  common  in  it.  I  fancied  I  was  upon 
'  the  deck  of  the  little  veflel  I  was  in, 

*  and  faw  a  magnificent  chariot  rifmg 

<  ou£  of  the  fea,  all  ihinine  with  mo« 
'  ther  of  pearl,  and  drawn  by  four  iea- 

*  monfters  much  like  our  horfes.     Ia 

<  the  middle  of  the  chariot  there  fat  a 
'^  man  half  naked,  of  a  venerable  afpei^  | 

*  a  large  beard  fell  dipwn  to  bis  Ao« 

..     G  *  mach- 
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machy  and  in  his  right -hand  he  held 
a  fpear  Vvhich  was  every  whci'c  bcfct 
with  precious  ftoncs  :  he  was  lur- 
rounded  by  a  gr^^it  many  men  and 
women  of  a  very  beautiful  form  as 
low  as  their  waift,  ,but  whofe  bodies 
terminated  in  the  tail  of  a  fi(h ;  and 
though  in  the  water,  .they  danced 
vciy  rprightly  and  pallionately  to  the 
found  oi  fome  inllrumentS),  whofe 
harmony  was  delightful.

<  of  life,  carried  me  into  their  cottages, 
'  where  they  took  great  care  to  chafe

'  My  eyes,  though  covered  with  the 
'  Ihadow  of  death,  ftill  refembled  the 

*  brightnefs  of  half  rough  or  ill-poliihed 

*  diamonds,  which ^  have  not  Co  good  a 
'  luftre  as  others  $  and  my  lips,  which 

*  before  out- vied  the  coral,  were  then  of 
'  a  violet  colour :  but,  notwithftandin? 

<  this  cloud  disfigured  my  beauty,  thele 

<  barbarians  were  fo  taken  with'it,  that 
'  they  fpared  no  pains  to  preferve  my 

<  life. 

*  When  I  had  recovered  the  ufe  of 

*  my  fenfes,  how  great  was  my  fbrrow, 

*  to  find  myfelf  m  the  arms  of  fucfa 

*  frightful  figures  of  women  as  fcarce 
'  could  be  called  human !  Their  lan- 

*  guage  moxe  refembled  the  howling  of 

*  -wild  beafb  than  anv  thing  elfe;  and, 
'  as  I  could  not  underftand  what  they 

*  faid,  I  anfwered  them  only  in  fighs, 

*  which  difcovered  my  affliction.  In- 
'-deed,  the  evils  I  had  fufiered  had  al- 
'  moft  deprived  me  of  the  4i(e  of  (beech. 

'  For  the  eight  firft  days,  wherein 

*  thefe  women,  as  well  as  their  huf- 
^  bands,  ufed  all  kind  offices  to  recover 

*  me  from  the  cruel  fatigue  I  had  un- 

*  dei^one,    I  could  perceive  that  my 

*  honour  was  fafe  among  them;  aha 

*  was  the  more  convinced  of  it,  by  the 

*  feveral  forts  of  adoration  which  they 

*  paid  to  me  as  a  divinity. 

•  My  forrow  at  length  bt^sua.  to  wear  offj 

*  cheai-fulnefs  made  roe  appear  a  thou- 

*  fand  times  more  beautiful ;  my  charms 

*  recovered  their  former  luftre;   and, 

*  arming  myielf  with  conftancy  againft 

*  the  aflaults  of  fortune,  I  was  refolved 

*  to  bear  with  courage  whatever  cala- 
^  mities  I  had  ftill  to  undergo.    I  there- 

*  fore  began  to  accuftom  myielf  to  this 

*  extraordinary  kind  of  life,  and  in  lefs 

*  than  four  months  underftood  enough 

*  of  thele  iflandei's  language  to  compre- 

<  hend  their  meaning. 

*  I  came  then  to  be  informed,  that 

*  their  cuftom  was,  in  light  little  barks, 

*  to  fcour  along  the  feas,  and  to  felt  all 

*  the  ilaves  they  could  find ;  and  thai 

<  theii-'  firft  intention  was  to  have  ufed 

*  me  in  the  fame  manner :  but,  upoa 

*  the  fight  of  fo  many  charms  and  graces 

<  in  my  hcc^  they  looked  upon  rae  as 
•  -  ^'thciir 
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their  tutelar  gpdddi  y  and  were  £o  far 
from  felling  me,  that  they  would  treat 
oic  as  their  queen  while  I  continued 
among  them,  and  would  expofe  them- 
khn9  to  anv  danger  for  the  preferva- 
don  of  my  life  and  honour. 
<  I  was  not  a  little  pleafed  to  know 
the  kind  intentions  of  thefe  iavages ; 
I  deiired  them  to  perfift  in  their  fa- 
vourable ientiments  of  me,  and  pro- 
mifed  to  requite  them  with  all  the 
gratitude  in  my  power.     Froin  that 
moment,    I  endeavoured  to  civilize 
tbem  as  much  as  I  could,  and  to  teach 
diem   my  languase.      I    inttru£led 
^lem  ia  bur    In£an  cuftoms,  and 
ftewed  them  how  to  drefs  their  pro- 
vifiMis  according  to  our  fafhion^  all 
which  made  theie  good  people  look 
upon   me  with  admiration.    When 
I  found  myfelf  in  the  humour,    I 
would  ibmetimes  aft  by  myfelf  whole 
comedies  before  them,  with  which 
they  were  highlv  delighted.     By  thefe 
means  I  not  only  amufed  myfelf,  but 
was  continually  increafing  their  affec- 
tion for  roe.     In  this  manner  I  lived 
with  them  for  a  year,  until,  on  a  cer- 
tain day,  which  they  kept  as  a  fefti- 
val,  their  enemies   made  a  defcent 
upon  the  iHandy  and  took  me  away 
fiomthem*  I  ktiax  yet  to  behold  the  dif- 
tniftion  of  thefepoor ravages !  they  raif- 
ed  the  moft  ternok  outcries ;  purfucd 
thebr  enemies  with  inconceivable  fury{ 
and  lacrificed  to  their  rage  every  thing 
which  oppofed  their  valour !

f  thamks  in  the  moft  aifeftionate  terms, 
*  when  a  terrible  ftdrm  aroie  which  dil'< 
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perfed  all  our  fleet,  and  drove  the  vef<f 
iel  I  was  in  tQ  fea,  notwithftanding  ( 
had  ten  or  twelve  favages  qn  board, 
who  uied  all  their  flcill  aiid  dexterity, 
to  make  the  land. 

.  *  The  more  the  ftorm  increnfed,  the  ' 
farther  we  were  driven  from  the  ifland  j 
and  it  lafted  fo  long,  and  blew  Cu  hard, 
that  in  lei's  than  four  days  we  were 
near  five  hundred  leagues  from  home. 
At  length  we  were  thrown  upon  a 
rock  not  far  diflant  from  land,  and 
there  went  afliore ;  but  we  were  all  fo 
weak  with  hunger  and  fatigue,  we 
could  hardly  liipport  ourfelves.     My 
ifland ers  found  fome  turtles,  and  eat 
them  raw ;  but  I  was,  for  my  own 
part,  fo  afflicted  with  this  fremmif* 
fortune,  that  my  thoughts  ran  upon 
nothing  but  dying.     The  ppor  fa- 
vages were  greatly  concerned  to  fee 
me  in  fuch  dejeftion ;   they  did  ail 
they  could  to  comfort  me,  with  the 
hopes  of  recovering  their  ifland  again  { 
and  one  of  them  brought  me  a  large 
piece  of  honey-comb  which  he  had  - 
found  in  the  cliff  of  a  rock,  and  in« 
treated  me  to  eat  it.

and  then  returning  the  way  we  had 
come,  we  ran   our  bark  out  to  fea 
again,  and  coafted  alopg  the  fliore  till 
we  came  oyer-aga^nft  them ;  but,  juft 
as  we  were  going  to  land,  we  were 
fvrprized  by  three  brigantines  that  lay 
hid  behind  a  rock*   and  were  then 
putting  out  to  fea.    My  favages,  at 
firft,   were  for  preparing  to  defend 
thcmfelves ;  but  I  bcggtS  them  not  tQ 
venture  their  lives  in  iuch  an  uilequal 
fight,  which  they  complied  with  ;  and 
fo  we  went  undiOnayed  on  board  one 
of  the  brigantines.  But  how  great  waa 
my  grief,  to  fee  thefe  poor  creatures 
immediately  loaded  with  chains  I  My 
cries  were  Aifticient  to  make  the  moft 
inhuman  heart  relent  ;  but  I  was  got 
among  a  parcel  of  barbarians,  who 
were  mori   cruel  than  wild  beafts* 
I  underfteod  nothing  of  their  lan- 
*  guage^  they  difregarded  my  tears  j 

G  2  f  and; 
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aisd»  as  soy  iilandert  coujd  not  help 
ihewingy  by  their  fiinous  looks,  Tome 
refentment  of  thdr  bivach  of  faith, 
the  perfifiUous  villains  maffacred  them 
before  my  eyes  j  giving  me  to  undcr- 
i^and,  they  would  treat  me  in  the 
fame  manner,  unlefs  I  dried  up  my 
tears.  I  would  gbdly  have  thrown 
myfelf  into  xht  &  j  but,  to  prevent 
this,  they  chained  me  down:  and 
after  a  month^s  fail,  wherein  they 
threatened  my  honour,  ^lefs  I  would 
confent  to  receive  nounfliment,  they 
ibid  me  to  a  (lave-merchant,  who 
brought  me  over  into  China. 

•  I  muft  own  to  you,  my  dear  Yvam,* 
continued  the  fultana,  *  that  of  all  my 

misfortunes,  nothing  ever  touched  me 
To  feelingly  as  the  lols  of  my  iilanders : 
I  fell  into  a  great  deje£bion  of  fpirit, 
which  alarmed  the  merchant  ^  and,  as 
my  melancholy  made  great  alteration 
in  my  btauty,  he  thought  the  only 
way  to  cure  it,  wns  to  let  me  know  he 
dengned  me  for  the  King  of  China's 
feraglfo;  that  honour,  however,  did 
not  flatter  my  vanity,  and  I  came  to 
Cambalu  *,  ]u&  as  a  vi£Um  is  brought 
to  the  altar. 

*  It  is  the  cuftom,  as  you  cannot  but 
know,  on  a  ceitain  day  appointed  for 
that  purpofe,  to  have  all  the  young 
women  who  are  to  be  prefented  to  that 
monarch,  appcai*  in  a  large  outer  room 
of  the  paJacc  i  but  that  there  may  be 
no  art  in  the  cafe,  they  are  all  dreffed 
alike  at  the  expence  of  the  prime* 
vizier.     The  Sultan  of  China,  who 

ou  know  is  very,  old,  and  much  more 
omely,  had  feveral  times  gone  along 
the  room  dffguifed  like  a  woman,  to 
take  a  near  view  and  examination  of 
us ;  after  which,  putting  on  his  robes 
all  befet  with  the  moft  refulgent  pre- 
cious ftones,  he  feated  himielf  upon 
his  throne,  and  making  us  pafs  in  re- 
view before  him,  gave  a  iign  to  the 
visier,  when  any  one  had  the  honour 
topleaie  him,  to  put  us  within  the 
raits  of  his  throne.  We  yrtrt  above 
a  hundred  and  fifty  in  all,  but  the 
fultan  took  only  three  for  him  felt, 
whereof  1  had  the  misfortune  to  be 
one.'  As  to  the  others,  he  bought 
alu.ut  fixty  of  them,  which  he  prefent- 
ed among  his  chief  officers,  and  the 
reii  he  omered  to  be  fcnt  away.

MY  father  Moaggem,  Sultan  of 
Agra*,  had  no  other  child  but 
mej  he  called  roe  Mogireddin,  and 
when  I  was  eighteen  ypars  of  age,  I  had 
the  misfcrrune  tc  loie  him.

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gul's  country,  and  the  giUph  of  Ben- 
gaj,  I  arrived  In  the  city  of  Pegtj*, 
accompanied  only  by  three  perlbns, 
amongd  whoin  my  governor  was  one. 
The  princels  frequently  appeared  in 
publick  5  and  when  at  any  lime  (lie 
lifted  up  Jier  veil,  every  one  was  in- 
chnntcd  with  the  charms  which  ovcr- 
fpread  her  face :  (he  played  at  the  malU 
the  day  I  ariived  in  the  city;  and  I 
muft  own  to  you,  Madam,  that  from 
the  firft  moment  I  beheld  her,  my  li- 
berty was  loli;  nay,  I  became  in  a 
manner  diftraHed,  and  when  I  came 
into  the  good  woman's  houfe,  which 
my  govcmor  had  hired  for  me,  I  threw 
myfelf  upon  a  fofn,  and  palled  the  rclt 
of  the  daN ,  and  all  the  precceilijig  night, 
in  very  great  dilbrdcr.

Jove  of  liberty ;  fo  it  was,  that  (he  had 
never  yet  met  with  a  man  who  entirely 
hithcrtafte.

THE  lefs  eagemcfs  I  difcovcred  to 
fee  the  princefs,  the  more  the  king 
preilcd  me  to  accept  of  hi«  invitatiofi  j 
and  though  T  had  in  reality  the  molt  eai^t-T 
dcfire  to  behold  her,  yet  1  raifed  many 
difficulties;  nor  did. I  at  laft  confent  till 
itfeemed  neceffaiy,  confiftentwith  good 
maaners,  not  longer  to  reftife :  on  tlie 
day  following,  however,  1  failed  not  to 
be  at  court  by  dinner-time. 

I  chofe  to  be  drcfTcd  very  plain  ;  and 
though  I  was  enraptured  with  the  prin- 
cefs's  charms,  I  was  yet  fo  far  mader 
of  my  a£lions,  as  not  to  difcover  the 
leaft  admiration  of  her.  Rouz-Behari, 
who  had  been  informed  of  my  dii- 
courfe  the  night  before,  fparcd  nothing

It 
was  a  great  pleafure  td  me  to  lee  the 
elfeft  of  niy  pre.cautipn  :  and,  as  I  had  a 
ftri£i  watch  over  myfelf,  I  prefer ved  fuch 
gaiety  and  freedom  of  fpirit  through  the 
whole  cnteitainment,  that  the  pnnccfg 
was  not  a^e  to  fit  it  out,  but  pi-efently 
withdrew,  pretending  a  flight  indifpo- 
fition.  I  too  role  from  tlie  table,  ap- 
parently as  unconcerned  as  when  I  came 
mj  hut,  in  realit)',  t4ie  moft  in 'love  of 
any  man  living.  This  conduft  I  pur- 
fued  for  a  whole  month  ;  that  is,  I  all 
along  affected  the  moft  perfe6l  infenfi- 
bility,  and  by  this  means  brought, the 
prirfcefs  Co  cne6lually  to  change  Jier 
manners,  that  flxe  gave  me  to  undcr- 
fhuad,  notwithftanding  all  my  indif- 
ference for  her,  I  was  the  only  prince 
who  had  ever  yet  occafioned  her  a  figh. 
It  was  with  much  apparent  reluftance  I 
was  brought  to  comply  j  but  at  length 
I  confented  to  marry  her,  with  her  fa- 
therms  permtiHon^  which  flie  readily  ob- 
tained.

Evciy  thing  which  flatteined  my  paf- 
fion,  abated  my  grief.  I  hearkened 
therefore  to  my  governor,  but  had  not 
much  reft  that  night.  In  the  morning 
he  explained  to  me  the  rc;iion  of  ivouz- 
Behari  s  unaccountable  reientnitTit. 
*  The  motive,'  faid  he  to  me,  «  which 
occafions  the  princefs  to  treat  her 
levers  in  fo  haughty  a  manner,  is  this :

Rouz-Behari,  Madam,  (continued 
Fnm-Hoam)  received  my  excufes  with 
great  tendemefs  5  we  lived  together  in 
perfe^  union  for  almoft  twenty  years ; 
till,  as  I  was  one  -day  hunting,  [  was 
drowned  in  attempting  to  ford  a  river, 
ifito  which  my  horfe  thiew  me.

THE  ADVENTtJRES  or  THE    PHYSI- 
CIAN BANOU-RASSID. 

I  Entered  into  the  body  of  a  young 
man,  who  was  born  at  Aihacan, 
Jfhe  fon  of  an  Arabian  phyfician  then 
in  the  king's  fcrvice.  My  father  per- 
formed fuch  wonderful  cures,  that  they 
aimoil  elteemed  him  as  a  divinity  ;  and 
as  I  had  a  great  fancy  for  the  proftffion, 
tctook  care  to  inibuft  me  in  it.  When 
1  came  to  be  about  fifteen  years  of  age, 

*  Banou-RaiTid,'    faid  he  to  me  very 
often,  « there  is  no  acquiring  a  thorough 

*  knowledge  of  the  fciences,   without 

*  the  watchfulnefs-of  a  crow,  the  gree- 

*  dincfs  of  a  Twine,  the  patience  of  a

you  will  one  day  pr  other  become  a 
great  man  ;  but  it  you  do  not,youwill 
be  always  grovcimg  and  mean,  nor 
ever  diftingui(h  yourfelf  in  any  kind  of 
life  whatever.'  Enamoured  with  thefa 
maxims,  I  applied  myfelf*  entirely  to 
my  (Indies,  and  in  lefs  than  ten  years 
made  fo  great  proficFency,  that  after 
my  fathers  death  1  was  appointed  one 
of  the  King  of  Aftracan's  phyAcians. 
I  was  hardly  eight  and  twenty  years 
old,  when  I  acquitted  myfeif  in  that 
employ  with  infinite  fuccefs,  and  had 
got  fo  far  into  the  fultan's  good  opinion/ 
that  I  became  his  favoiurite.  That  mo- 
narch,  indeed,  fo  greatly  eileemed  me, 
that  be  could  not  live  without  my  com- 
pany, and  therefore  allowed  me  the 
peculiar  privilege  of  going  into  the  inner 
apartments  of  the  feraglio  at  any  hour 
of  the  day.

*  ken  of  prelcrving  my  liberty  P  This, 
Madam,  in  a  great  meafure,  is  the  lub- 
je6k  of  the  converfation  I  often  had  with 
the  fultan  i  and  one  day,  as  we  were 
talking  together  much  to  the  fame  pur- 
pofc,  word  was  brought  him  that  his 
Piime  Vizier  Houfi':in-Hen-San  was  fal- 
len into  a  kind  of  mudnefs,  which  fe- 
veiai  times  had  feized  him  very  violent* 
ly  }  and  having  a  tender  efteem  for  the 
vizier,  he  ordered  me  to  hallen  to  his 
artillance.  The  information  that  was 
brought  the  fultan  was^but  too  tniej  I 
found  Houiian-BenS;\nfo  very  deliri- 
ous, that  I  Was  obliged  to  have  him 
tied  down.

Sir/  faid  I»  '  yopr  diftemper  i$  not  fo 
incurable  as  you  imagine  $  only  en- 
deavour to  overcome  mis  melancholy 
humour  which  giets  the  better  of  you. 
Is  there  any  one  in  all  Aftracan,  who 
has  more  reafon  to  be  happy  than 
you?' — *  A^,  my  dear  friend?'  faid 
he,  fqueezingmy  hand;,*  how  deceitful 
aie  appearancts  1  There  is,  it  is  triie, 
no  perfon  who  ought,  in  all  human 
appearand,  to  be  better  fatisfied  with 
bn  fortune  than  mylelf .   I  have  more 
rlche^  than  a  man  need  deiire;  my 
ftraglio  is  full  of  the  faireft  Circaiilan 
women  $  and  my  daughter  (the  only 
one  I  have)  is  a  l>eauty  not  inferior 
to  any  of  the  houri.     Thia  is  the' 
bri^^ht  outfide  of  my  family  I  but  a 
worm  which  has  been  gnawing  me

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Ailtan  and  his  brother  for  ray  return  to 
Aftracan.     I  took  pofleiTion  of  all^iy 
father's  efftflsj  and,  as  he  had  left 
me  a  fiftrr  of  exquiiite  beauty,  I  ar- 
dently   wi(hed    tliat  Mouza-Cazem 
might  fall  in  love  with  her,  and  make 
her  his  wife.     To  bring  this  about,  I 
feigned  rayfelf  fick  :  he  had  the  good- 
nels  to  vifit  me ;  aT)d,  as  I  was  in- 
formed of  his  intention,  I  ordered  the 
amiable  Pchrizad  (for  that  was  my 
iiftei's  name)  to  be  at  ray  bed-fide, 
and  without  her  veil,  when  the  prince 
(hould  come  into  my  chamber.      I 
did  not  expcft,  my  dear  friend,  that 
Alacou  would  accompany  his   bro- 
ther.    This  prince,  to  convince  me 
he  had  forgot  my  infolent  behaviour, 
was  defnous  to  give  me  this  mark  of 
his  goodnefs.

*  Accordingly,  1  ledoubled  my  (iili- 
gence  in  taking  flricl:  care  of  my  fidcr; 
and  entiulled  the  inh)v^6lion   of  her 
condn^l   to    an    old  ,  liave,   wliom    I 
thought  incorruptible  :   but  what  will 
not  gold   and  prefetits  bring  about? 
Alacou,  under  the  pretence  of  pafilng 
whole  weeks  in  huntiug,  kept  him- 
leif  concealed  in    my  fiiter's    apart- 
ment :  he  had  promiied  to  marry  her 
at  his  acceflion   to  the  throne  j  and 
fchrizad,  ienfible  of  the  fincerity  of 


fo  amiable  a  prince,  could  not  rcfufe 
fatisfying  his  impatient  defires.  What 
fhall  I  fay,  my  dear  Banou-RafTid  ?  I 
was  abfolutely  ignorant  of  this  fecrct 
converfation :  but  that  black  fury 
with-  which  I  was  perpetually  agi- 
tated, and  which  every  moment  ex- 
cited ray  refentment  ^gainil  Alacoji, 
gave  rife  to  a  dream  which  was  the 
occafion  of  all  my  misfortunes.

*  grant  me  this.'""  I  coidd  not  help 
being  overcome  by  lier  tears  j  her  de- 
livery was  hafteiied  by  the  violence  of

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«  her  grief ;  and  as  I  found  (he  ftood  in 
«  need  of  fome  afliftancc,  I  ordered  two 

*  flaves,  who  always  lived  in  that  houfe,

*  ftolen  away.     Tht:  obknce  of  l*rince 

*  Alacou  occafioncd  jt  io  \n:  coiuiudc  I 

*  that  it  was  h^  who  \\\d  dilhuiiriuied 

*  me.     I  complained  to  ihc  l'ult:iri  j  he 

*  was  dreadfully  enraged,   :ind   Injcaiue 

'the  more    inccnll^'i,    wh-n     Mouza- 

''  Cazem  rilllired  liim  that  his  broihrr 

*  was  palTionately  in  love  with  Pohrizad. 

*  Several    years    had   elapled.  without 
'  hearing  any  news  of  thel'e  unfortu- 

*  nate  lovers,  who  were  believed  to  be 
^  wandering  abdut  the  world  :  and  Fa- 

*  creddin  having  paid  the  common  tri- 

*  bute to  nature,  Mouza-Cazem  afcend- 

*  ed  the  throne,  to  which  I  had  paved 

*  the  way  for  him  by  the  murder  of  lii*

*  This  prince,  who  had  always  given 
me  extraordinary  tellimonies  of  his 
goodnefs,  made  me  immediately  his 
prime-vizier.  I  have  been  poffeired 
of  this  place,  my  dear  friend,  above 
twenty  years ;  but  I  am  far  from  be- 
ing haj)py  in  it.  I  am  incelTantly  tor- 
mented with  rcmorfe  for  my  crimes^ 
and  have  endeavoured,  by  all  kind^ 
of  good  works,  to  appeafe.  the  anger  of 
our  great  prophet.  J  have  founded 
two  caravanfaries,  hofpitals  for  the 
pilgrims  of  Mecca}  I  have  built  three 
mof'c|ues,  where  forty  poor  people  are 
dally  fed}  I  have  caufcd  prayers  to  be 
faid,  in  my  behalf,  by  all  the  imans  of 
the  kingdom  ;  but  nothing  can  drive 
away  this  black  melancholy  which  de- 
vours me;  all  my  vows  are  rejected! 
At  laft,  tlius  forely  burdened  with  fo 
many  horrors,  with  which  the  fecrct 
part  of  my  life  is  blackened,  I  begged 
it  as  a  favour  of  the  prophet,  that  he 
would  iake  me  but  of  the  world.  This 
is  the  only  prayer  he  feems  to  have 
given  any  attention :  he  has  fern  me  a 
molt  violent  fever ;  madnefs  precedes 
the  fits  ;  and  I  am  fenfihle  I  have  but 
a  few  moments  to  live^  You  will  find 
in  this  calket  of  fandal-wood,  which 
I  delire  you  will  put  into  the  fuitan's 
hands,  all  my  jewels,  with  my  will: 
I  have  added  to  it  a  particular  ac- 
count of  my  horrid  criines.  I  a(k  him 
a  thouland  prirdons  !  he  will  curfe  ray 
memory.  Ah !  I  too  much  delerve  it. 
I  rjgard  niyfelf  as  a  montter  not  fit 
to  r^e  the  li(;hL:  but,  however,  oblige 
me  thus  I'li-,  my  dear  Banou-RafTid, 
not  to  cany  the  caiket  to  Mouza- 
Caz.^ui  till  ahijr  I  ain  ileadP 
1  left  t!i>5  vizier,  (continued  the  man- 
d.irln)  atfcr  h  ivir-i;  taken  ciiarge  of  the 
ciikct :  but  llai'cc  iiad  I  I'et  ray  foot  out 
of  the  cli.mi!)cr,  when  falling  into  new 
his  of  nvulnels,  he  was  attacked  with 
lucli  violent  convulfioiis,  that  in  fpite  of 
my  airuLiiice  he  was  iliifocated  in  a  few 
moments.

NEVER  was  furpi  ize  equal  to  that 
of  the  fuUan,  uuon  rea- liner  ^ac 
Vizier's   memorial,  which  I   prellntcd 

him. 
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iiim.  He  #«pt  exceedingly,  and  hc^ 
trailed  the  mfoitunate  Alacou ;  and, 
liaving  fummoned  his  privy-council  to 
communicate  to  them  the  news  I  had 
brought  him,  it  was  confuked  whether 
that  memorial  fhould  be  made  publick, 
mod  pofleilion  taken  of  all  the  tvkAs  the 
▼izicr  had  bequeathed  to  MoUza-Cazem, 
for  the  care  of  an  only  daughter  he  bad 
left  behind  him,  whofe  namei  was  Se- 
SDBcfae.  As  I  was  charged  with  this 
commiflion,  I  caufed  to  be  brought  into 
the  feraglio  all  the  rich  furniture  of  the 
▼izier,  and  conducted  his  daughter  thi- 
Aer.  She  was  fcarce  fixteen  $  but,  Ma- 
dam, what  charms  were  in  ho*  face,  and 
Imyw  did  her  tears  afFe£l  me  I  I  then  at- 
tributed that  to  compaflion,  which  I  (bon 
found  was  the  €&A  of  a  more  violent 
affeAion  ;  not  imagining  this  beautiful 
young  creature  had  made  So  ftrong  an 
imprdlion  on  my  heart.  Afterwards 
I  prefehted  her  to  the  Sultan  Mouza- 
Cazem ;  and  I  did  not  well  underftand 
jny  true  fcntiments,  till  I  perceived  with 
what  (urprize  he  looked  at  her,  and 
heard  him  exclaim,  that  he  had  never 
beheld  any  thing  in  nature  Co  perfeft  as 
Semache.  I  then  difcovered  my  un- 
happinefs;  felt  in  my  heart  fuch  druggies 
«f  jealoufy  as  made  me  deteft  the  fultan. 
In  vain  did  I  refift,  and  ufe  all  endea- 
vours to  fubdue  the  growing  pailiqn, 
which  I  perceived  would  be  fatal  to  me.

I 
treated  Semache  as  if  ihe  had  engaged 
herfelf  to  me,  and  had  afterwards  proved 
perfidious  and  ungrateful :  in  fhort, 
Madam,  I  fo  loft  my  reafon,  that  they 
were  obliged  to  keep  me  confined. 
Mouza-Cazem,  furprized  at  fo  fudden 
and  extraordinary  a  diflemper,  caufed 
me  to  be  brought  before  him,  that  he 


mi|;ht  l>c  bimfelf  a  witnefs  of  the  coo* 
dition  I  was  in.  Semache  was  with 
him  when  I  entered  hiS  clofet;  her  pre* 
fence  recalled  to  my  diftrafied  mind  t 
thotifand  extravagant  ideas }  I  caft  my* 
felf  at  her  feet,  I  declared  my  paf&on^ 
and  very  probably  did  it  in  terms  fo  lin- 
gular and  pathetick,  that  they  reached 
the  vefy  foul  of  the  fair  Semache.  She 
comprehended  in  a  moment  the  violeace 
of  my  pafiion,  and  difcovered  that  it 
was  herfelf  who  had  reduced  me  to  that 
deplorable  condition ;  and  comparing  it^ 
no  doubt,  with  that  of  the  fultan,  who' 
fhewed  to  her  nothing  but  an  abfobts 
power,  to  which  fhe  was  on  the  poiiit 
to  fubmit,  gave  herfelf  up  to  fuch  a 
profound  melancholy,  as  aftonifhed 
Mouza-Cazem :  what  endeavours  fo« 
ever  he  made  ufe  of  to  confble  her,  bt 
could  never  t^h&.  it.

*  were  born   for  each   other,  I  give 

*  her  to  you  :  live  happily  together  l* 
Upon  this  the  cady  made  the  contiafii 
and  we  figned  -it  vwthout  well  knowing 
what  we  did.  The  fultan  then  made 
us  go  home  to  rriy  houfe,  where  we 
were  ferved  up  with  a  mott  magnificent 
entertainment,  at  which  he  did  me  the 
honour  to  be  prefent,  till  the  whole 
company  retired,  and  left  me  in  full 
pofl'cflion  of  the  adorable  Semache. 

Our 
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MadaiDt  were  too  much 
Afinrclerod  for  me  to  explain,  by  what 
meat»  they  murned  to^  their  former 
(tnadoD  {  to  which,  it  i$  highly  pro- 
teUe,  the  felicity  I  expenesced  with 
mr  fair  bride  did  not  a  little  contribute. 
lliironlyl  know,  that  in  proportion 
u  ny  reafbn  returned,  my  charming 

Et  Jikewife  recovered,  and  that  the 
[found  himfelf  in^itelypleafed  in 
g  funiihed  fo  iimple  and  natural 
a  remedy  as  that  which  fo  eife6hiaily 
IfoDfed  us. 

Thcie  great  benefits,  however,  did 
not  fiiA^  the  great  heart  of  Mouza- 
Ciaems  ^^  reftored  her  all  her  father's 
clbte,  and  made  me  prime- vizih*.  I 
lived  with  my  wife  in  perfe£l  union, 
nd  had  a  great  many  Children  i  and 
It  was  not  before  I  was  extremely  old, 
dut  I  Ic^  a  much-decayed  body,  and 
fs&d  nta  a/  new  world,  unknown  to 
ftU  nankiad  before. 


f  I  own  to  you,'  faid  GulchenVaz, 
that  I  think  the  conclufion  of  your 
hiftory  is  very  pleafant,  particularly 
yo^r  cure  ^  and  has  very  well  made 
ne  amends  for  the  relation  of  the  un- 
fortunate Pehrizad,  whofc  cataltrophe 
was  fo  tragical.

I  Animated  a  youngf  favage,   named

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ver,  to  which  (bme  of  my  anceftors 
gave  that  jiame ;  but  I  cannot  tell  you.

wives  and  cnildren ;  to  give  u^  Aretigtli 
to  concjuer  all  our  enemies ;  agid  togran^ 
\is  fiftung  and  hunting  in  abundance. 

You  may  eafily  imagine.  Madam* 
(continued  Fum-Hoam)  how  the  firfr 
years  of  a  life  fo  plain  and  Ample  pafled 
away.  X  was  taught  to  uie  the  bow* 
and  when  I  had  attained  eighteen  years*' 
J  chofe  me  a  wife.  I  loved  her  tenderly* 
and  had  by  her  fix  girls  and  boys.  My 
daughters  were  no  fooner  of  age  than 
they  married ;  and  my  fon,  whole  bra- 
very  was  refpe6M  throughout  the  whohr 
iiland,  was  alio  going  to  be  married* 
when  a  violent  diSemper  carried  him  o^ 
in  four  days.  This  lofs  went  fo  near 
mv  heart,  that  having  committed  feve- 
ral  extravagances,  I  was  going  to  plunge 
an  arrow  into  <my  breaft,  when  one  of 
my  companions  arretted  my  arm.  *  Why 

*  will  you  die,'  faid  he  to  me,  *  Kolao, 

*  fmce  there  is  ftill  a  remedy  for  your 

*  misfortunes  ?  Only  hear  me  with  at- 

*  tention. 

*  I  have  often  heaixl  my  father  fay, 
'  that  one  of  the  moft  confiderable  an- 
'  cients  of  oui*  nation  was  one  day  fo 

*  dangeroufly  ill,  that  he  loft  the  ule  of 
'  all  his  fenfes,  and  fell  into  fuch  vio* 
'  lent  convulfions,  that  for  a  long  time 

*  he  was  imagined  to  be  dead :  he  came, 

<  however,  to  himfelf  again;  and  be» 

*  ing  afked  by  tlie  people,  who  were  in 

*  the  hut  with  him,  where  he  had  been 

*  all  the  while  he  lay  fo  fenielefs,  he 

<  told  them  he  was  juil  come  from  thft 

*  country  of  fouls ;  that  by  an  extraor- 

*  dinai  y  favour,  never  indulged  to  any 

<  peifon  but  himfelf,  the  fovereign  of 

*  the  kingdom,  whole  name  was  Pat* 


*  By  thii  account  of  KoUo,  it  is  very  likely  that  he  was  born  in  Canada,  towards 
the  Oioiitb  of  che  River  of  St.  Laurence :  Father  Chrif^ian  ie  Cicrc,  a  recolle£t  mii&oncr, 
%i,  that  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Qneh>-c,  is  a  ccuntry  ca]lc<j  Cafpc,  iituaied  amnngft 
ItnouQtains,  woodt,  and  rock«,  near  the  jLiver  Mil  ^micLis,  iniiabited  by  favageai  or  wild 
people,  called  PortC'CrQix,  or  Crufs -bearers,  becaufc  they  were  cured  of  a  peftilential  dif» 
temper  by  their  adoration  of  a  crots,  which  a  man  of  excrllcnt  beauty  Hicwed  them  in 
their  fleep;  and  who  oidtied  thena  to  we^ir  ihi^  fign  of  lalvation  in  ^Ue!r  h;ind«,  or  upon 
tbeir  fleih  or  cloaths. 

*  Koot* 
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*  Koot-Parout,  had  permitted  him  to 

<  'return  to   his  own  iAand,  to  bring 

*  back  an  account  of  a  country,  v^hich 

<  til)  then  had  never  been  difcovered  ; 

*  that'  the  country,  moreover,  was  not 

*  above  a  hundred  leagues  diftant  from 
'  them )  that  the  ready  way  to  it  lay 

*  by  the  north  fide  or  the  iiland ;  and 

*  that,    after  wading   and  fwimming 

*  through  a  lake  of  about  fort}'  leagues 

*  breadth,  which  was  full  of  fea-weed, 
'  one  might  arrive  at  the  kingdom  of 

*  Pat- Koot-Parout  J   and  that,    if  he 

*  would  but  agree  whatprefent  to  carry 

*  him,  he  might  have  leave  not  only 

*  to  converfe  with  the  fouls  of  his  old 

*  friends,  but  even  to  bring  away  fuch 
'  as  he  pleafed,  provided  their  bodies 

*  wtix  not  yet  con'upted.

*■  'T^H  IS,'  faid  my  comrade,  *  is  the 
X     *  accoimt  which  our  ancient  re- 

*  I  a  ted  to  thofe  who  were  about  him  in 

*  the  hut;   and  he  would    have   been 

*  moie  particular  in  it,  and  told  them 
'  the  conversations  he  had  had  with  the 

*  fouls  of  his  friends,  had  not  our  moft 

*  ciiiel  .enemy,  Death,  clofcd  his  eves 

*  that  very  moment.     The  tyrant  was, 

*  doubtlefs,  jealous  of  Pat-Koot-Pa- 
■  rout's  favour  to  him,  and  feared  that, 

*  at  one  time  or  other,  he  would  un- 

*  dertake  to  rcfcue  fome  of  his  relations} 

*  and  therefore  fnatched  him  from  a- 
'  mong  us  fo  fuddenly. 

'  Your  fen  is  but  jud  dead.     Do 

*  you  think  you  have  courage  enough 

*  to  undertake  fo  difficult  a  jouniey  as 

*  that  to  the  country  of  fouls  ?     1  will 

*  bear  you  company,  and  we  will  either 
<-  bring  back  your  fon's  foul,  or  die  in 

*  the  attempt.' 

I  accepted  this  propofition  very  glad- 
ly ;  we  were  joined  with  three  mure  of 
our  comrades  j  and  having  made  a  great 
fcaft  of  all  our  friends,  we  took  our 
bows  and  arrows,  bracelets  ot  coral, 
and  fome  tobacco,  to  make  a  prellnt  of 
to  Pr.t-K.oot- Par  cut,  and  began  our 
journey  by  break  of  day.  We  took  our 
roirte  by  the  northfde  of  the  iliand,  and 
came  in  a  few  days  to  the  lake  which 
our  ancient  had  mtniioned  j  where  we 


cot  ourfelves  poles  to  Ybund  .the  for^i 
and  fo  went  into  the  water,  and  waded 
at  a  great  rate,  but  with  vaft  difiiculty.

we  were  almoft  terrified  to  death ;  for 
as  we  drew  near  a  hut,  much  like  thefe 
in  our  iiland,  except  that  it  was  pro- 
digiously lofty,  we  perceived  a  man, 
or  lather  a  giant,  armed  with  a  Ymw 
and  terrible  club,  who  looking  upon  Us 
with  eyes  fparkling  with  rage,  fpoke  to 
us  in  thefc  words  :  *  Whoever  you  arc, 

*  prepare  yourfelves  to  die,  for  daring 
V  to  pais  this  river,  and  come  into  the 

*  realms  of  the  dead  !  I  am  Pat-Koot- 

*  Paroui,  the  keeper,  and  matter,  and 

*  governor,  of  all  the  fouls  !* 

I'hc  giant  had  already  brandiflied  his 
club  to  delhoy  us,  when  throwing  my- 
felf  at  his  feet,  I  conjured  him,  both 
with  t'jars  and  words,  to  excufe  the 
raflmefs  of  an  emtrprize  which  juftly 
merited  his  wrath.  *  Empty  your  whole 

*  quiver  of  arrows  upon  us,*  faid  J, 

*  or  ci-ulh  us  with  one  blow  of  your 

*  mighty  club ;    our  breads  and  our 

*  heads  are  bare  to  you,  and  you  are 
'  the  fovereign  arbiter  of  our  life  or 

*  death:  but  if  you  have  any  feufe  of 

*  compa/lion  in  you,  pardon  our'bold- 

*  r.efs,  on  the  account  of  an  unhappy 

*  father,   who  has  only  offended  you, 

*  out  of  too  great  tendernefs  for  an  only 
'  Ton  he  has  lately  loft  ;  and  vouchfaK 

*  to  accept  of  the  prcfents  we  bring  wu 

*  from  the  country  of  the  living,  and 

*  to  receive  us  among  the  number  of 

*  your  friends.' 

Theie  humble  and  fubmiflive  words 
touched  the  heart  of  Pat- Koot-Parout : 
he  feeraed  fenfible  of  my  grief ;  received 
my  prelents  j  bade  me  take  courage  j 
and,  to  compleat  his  favour,  and  my 
coniblaticn,  affured  me,  that  before  nij 
departure,  he  would"gi\c  mtmyfoa's 

foul 
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finlnpdn.  In  the  mean  tkne,  he  was 
pktied  to  ragalc  me  and  my  compa* 
nioAs  with  an  eitcellent  liquor  he  had 
in  his  hut ,  and  we  drank  it  with  the 
greater  pleafore^  becaoie  in  a  moment 
St  reAored  us  to  the  fiill  pofleffion  of 
tint  ftrength  we  had  loft  in  fo  laborious 
a  jounwy. 

While  we  were  thus  rejoicinffy  and 
xdxtihinff  ourfelves  with  him,  me  foul 
of  my  ion  came :  I  knew  ^e  voice, 
and  was  teady  to  die  with  joy;  but 
irfaile  I  was  requefting  the  giant  to  give 
it  aeto  carry  back  to  his  b^dy,  it  grew 
in  an  inftant  as  bis  as  an  apple.  He 
tiKD  took  it  in  his  hands,  and  thruft- 
iog  it  into  a  little  leather  bag,  which 
he  tied  with  a  pckthread,  he  hung  it 
about  mv  neck,  and  ^ve  us  audi« 
Ince  of  leave}  with  a  ftri6t  injunfUon, 
as  iboB  as  we  arrived  in  our  ifland,  to 
lay  my  fon^s  body  along  in  'a  quite 
new  hut*  and  to  open  the  Httle  b^  at 
liis  mouth,  and  fo  let  in  his  foul ;  out 
to  take  particular  care  that  the  bag  was 
not  opened  till  then,  left  it  ihouTd  flip 
out,  and  return  to  his  kingdom  anin  { 
which  it  did  not  leave,  as  he  told  us, 
without  (bme  relu£bncy . 

After  I  had  received  the  Baj^,  wifh 
aU  the  tranfports  of  exceilive  joy,  we 
were,  bv  the  order  of  Pat-Koot-Parout, 
ihewn  the  dark  and  difmal  place  where 
die  fouls  of  the  wicked  are  confined. 
It  was  covered  over  with  nothing  but 
brwches  of  dried  box,  irregularly  placed; 
whereas,  the  huts  of  the  virtuous  were 
lieautifuUy  adorned  with  an  infinite 
Ottiuber  of  evergreens,  both  within  and 
without,  ihrov^  which  the  fun  con- 
tinually came  to  vifit  them,  and  to  re- 
freih  the  branches  of  box  and  cedar, 
whereon  they  xepofi^themfclves.  Around 
their  huts  we  fiiw  the  fpcrits  of  the  bows, 
anows  and  clubs,  wherewith  they  di- 
terted  thenUelves  in  the  fiune  manner  as 
when  they  were  in  the  land  of  the  liv« 
ng. 

After  we  had  confidered  theft  things 
^th  admiration,  we  drank  each  of  us 
two  cups  mor^  of  the  fame  liquor  he 
had  given  us  before,  and  fo  fet  forward 
on  our  journey.  We  entered  the  lake, 
fixed  our  poiei,  flung  our  hammocks, 
yd  flept  very  foundly  :  but  whether  it 
♦as  the  plea&re  of  the  great  Pat-Koot- 
Paroat  to  have  it  fo,  orfome  natural 
tSeft  of  the  liquor  we  drank,  but  fo  it 
v^  that  wheo  ws  awoke,  we  all  found 


ourfdves  in  our  owA  ifland,  and  within 
a  hundred  yards  of  my  hut. 

It  is  no  difficult  matter  to  conceive^ 
the  joy  of  our  comifdes  to  lee  us  get 
back,  and  to  hear  the  fbange  accounta 
we  gave  of  our  journey  and  return. 
They  could  not  believe  that  I  had  really 
got  my  ion's  foul  in  the  bag  which  hung 
about  my  neck,  and  were  very  im^« 
tient  to  fee  it  enter  into  his  body  again, 
in  order  to  convince  them  of  Uie  truth 
of  what  we  related.  For  this  purpofe, 
we  immediately  built  a  new  nut,  and 
carried  my  fon's  corpfe  into  it,  which 
his  mother  and  three  pther  women  ha4 
kept  firefh  by  driving  away  the  flies  with 
large  feather- flaps  ;  and  I  was  prepar- 
ing  to  execute  the  orders  Pat- Koot- Pa- 
rout  had  given  me,  when  an  unexpe^led 
accident  plunged  me  into  the  moft  cruel 
grief.

Dardok,  whom  he  had  often  feen  mak* 
ing  her  court  to  the  fultana.     He  knew 
not  well,  at  firft,  how  to  begin  a  decla- 
ration of  his  love  ;  he  was  fatisfied  fh«

*  up  a  venerable  old  man,  who  called 

*  himlelf  Morg ;  that  this*oid  man,  by 

*  pronouncing  certain  cabaiUHcal  words,

*  in  the  ni^ht-time,  as  wotild  diiperie

^  T  could  hardly  believe,    Madam, 

*  thefe  ftrange  ftorics  that  my  children 

*  told  me  ;  only  the  purfe  and  the  diat 

*  monds  were  a  plain  demonftration  that 
'  they  had  met  with  fome  extraordina- 

*  ry  adventure.     I  took  therefore  iiirte 

*  pieces  of  gold,  in  order  to  make  them 

<  a  great  entertainment;  and  after  we 

*  had  fpent  good  part  of  the  night  afr 

<  table,  and  the  converfation  came  to

ifl  the  moft  obdurate  heart.

THB  CONTINUATION  AND  CON- 
CLUSION QF  THB  HISTORY  OP 
CORCUD  AND  HIS  POUR  SONS. 


THB  Sultan  Mohsdln  gave  him-i 
*  felf  up  to  black  defpair^  when 
his  prime -vizier  ftdvifed  him  to  make 
proclamation  through  the  kingdom  of 
Orixa,  and  in  the  Indies,  ofthe  lofs 
of  his  daughter,  and  to  promife  her  in 
marriage  to  any  one  who  could  refcue 
her  out  of  the  hands  of  a  horrible  ma- 
gician, who  had  carried  her  away;

Ara- 
roy,  who  is  a  very  handlome  man, 
had  informed  the  princeis  of  the  offer 
the  jfiing  her  father  had  made,  and  as 
(tit  ieenied  not  averfe  to  marry  one  (he 
bad  io  pian^  obligations  to,  our  il- 
lutirious  fnl tan  has  jult  performed  liis 
propifeto  my  fon  j  and  it  is  in  this 
place  that  his  iubje^^  are  met  to  cele- 
brate their  joy,  bv  a  tboufand  feats  of 
gallantry,  for  |iis  daughter's  return 
and  mairiage.  Jud^e  y^u  then,  whe- 
ther 1  have  not  abuudani  reafon  to  be 
hifchiy  pleafed  with  my  good  fortune, 
f  Aniiou  is  ^efigmd  ^or  the  throne; 
•  the  fulian  has  given  ipe  the  yoii  of  the 
f  pfiiue-Vf2ier,  ^ho  died  about  ei^t 


days  ago  5   and  my  thrct  fons  hav^i' 
the  chief  employments  in  tlic  govtjn^ 
ment.' 


Corcud  had  but  juft  ended  the  advcnT 
tuves  of  his  fonS|  when  we  heard  the 
/hnll  found  of  trumpets  declaring  the 
arrival  of  the  Sultan  Mohxdin,  and  the 
new-married  couple  j  all  the  foldiers 
put  themlelves  under  aims,  whilrt  they 
paJfed  throrgh  the  camp,  amidft  the  loud 
acclamations  of  the  people  of  Orixa, 
who  were  come  together  to  view  this 
fight.  Nothing  was  heard  but  cxpref- 
fions  of  gladncis  on  every  fide,  and  the 
air  rung  with  the  n:imts  of  the  lultan, 
of  Amrou,  and  of  Mouarrakh,on  whom 
the  people  heltowcd  a  thou  land  bcne- 
di^ions.

After  we  had  fpent  great  part  of  the 
night  in  .all  thcli^  diverfions,  Takfur 
and  Daidck  rctiied  to  a  tent,  which 
Corcud  had  ordered  to  be  prepared  for 
them.  Wc;  Ifayed  eight  days  to  fee  all 
the  magnificence  of  Amrou  and  Mouaf- 
rakh's  nuptials  j  and  then  proceeded  in 
Our  way  to  Agra,  where  we  arrived> 
after  a  long  and  tedious  journey.

AF  T  E  R  I  lef  t  the  body  of  the  Have, 
I  pafTed  into  one  of  the  honeilcll 
men  in  all  Armenia.  I  was  born  at 
Erzerum  *,  and  Ion  to  a  cady  of  that 
city  J  myhiame  was  Ala-Bedin.  I  had 
no  great  dependance  on  my  father* s 
high  (tation,  and  therefore  made  it  my 
endeavour,  by  bravery  and  great  ex- 
ploits, to  advance  my  fortune }  and  was 
io  fuccefsful  tltereiii,  that  I  became  a 
favourite  to  the  Suitaji  Uram,  who  then 
reigned  in  Armenia.

One  day  there  came  an  old  woman 
who  fold  figs,  holdihg  a  young  man  faft 
by  the  hand,  all  trembling  ;  he  Teemed 
not  above  fixteen,  but  was  extremely 
beautiful.  *  Sir,'  laid  (he  to  my  fa- 
ther, '*  I  demand  juftice  of  you  againft 

*  this  impudent  young  rafcal  j  and  judge 

*  if  1  have  not  lurficient  realbn.     This 

*  morning  he  came  to  me,  to  know  how 
'  much  money  I  would  take  for  as 
'  many  figs  as  he  could  eat.     I  began 

*  to  make  my  computation  :  •*■  Per- 
f  haps,"  faid  1  to  myfelf,  «  he  may 
"  be  able  to  eat  a  hundred,"  or  a  "hun- 
«  dred  and  fifty  at  mott."— •"  Well, 
5*  my  pretty  youth,"  faicf  I,  **  you 
"  ftiall  give  me  a  filver  fultanin."  We 
5  ftruck  the  bargain ;  and  he  began,  and 

*  fwallowed  in  a  trice  fifty  before  ray 

*  eyes.     I  trembled  to  fee  him:   but, 

*  what  was  more  furprizing,  about  two 
'  hours  after,  he  came  again,  and  cat 
f  up  a  l^uudi:ed  of  the  fine(t  I  had.  This 
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made  me  almoft  mad ;  but  thinkiog 
it  would  be  his  laft  time,  I  was  fitting 
quietly  in  my  (hop,  when  he  came  tht 
third  time,  and  gobbled  up  all  I  had 
in  my  pannier,  ordering  me  to  gethun 
more,  for  that  he  would  be  there  agsun 
in'  half  an  hour.

'  tinue  with  me,  becau/e  I  have  hitherto 

*  concealed  mv  averiion.* 

The  propo(uion  ,of  three  wives  at 
ottoe  almoft  turned  my  brain.  Proteft 
what  1  would  to  Zeins^i,  that  (he  was 
the  moft  beauti&l  woman  in  the  world 
in  my  eves,  and  that,  had  I  ten  wives, 
I  would  facriiioe  them  all  to  her,  it 
availed  nothing,  (he  grew,  obiilnate  iq 
her  re&lutioo.  '  I  will  confound,'  faid 
file,  <  the  haughtinefs  of  my  rival !  One 

*  day  jhc  had  the  alTuraiice  to  tell  me^

•  difgrace,  perfuadeyourfelf  they -are  old 
^  *  things  which  you  have  no  farther  occa- 

•  fion  for,  anci  therefore  give  them  to 

*  her  as  a  proof  of  the  contemptuous 

•  light  in  which  you  behold  her. 
Zaieg  was  quite  delighted  to  hear  me 

thus  flatter  her  vanity,  and  offered  the 
cloaths  with  pleifure.  After  I  had  thus

after  we  had  concerted  mtafures  to- 
gether, I  made  ufe  of  this  expcdienl 
to  fet  the  philofopher  at  liberty.  I  had 
a  uave  much  about  his  fize,  who  was 
fallen  very  dangerouily  ill ;  and  when 
he  came  to  die,  mangled  his  body  till 
it  appeared  like  the  phiUfopber's.   I 
then  made  the  guaids  drunk;  aid 
taking  advantage  of  their  fituation, 
carried,  in  the  night,  my  flave's  body 
into  the pnfon ;  £en dit:ffing  itin ths 
philoibpher^s  cloaths,   took  hina  on 
my  (houiders,  and  carried  him  tp  wf 
own  houfe,  without  any  one's  per- 
ceiving the  exchange  I  had  made.

<  water  ♦.     ' 
*  This,'  continued  Ab  Dal-Moa), 

*  was  what  the  philofopher  fo  plainly 

*  demonrtrated,  that  in  a  few  hours  I 

*  comprehended  the  whole  fecret  of  the 
'  grattd  work  j  and  did  fuch  miracu- 
'  lous  thiost,  as  I  myfelf  could  hardly 
'  credit.    The  tranfmuta'tioh  of  metals 

*  ^»ts  the  leaft  of  my  wondeHFul  per- 
'  formances;    the  univerfal  medicine, 

''  and  the  elixir  of  life,  (diat  is,  the 

*  water  of  youth)  whole  compofition  he 
'  taught  me,  was  of  a  much  greater 


*  value.    To  be  liort,  my  good  dep- 

*  vife,  I  never  left  this  great  manib 

*  \oxi^  as  he  lived.  For  though  the 
'  elixir  of  health  had  reftored  him  to 

*  the  bloom  and  vigour  of  a  young 

*  man,  yet  he  was  lb  crippled  in  all  hU

The  ful- 
tan  was  jult  dead,  without  ifTue,  of  a 
malignant  ftvtr )  and  his  fpoufci  the 
queen,  to  whom  the  throne  belonged, 
was  at  the  point  <'f  drath  by  the  iame 
diitemper.  The  phyficians  had  ap- 
plied all^  their  remedies  in  vain,  and 
the  angel  Cf  death  was  making  his 
advances  to  itite  upon  her  foul,  when 
I  defined  permifTiun  to  fee  her  majefty.

I  was  lb  overcome  with  her  goodnefs, 
and  her  charms  had  made  fuch  an  tm* 

{)i'enion  on  my  foul,  that  it  was  not 
ong  before  (he  perceived  my  iituftion. 
To  be  (liort  with  you,  then,  my  good 
dervife,  flie  made  me  iCing  of  Damaf.

*  Somethnei  thU  beautifiil  creature 

*  was,  by  my  order,  kept  in  a  peai'ant's 

*  cottage  \   at  other  times  in  a  grove, 

*  whofe  lliade  defended  us  from  tlie  lieat 
«  of  the  fun  j  but  moft  commonly,  in 

*  fome  cave  or  other,  at  the  bottom  of 

<  Mount  Libanus ;  and  this  intrigue 

*  was  carried  on  for  above  three  months, 

*  without  the  queen's  having  the  leaft 

*  fuibicion.     1  k.new  the  delicate  fen- 

<  iibility  of  her  heart,  which  bad  never 

*  been  ace  u  domed  to  any  diviilon  of

*  TTTHXLE  the  queen  was  thvs 
VV    *  lamenting^  the  faithful  A- 
xouf,  both  to  fyirc  Douliagarfromthe 
ftorm,   and    rcticve  my  impatience, 
brott^t  her  behind  him  on  horfe- 
back,  and  made  the  heft  of  his  way 
to  tha  cave ;   but,  his  horfe  chanc- 
ing to  be  unfliod,    it  ftumbled  and 
fell  lame,  when  he  perceived  a  com- 
pany of  the  queen's  eunuchs  about 
nve  hundred  paces  from  the  cave,  be- 
fore he  could  reach  it.

]ead  in  this  book,  that  near  Ifpahan 
here  was  a  building,  (according  to 


the  tradition  of  the  country)  xalled  the 
Tower  of  the  Forty  Virgins  •,  becaufe 
it  is  haunted  with  fpirits  refenibling 
young  girls,  and  is  therefore  uninhabit- 
ed.  I  could  not  forbear  fmiling  at  fo 
ridiculous  a  fancy ;  but  reading  farther 
in  the  fame  book,  I  found  that  for  above 
a  hundred  and  fifty  years,  feveral  gallant 
Perfians  who  went  to  ftay  all  night  in 
the  place,  were  never  after  heard  of. 
And  the  origin  of  this  tradition,  whe- 
ther true  or^lfe,  is  thus  related,  viz. 
*  About  two  Inindred  years  ago,  the 
people  of  Ifpahan  were  fadly  tor- 
mented with  a  prodigious  quantity  of 
rats,  infomuch  that  they  had  not  a 
grain  of  corn  but  what  was  damaged 
by  them.  And  when  feveral  people 
were  endeavouring  to  find  out  an  ex- 
pedient to  deliver  themfelves  frofm  this 
fcourge,  there  appeared,  all  on  a  fud- 
den,  a  little  dwai'f  not  above  two  feet 
high,  and  frightfully  deformed  $  who, 
on  the  payment  of  a  large  fum  of  mo- 
ney, which  he  contracted  for,  under- 
took to  drive  away  all  thefe  vermin  in 
an  hour's  time.  No  fooner  had  Giouf, 
i(for  fo  the  dwarf  was  called)  made 
the  agreement,  than  he  took  out  of 
his  budget  a  tabor  and  pipe,  and  by 
whiftling  and  drumming  about  the 
flreets  of  Ifpahan,  there  was  not  a  rat 
or  moufe  in  the  town,  which  did  not 
come  out  of  it's  hole  and  follow  hi  in 
as  far  as  the  river  Zenderou  ;  where 
they  all  went  into  the  watmr,  and  were 
drowned. « As  Giouf  difappeared  with 
the  rats,  they  imagined  they  fhould 
hear  no  more  of  him ;  but  the  next 
day  he  came  again  to  demand  the  mo- 
ney he  had  agreed  for.  They  paid 
him  indeed  the  fum  ^  but  the  people 
were  fo  bafe  and  covetous,  as  to  give 
him  feveral  pieces  deficient  in  weight: 
this  he  foon  difcovered,  and  upbraid- 
in|;  them  with  ingratitude,  threatened 
to  be  revenged  of  them  if  they  did  not 
perform  their  bargain.  They,  how- 
ever, treated  his  threats  with  difdain ; 
but  next  morning  the  whole  city  was 
in  a  terrible  conilemation,  to  find,  on 
a  fudden,  an  old  black  woman,  above 
fifty  feet  high,  (landing  in  the  market- 
place, with  a  whip  in  her  hand.  **  Un- 
grateful people  of  Ifpahan,"  faid  fhe» 
know  that  I  am  the  genius  Mergian

about  to  do."   No  fooner  had  the  ge- 
nius cracked  her  whip,  than  the  thun- 
der began  to  roar,  enough  to  terrify  the 
raoft  undaunted ;   the  air  grew  black, 
and  a  thick  darknefs  overfpread  the 
city  for  fix  hours ;  at  the  end  of  which 
time,  and  when  Icarce  any  one  was 
recovered  from  liis  fright,  Mcrgian 
Banou  appeared   in   the   fame  place 
again.  **  People  of  Ifpahan,''  faid  (he, 
with  a  very  terrible  voice,   •*  if  you

the  piodigits  which  this  genius  and 
her  fon  had  perfoimtd  v.e.e  enough 
to  have  taught  ihcfe  ungratetvil  people 
more  wilHum,  yet  they  made  no  haiie 
to  ob^y  her  j  but,  on  the  ntxt  morn- 
ing, Iiow  great  was  the  grief  of  the 
principal  men  of  thecit)',  to  find  their 
daughters  Itransjictl !  Nothing  Was 
heard  among  tiKin  but  fighs  and  bitter 
groans.  Mcrgiun  Banou,  however, 
not  in  the  lc?.it  moved  to  pity  them, 
for  four  days  fuccifiively  made  the 
f?.me  demand,  and  four  tunes  puniih- 
ed  them  for  th^ir  dilobedience.  At 
len  :;th,  en  the  fifth  day,  ihs.y  were  rc- 
folvcd  lu  reiill  her  will  no  longer; 
but  Inxvj  ;ht  out  all  the  young  women 
in  Ifpaliun,  that  vi ere  under  fifteen; 
and  when  (lie  had  chofe  out  forty  of 
them,  thefe  unhappy  viftims  of  their 
father's  peifidy,  at  the  found  of  a  large 
leather  trumj>et,  which  fhe  began  to 
blow,  were  obliged  to  follow  the  ge- 
nius as  fai'  as  this  tower,  which  no 
one  had  ever  perceived  before,  and 
which  was  apparently  raifed  that  mo- 
ment by  ait  magick.  Thither  they 
ail  went  in  with  her,  and  were  never 
leen  any  more  ;  only  every  night  there 
Vvas  a  frightful  noife  heard  in  the 
tower." 


Though  this  hiftory  Teemed  fomewhat 
fmgular  to  me  at  that  time,  yet  I  paid 
no  farther  attention  to  it ;  and  feveral 
years  pafTed  without  my  once  thinking 
on  the  bodk.  But  when  the  Prinafi 
of  Dafila,  my  wife,  by  an  unavoidable 
fatality  died  in  child -bed,  without  leav- 
ing me  any  iifue,  I  was  fo  full  of  giief 
on  the  occafion,  that  for  fix  weeks  to- 
gether I  fhut  myfelf  up  iu  the  palace 
without  feeing  any  perfon  whatfoever. 
After  which  time,  in  fome  meaiure  to 
difTipate  my  fo^ow,  I  retired  into  tkt 
caftle  wheix  I  had  read  the  hiftory  of  the 
Tower  of  the  Forty  Virgins  j  and  calling 
for  the  book,  found  the  circumiiancej 
of  this  ftrange  ftory  attefted  by  fo  many 
contemporary  authors,  of  undoubted 
authority,  that  I  began  to  be  a  little  left 
incredulous  of  the  ia^s  contained  in  it. 
I  read  it  over  ac;ain,  therefore,  with  at- 
tention, and  having  found,  at  the  end 
of  the  book,  a  prophecy,  which  people 
afllu'cd  me  was  legible  not  above  twenty 
years  Lef  re  on  a  plate  ot  gold  falfeD«i 
to  the  bottom  of  the  tower,  and  which 
had  a  gc;od  d^al  of  reference  to  me,  I 
was  reiolved  to  make  a  journey  into 
Pcrfia,  aiid  go  in  kv»rch  of  this  adven- 
ture, at  the  nfque  of  my  life,  as  many  a 
brave  Perfian  had  done  before  me.

Some  fay,*  that  when  he  was  nine  years  old,  his  mother  ihut  him  tipinacavf* 
and  there  Ueeps  Kim  with  great  care  until  the  end  of  the  world :  cfthcrs  fay,  that  he  flawed 
there  only  till  he  was  f.xty-four  years  old,  and  then  was  tranHated  in  the  battle  he  bad 
with  the  Caliph  of  Babylon,  and  is  not  to  appear  again  till  thekCime  that  Cod  bai^- 
pointed  fof  his  manifeflaiirn.

*  fine,  flie  had  ftrayed  half  a  league  from 

*  home,  without  ever  minding  where  Ihe 

*  was :  in  her  return,  however,  ftie  was 

*  mtercepted  by  fix  corfairs.     Her  cries 

*  made  the  (laves  who  fo41owed  us  come 

*  up ;  but  as  none  of  them  were  armed, 

*  they  Ibon  ran  awJCy,"  and  the  coi fairs. 

*  earned  roe  and  Sady  (for  that  was 

*  my  nurfe's  name^  into  a  fmall  boat, 
1  that  foon  ran  us  aboRrd  a  veifpl,  which^ 

*  immediately  put  to  fea.     The  wind,' 
'which  was  favourable  ^t  fii-ft,  prefcntly 
^  changed,  and'there  arofe  £o  turioii??  a 

*  tempcft,  that  we-  thought  a  thoiifihd 
'  times  we  (hoiild  have  been  loft.  How- 

*  5^er,  after  "w^  had  borne  the  vidlence' 

*  of  the  fei,  «nd  been  toflTcd  about  for 

*  f<)mc  time,  the  ftorm  at  lalt  ceafed, 
'  and  we  arrived  at  Kafa*,  the  place 


where  the  corfairs  wlyj  took  me 
away  ufually  live.  They  fold  me^^ 
as  they  did  the  others  they  had  tak(^n$ 
and  I  fell  to  a  rich  jeweller,  named 
Naddhan  f,  who'defigned  me  for  a 
companion  to  his  only  fon,  much  * 
about  my  age.  As  th«  richnefs  of 
my  cloaths  gave  him  reafon,  to  believe 
r  was  a  perion  of  no  mean  condition^  > 
(which  my  nurfe  confirmed,  without 
difcoveringwhat  blood  I  was  defcend- 
ed  from)  he  took  all  imaginable  care 
of  me;  and  little  Alazizi,  his  Ton, 
was  not  treated  with  ipcSe  tendernefs 
than  myielf.

««  My  dear  friend,"  laid  he,  ««  I  un- 
**  demand  that  you  defign  your  daugh-

<*  for,  to  fay  nothing  of  the  young 
'*  man*s  ill  qualities,  refle£l  a  little  on

*  Naddlian,  and  after  they  had  agreed  to- 

*  gether,  they  determined  to  have  Alazizi 

*  and  2khir  maiTied  the  day  following. 

*  When  Olikan  underflood  this,  he  was 

<  in  a  great  fury,  and  vowed  to  revenge 
'  himfelf:  and  it  was  not  long  before 

*  he  put  his  defign  in  execution.  As 
*"  Alazizi  and  myfelf  were  one  evening 

*  coming  from  his  miffarefs^s  houfe,  we 

*  were  attacked  by  the  cady's  fon  at  the 


bettd  of  eight  rufians»  We  had  hapffly 

time  to  put  ovrielves  on  our  deKnce» 
and  had  killed  three  of  them  hdon 
we  received  the  leafl  wound  ^  hvt  u 
my  young  mafter  was  no  very  expat 
fwoiiiman,  he  received  firom  Okdan 
a  bk  V  with  his  fabre,  which  ckft  hii 
head  afunder.     1  wz$  now  left  alone 
agamft  the  fix  aflafUnSy  andgrorag 
mad  and  furious  at  the  fight  of  Ala- 
zizi s  deatli,  refolved  to  perifh,  or  re- 
venge his  fall.

**  of  Arak*.  I  will  then  order  voiir 
*•  Have  to  be  removed  into  fome  or  the 
**  prifons  of  this  caftle;  hut  I  cannojt 
•*  difpenfe  virith  his  being  in  a  dungeon. 
•*  I  will  be  refponfible,  however,  for 
•*  his  life,  till  your  return  from  Azak, 
**  whither  I  >nrouid  advifc  you  imme- 
"  diately  to  haften,  if  you  would  dc- 
"  feat  the  cady's  violence.  This,  my 
**  dear  friend,  is  all  that  I  can  do  for 
"  you.'"' 

•  Naddhan  did  as  the  governor  advif- 

*  cd  hrm.    1  -was  removed  by  virtus  of 

*  his  petition^  he  went  over  to  Azak, 

*  and  at  length  obtained  (but  not  with- 
<  out  warm  folicitations,  and  a  prefent 

*  of  two  thoufand  pieces  of  gold  to  the 

*  prime-vizier)  my  liberty,  and  the  ca- 

*  dy's  recal.     After  about  few  months 

*  abfence,  during  all  which  time  I  was 
«  languifhing  in  prifon, Naddhan  return- 

*  cdTix>m  Kafa,  with  a  new  cady,  who 

*  had  the  fuitan^s  orders  executed  rc- 

*  lating  to  me.     I  was  therefore  releaf- 

*  ed  out  of  prifon ;  but  O  in  what  a 

*  fad  condition  did  my  niafter  find  me ! 

*  So  little  care  had  been  taken  of  my 

*  wounds,  that  fome  of  the  wounded 

*  finews  were  quite  (hrunk ;  my  face 

*  was  bent  down  to  the  ground,  and 

*  the  dampnefs  of  the  dungeon  had  gi  ven 

*  me  the  rheumatifm  all  over  my  body, 

*  In  this  deplorable  condition,  •!  was 

*  carried  to   my  maftcr's  houfc,  who 

*  could  not  forbear  weeping  at  tiie  fio;ht 
-*  of  me.     The  ableft  pliyficians,  with 

*  all  their  medicines,  were  unable  to 
,  *  reftore  me  j  and  thus  I  continued  till 

*  my  maftcr's  death,  which  happened 

*  about  three  years  after,  when  be  l>e- 

*  Oueathed  me  his  whole  cftatc.     The 

*  nrft  thing  I  did,  was  to  give  freedom 

*  to  all  the  fiaves  who  had  ferved  along 
'  with  mc,    and  to  purchafe  others  § 

*  and  as  my  life,   confidering  the  la- 
'  mentablc  condition  I  was  in,  was  ve- 

.  *  ty  irkfomc  to  me,  I  pafied  my  time  in 

*  reading  good    books :    and  meeting 

*  with  one  among  the  reft,  which  treat- 
•  *  ed  of  the  great  Solomon's  cxccir&ncc, 

*  oy  means  of  a  ring  that  enabled  him 
to  do  every  thing,  1  read  with  great 

*  eagemefs  the  principles  of  that  noble 


*  fcience,  which,  by  a  way  unknown 

*  to  the  vulgar,  conveys. us  to  the  know- 

*  ledge  of  the  molt  lublime  truths. 

*  I  was  giievoufly  vexed  that  I  could 

*  not  readily  enter  itto  the  ferife  of  this 

*  fcience,  which  Teemed  to  be  concealed 

*  under  a  too  myfterious  cover.     I  faw 

*  with  admiration^  that,  by  pronounc-

And  no  iboner  had  Aralim  uttered 

thcfe  few  w^ords,  than  he  immediately 

difappeared. 

*  You  cannot  imagine,  my  dear

that  cf  which  thegitat  Solomon  was 
maftcrj  and  to  deliver  you  from  the 
milcry  which  man  i^  oidinariiy  fub- 
]ctl  to,  by  giving  you  the  the  com- 
mand over  all  inteUi^ciices.  For/ 
indeed,  what  is  man  ?  and. how  docs 
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he  enter  upon  this  fcen^of  life  ?  Mflff 
*'  not  one  properly  cnougli  fay,  thatm 
'<  is  a  poor  mariner,  Mrbom  the  Tea  has 
**  caft  aihore,  after  it  has  made  him 
"  the  fport  of  it's  waves  and  funr  ?  Na* 
<<  ture,  when  fhe  loofes  him  from  the 
*'  bands  of  his  mother^s  womb,  only 
*^  expofes  him  upon  the  earth,  deftitute 
*'  of  thofe  fuccours  which  (he ufually 
"  affords  to  other  creatures.  He  can- 
'*  notfuftain  himfelf ;  he  is  bom  naked, 
"  and  fills  the  place  of  his  nativity  witk

*  in  every  pait  of  my  body  ;  and,  in- 

<  ftead  of  being  crooked,  as  I  was  be- 

*  fore,  raifed  myielf  as  upright  as  it . 

<  was,  poffible  to  be.  <*  This,"  faid 
«  Koda-Bende,  «  is  what  I  could 
<*  caiily  do  to  all  who  ^ome  to  Sargult-

**  fountain.  Nay,  I  muft  even  dcfire 
**  yofu  not  to  feem  as  if  you  were  heal- 
"  cd  till  fome  few  days  are  paft,  during 
**  which  time  I  will  thoroughly  inftruc^ 
"  you  in  ourmyfteries.  Affume,  there- 
**  fore,  the  polhire  you  juft  now  ufed, 
**  and  call  in  your  (laves,  and  defire 
**  them  to  go  to  the  place  where  you 
**  firft  alighted,  and  there  wait  till  they 
**  are  fent  for."  I  did  as  Koda-Bende 
^  defired  me,  and  in  the  five  days  time, 

*  wherein  I  pretended  to  be  drinking 

*  the  waters  of  Sargultzar,  that  famous 
'  philofophcr  difclofed  to  me  all  the  fe-

*  As  foon  as  I  got  home,  I  ordered 

*  the  genius  Aralim  to  attend  me ;  and, 

*  according  to  Koda-Bcnde's  inlhiic- 

*  tions,  confiilted  him  about  my  birth. 

*  He  furprized  me  very  agrct-ibly,  by 

*  informing  me  that  I  was  the  Ion  of 

*  Malekalfaicm,  and  that  m]^  name  was 

*  Alroamat.    He  informed  me  likewife 

*  of  the  manner  in  which  I  wasiftolen 

*  away  by  the  pirates,  and  of  the  death 

*  of  my  nurfe.     It  was  with  the  moft 

*  inconceiveable  grief  I  leirned  that  the

•  On  receiving  this  information,  I 

*  immediately  pafled  over  into  the  do- 

*  minions  ot  Tongluck,  where  1  faw 

*  Malekalfaicm  and  Gulchenraz,  with- 

*  out  being  in  the  IcaA  known  by  them* 


I  then  took  upon  mc  the  form  of  Pum- 
Hoam,  whom  I  conveyed  to  my  houfe 
in  Kafa,  where  I  caufed  him  to  re- 
main in  a  deep  fleep,  while  I  })erfb- 
nated  hrs  appearance.     With  the  reft.

Vage  you,  by  an  irrevocable  oath,  to 
live  with  the  queen   your  fpoufe  in 
the  i^cligion  fhe  profelTes  j  and  a  little 
refle^^ion,  I  hope,  will  eafily  deter- 
mine you.  For,  in  truth,  rs  there  any 
thing  more  contrary  to  good  fenfe, 
than  the  twni'migration  of  the  foul 
from  one  body  to  another  ?     To  ac- 
commodate myfelf,  in  fome  meafure, 
to  the  cxti-nvagant  accounts  of  your 
mandarins  of  the  law,  I  have  told  you 
fome  hiitories  much  to  the  tafte  of 
what  they  arc  every  moment  relating, 
and  fome  of  which  have  really  hap-, 
pened  in  the  world  ;  but  not  to  mc, 
who  never  was  any  other  than  what  I 
am  now ;  except  when  I  thought  pro- 
per to  make  myfelf  appear  to  your 
eyes  under  another  figure,  by  virtue 
of  fome  cabaliftick  words  with  which 
I  am  acquainted.    How  can  they,  ac- 
cording to  their  own  principles,  re-, 
member  in  one  body,  what  wis  tranf- 
.  a^ed  in  another  ?    But  flippofe  they, 
could,    ^ipon  the  fuppofition  of  the 
fouPs  pining  from  body  to  body ;  how 
miferable  mult  it  needs  be,  to  be  al- 
ways fubjeft  to  the  prevailing"  incli- 
nations of  the  form  it  inhabits  ?    For, 
in  fhort,  all.  wild  hetifts  have  a  Hid 
and  cruel  tin^lure  ox  their  own  fpe- 
cies :  fr.iud  and  malice  are  hereditary 
to  the  fox  and   mcnkev;  flis^ht  and 
timidity  belong  to   dcc^   and  h  nts  \ 
and   it  is  gre«itlv,  indeed,  viliilyir.g 
the  foul,  to  imagine  it  has  not   iii!i\- 
clent  power  to  altt;r  the  h  .biVudc  of 
any  body  in  v/hich.  it  rctrJes.     Ac- 
P  a  *  coidipn- 
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cording  to  the  accounts  propagated  by 
foroe  of  vour  mandarins,  men  are 
often  irrational,  while  the  nioft  lavage 
and  ferocious  animals  are  frequently 
endowed  with  the  moft  exalted  un- 
derftandings.  Ah,  my  dear  lord  1  you 
have  furely  too  much  good  fenfe,  to 
be  the  dupe  of  fuch  lidiculous  fables  j 
but  feduced  by  the  prejudices  of  edu- 
cation, have  never  once  reafoned  about 
the  religion  of  your  foiefathers.   Is  it 
poiTible,  that  you  can  perluade  your- 
felf,  (as  the  vulgar  believe)  that  the 
i/nmortal  nature  of  our  fo\ils  is  fub- 
je^  to  a  b(^d y,  which  is  only  the  nou- 
rishment of  worms  *,  and  that  among 
an  innumerable  multitude  of  fouls, 
there  fliould  be  To  fierce  an  emulation 
who  ihould  firft  enter  into  the  body 
that  is  lately  formed,  and  not  rather 
agree  among  themielves,  that  the  firtt 
comer  be  the  firft  received  into  the 
body  which  wapts  it  i    According  to 
this  way  of  reafoning,  Death  wiu  be 
nothing  more  than  a  frightful  name, 
all  it's  methods  of  ap- roaches  will  be 
indifFtTcnt  to  us,  and  it  will  be  the 
fame  tiling,  whether  we  do  good  or 
evil  a£lions,  which  is  a  pcfition  ab- 
honent  to  nature.  ^  You  will  tell  me, 
perhaps,  according  to  the  fyftemof  vour 
mandririns  and  the  Indian  brachmans, 
thiit  in  proportion  to  their  merit  or 
demerit    fouls  pafs  into  bafer  or  no- 
i>ler  bodies  :  but  what  I91 1  of  bodies 
do  vour  doflorsand  the  brachmans  ac- 
count  fuperior  to  th-  reft  ?     A  cow, 
they  fay,  is  a  fu}>enor  animril.    be- 
cauie  this  creature  has  fomething. di- 
vine in  it  i  the  ibul  which  refides  in 
that  creatuj-e,  hopes  fltortly  to  be  pu- 
rified of  all  the  fins  wherewith  it  was 
polluted  in  the  worM,  by  being  pre- 
lented  to  their  gods  :  and  what  ai*e 
thefe  gq^s  themielves,  but  monfters, 
or  imaginary  beings,  invented  by  the 
knavery  of  your  hrft  facrificers,  and 
fuppotted  by  the  lictntioufnefs  and  in- 
dependence.of  thofe  who  have  fucceed- 
ed  to  their  places  ?  a  cow  ^  one  of  the  ^ 
clumiieft  animals,  next  to  a  hog, which 
you  make  your  fincft  diflies  of,  and 
which  we  hold  in  abomination  I  And 
do  )ou  really  btlieve  fuch  idle  (lories  ? 
No.  Sir  !    no  5  I  am  perfuaded  to  the 
contrary,  and  that  my  fifter  has  al- 
ready flicvvn  you  the  dillerence  be- 


tween fo  ridicuiods  %  rdtgion,  tnj 
that  of  Mahomet ;  whofe  great  truths, 
as  they  are  contained  in  &  Alcoran, 
defeive  admiration.  This  venerable 
work,  extracted  out  of  the  great  book 
of  the  divine  decrees,  was  fet  aiide  at 
the  creation  of  the  world,  to  be  de« 
pofited  in  one  of  the  feven  heavens 
under  the  firmament,  and  was  thence 
brought,  verfe  by  veifc,  to  our  fove- 
reign  prophet,  by  an  angel  *  of  the 
firtt  hierarchy,  in  the  fpace  of  thxee 
and  twenty  years,  according  to  the 
exigencies  of  mankind.  So  that  none 
but  perfons  of  the  pureft  hearts  dare 
tou^h  this  book ;  which  was  (ent  him 
from  the  King  of  all  Ages  I  that  God, 
who  with  the  breath  of  his  mouth 
made  the  heavens  and  earth,  and  every 
living  creature  I  And  of  this  truth, 
both  wife  men  and  angels  are  fully 
perfuaded,  viz.  that  there  is  no  other 
God  but  him,  and  that  Mahomet  is 
his  ambafTador.  This  precious  book 
contains  the  hiftory  of  all  thatispaft, 
infallible  predi^ons  of  what  it  to 
come,  and  juft  and  righteous  laws  for 
the  time  prefent.  It  enjoms  us  to. do 
good  anions,  not  to  fail  repeating 
nve  prayers  every  day,  and  to  make 
the  legal  ablutions  re?alarly.  What 
can  be  more  beautiful,  than  this  Tcrie 
in  the  chapter  of  Araf  f  **  Be  ready 
to  forgive,"  fays  he  ^  "  do  good  to 
all  men,  and  have  no  conteit  with 
the  ignotant."  ^  What  can  be  more 
eloquent,  than  what  is  couched  in  the 
ch-tpter  Uoud  ;  where,  to  afTuage^ 
deluge,  God  is  brought  in,  faying 
thefe  fublime  words  :  **  Earth,  drink 
up  thy  waters  {  and,  heaven,  draw 
thou  up  thofe  which  thou  haft  poor- 
**  ed  out  r'  whereupon  the  water  im- 
'  mediately  retired,  the  rainbow  jrefted 
<  upon  the  mountain,  and  theie  words 

*  were  heard,  **  Woe  to  the  wicked  f 
'  This,  Sir,  is  the  religion  which  we 

*  profefs  j  thele  are  the  laws  which  it 
'  impofes:  it  confifts  not  (like  yours) 
'  in  the  adoration  of  monfters,  and  rebel 

*  angels  j  we  worfhip  God  only,  whoie 

*  powtr  is  infinite,  and  who  (as  our 

*  prophet  teaches  us)  needs  but  a  few 
'  grams  of  duft  to  overthrow  his  adver- 
'  faries,  and  paniih  the  wicked  in  a  ter- 
'  rible  manner.  For  was  it  not  hin^ 
'  who^  to  chaftife  the  pride  of  Caica- 
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Mahomet  pretends  tha:  ir  wis  the  Aogel  Gabriel  who  brought  him  his  Alcoran,  $aA 
that  tae  on^ia4i  oi  it  was  wiiticn  upon  a  table  which  is  kept  in  bcavca* 
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f  w&*t  fent  a  gnat  to  penetrate  his  very 
f  brain»  and  to  giv^  him  fuch  exquifite 
^  torraentSy  that  he  was  obliged  to  be 
deftroyed !  Was  it  not  him,  who  made 
the  body  of  Ferraoun  f  float  upon  the 
^,  with  his  iron  breaft-plate  on  $  to 
let  his  people  fee  how  he  had  delivered 
tbem  from  fo  formidable  an  enemy, 
with  whofe  dsath  they  were  unac- 
quainted f  Was  it  not  in  favour  of 
Mahomet,  and  to  prefenre  him  from 
the  fury  of  the  Gorailchites.  that  while 
he  was  repofihg  himie  f  in  a  cave  on 
the  mountain  fhour,  an  Acacia  tree 
grew  in  one  night  at  the  mouth  of  the 
ffotf  wherein  a  pair  of  wild  pigeons 
built  their  neft,  and  the  ^ft  of  the 
entrance  was  covei'ed  over  with  a  fpi- 
dcr'sweb,  which  made  his  purfuers 
believe  that  no  perfon  had  lately  en- 
tered there  f  Does  he  not  tell  you  far- 
ther, in  the  Chapter  of  Elephants,  that 
God  ient  againft  his  enemies  flying 
fqnadronsj^o  pelted  them  with  liones 
that  were  marked  with  ever/ man's 
name,  and  fcattered  them  like  com  in 
die  fleld,  which  the  birds  eat  up:(? 
Do  not  pretend  then.  Sir,  to  compare 
your  religion  with  ours.  You  have 
promifed  Gulcheriraz,  that  if  I  prevail 
not  with  her  to  embrace  the.worihip 
of  your  gods,  you  would  trample  un- 
der foot  the  idols  you  have  now  the 
weaknefs  to  adore.  That  time  is  hap- 
pily come  $  and  I  have  an  incredible 
iadsfa^ion,  to  perceive  that  my  dif- 
courfe  has  made  fomeimpreillon  upon 
you.  Yes,  Sir,  you  are  already  a 
Muflulman  in^your  heart,  and  hv 
your  example  your  whole  people  will 
embrace  the  religion  of  Mahomet,  and 
sot  eat  of  the  fiiiit  of  the  tree  Zacon  §, 
which  only  grows  in  hell.  You  and 
your  pofterity  Iball  in  that  great  day, 
nfbich  will  make  the  (louteit  tremble, 
hold  the  book,  containing  an  account 
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of  your  aflions  in  your  right-hand, 
be  placed  in  a  new- planted  apple- 
orchard,  refrefli  yourfelves  with  the 
fruit  of  the  tree  of  Muze  (|^,  and  our 
prophet's  virgins  oF  paradife  will  all 
Itrive  who  (hall  pleafe  you  the  moft.* 
*  Yes,  my  dear  Alroamat/  faid  the 
'Sultan  of  China,  <  this  inftant  I  am  a 
Muflulman,  nor  can  I  too  foon  per- 
form the  exeixifes  of  that  religion :  I 
fliall  therefore  have  an  infinite  obliga- 
to  you,  if  you  will  acquaint  my  fub* 
je6ls  with  my  refolution.'— *  I  -will 
engage  for  fuccefs  in  this  affair,'  an- 
fwered  Alroamat,  *  and  for  the  blef- 
flngs  which  our  prophet  will  beftbw 
upon  the  worthy  infant  which  Gui« 
chenraz  now  bears  in  her  wpmb.  He 
ihall,  in  his  generation,  be  as  illuftri* 
ous  in  the  eabaliftick  fciences,  as  the 
moft  renowned  philofophers ;  and,  to 
the  end  of  your  days,  be  a  confola- 
tion  to  you  both.'

The  Author,  retired  far  from  the  bufy 
world,  and  efcaped  from  the  tumultuous  fea  of  pleafure  and  libertinifm,. 
determined  to  hang  up  this  votive  tablet  to  Neptune  *,  and  to  ered  a 
light-houfe  for  the  benefit  of  future  mariners*     His  defires  are  only,  that . 
it  may  be  attended  to ;  and  he  aflures,  by  me,  the  female  reader  more, 
particularly,  that  if  fhe  fleers  by  it's  light,  Ihe  may  avoid  many  (helves 
aiid  qnicki^nds  in  that  dangerous  ocean  wherein  fhe  i$  embarked. 

Fallen  as  we  are,  among  evil  cim<s  and  evil  men,  it  requires  no  fmall ' 
caution  to  guide  ourfelves  aright,  and  to  pafs  through  life,  our  virtue 
imfhaken,  and  our  principles  uncorrUpted.  We  cannot  peep  out,  and

Amongfl  the  many  other  vices,  which,  like  a  torrent,  overwhelm  an  J 
bear  down  all  before  them,  reigns  adultery,  notorioufly  prevalent,  and 
triumphant  in  it's  power  :  which,  as  being  the  violation  of  every  facred 
and  human  tie,  mud  of  confequence  bring  along  with  it  a  train  of  evils, 
defperate  and  dellru£live.  Injury  and  injuftice,  cruelty  and  diHioncHy, 
are  it's  conllant  attendants;  every  noble  and  virtuous,  every jpure  and 
religious  fentiment  muft  vanifli,  utterly  vanilh,  from  the  bofom  where  it 
u  found;  the  names  of  hulband,  father,  friend,  brother,'and  every  dear 
and  focial  relation,  be  given  up,  and  relinquifhed :  lull,  mighty  lu ft, 
only,  is  father,  hufband,  friend  and  brother,  every  thing  dear,  and  every 
thing  facred,  to  the  heart  of  the  adulterer!

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PREFACE. 


Tragical  enough  arc  it's  confequences ;  too  tragical,  indeed,  6n§ 
v/ojM  toBColve,  K>r  a  liule  momentary  pleafare  to  out-wetgh  andoTcr- 
balance^  (which^  as  the  poet  obierves. 

The  beaftt  enjoy  fo  very  much  above  us ;) 

yet  the  tears  of  innocence^  and  the  heart-rending  agonies  of  the  parent, 
the  miferies  of  th^  unfortunate  and  ruined  virgin,  the  horrorl  and  la- 
mentation's of  the  wife,  and  the  fufferings  of  every  friend,  are  weak,  too 
weak,  to  reftrain  the  man  of  pleafure,  and  to  hold  him  from  the  arms  of 
a  delufive  and  deceitful  miilrefs  !  How  inconfiftent  b  man  !  pride  and 
vanity  conftitute  his  very  nature :  yet  fo  abjed  is  he,  that  a  vile  and 
(hamelefs  proilitute  caufes  him  to  give  up  both !  fo  very  mean,  that  un- 
bridled jpaffion  renders  him  a  dupe  to  a  wanton  harlot,  whofe  fbnd&eis 
is  all  dimmulation,  and  who  rejoices  folely  in  tho^  power  and  art  of  ca- 
.jpling  him  I  Son  of  Reafon,  exert  thyfelf,  and  be  wife  !  refled,  and  be 
abaihed !  fcorn  her  wiles  ;  break  from  her  chains ;  fbrfake  the  falfely- 
fmiling  millrefs  ;  and  be  blefTed,  truly  blefTed,  in  the  bofom  of  a  virtuous 
wife ! 

But,  I  fear,  in  thus  fpeaking,  the  bounds  of  my  office  are  exceeded, 
and  I  prefume  too  far  upon  the  province  of  the  author;  who  hath  in- 
dee.d  fo  flrongly  reprefented  to  us  the  miferies  attendant  upon  this 
crime,  that  we  muft  either  have  utterly  diveiled  ourfelves  of  humanity, 
or  be  fcnfibly  aifefted  by  it.  The  colouring  is  lively  and  flrong,  the 
defcription  is  tender  and  pathetick  ;  and  there  runs  through  the  whole 
fo  noble  and  elegant  a  flrain  of  morality,  as  muft  indifputably  rocom* 
mend  the  work  to  every  ferious  reader ;  for  whom  it  is  no  lefs  calculated 
than  for  the  young  and  fprightly :  nay,  the  moft  religious  may  find 
fomething  to  admire  and  approve ;  lefTons  worthy  to  be  treafured  up, 
truths  meriting  a  place  in  the  heart  and  memory.  I  cannot  help  urging 
all  paVents  lo  a  fober  and  careful  perufal  of  this  little  hifiory :  it's  de- 
iign  ftems  to  be  particularly  for  their  emolument  and  advantage;  and  I 
am  perfuaded  it  will  prove  greatly  fo,  if  they  give  it  that  attention  which 
it  de(erves,  and  attend  to  that  counfel  which  it  fo  generally  and  care- 
folly  inculcates.  But,  above  all,  I  would  recommend  it  to  the  men  of 
pleafure,  by  whatever  other  name  or  title  dignified  or  diftinguifhed  ;  I 
would  by  all  means  entreat  them  to  read  it  again  and  again,  carefully  and 
confcientioully  applying  thofe  parts  which  a#ed  them  to  their  own 
breads,  and  in  Sincerity  aiking  their  own  hearts,  whether  thefe  things 
ought  thus  to  be,  and  whether  they  would  wifli  to  be  the  authors  of  fuch 
confummate  mifery.  '  Surely,  no !'  one  and  all  will  reply  :  and  if  they 
are  fmcere  in  this^  declaration,  they  will  not  fail  to  recoIle£t,  that  every 
unlawful  amour,  every  criminal  indulgence  in  this  fhamelefs  vice,  may 
be,  and  probaby  is,  attended  with  a  trai^  of  confequences,  equally 
afFedling  and  horrid  with  thofe  related  in  this  hiftory ;  and  poiHbly 
much  worfe,  and  more  fearful,  may  fbmetimes  enfue.  The  coniidera* 
tion,  indeed,  of  a  future  reckoning,  and  dreadful  account  to  be  here- 
after given,  is  fo-antiquated  and  out  of  fa/hion,  that  I  fear  little  flreG 
can  be  laid  upon  it ;  our  divines  mull  be  left  to  prefs  home  that  impor- 
tant dodlrine ;  but  I  ihould  conceive,  however  we  may  endeavour  to 
think  freely  on  the  point,  and  to  perfuade  ourfelves  of  the  nofbingm/s 
of  eternity,  that  at  leafl  the  'uery  art^n  and  char  proofs,  which  we  have 
even  to  mathematical  dimonftratlon,  of  our  departure  from  this  fcene  of 
i^^fpSfffJt  and  pUa/urif  would  aroufe  us  to  fome  thought,  and  make  as 

willing 
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wilKng  to  procure  in  this  unknown  hereafter^  as  good  an  iijtereft  as 
poffible :  for  the  old  argument  is  flill  as  forcible  as  ever ;  if  we  are 
miftaken  in  our  notions  of  a  future  flate,  and  find»  contrary  to  our  belief^ 
that  there  really  is  an  avenging  God,  who  will  diftribute  to  every  one 
according  to  his  works>  the  infidel  and  impious  will  be  mofl  ihamefully  and 
ibrrowfully  difappointed  j  the  good  and  virtuous  will  then  be  envied 
by  them,  and  their  happinefs  no  fmall  aggravation  of  the  other's  mi- 
sery ;  Jbut  if  it  proves,  as  the  infidel  liopes,  and  fwouUfain  believty  he 
is  ftill  no  gainer,  more  than  the  virtuous  man,,  each  iink  alike  iuto 
£lent  non-entity.  But  whatever  the  fcorner  of  religion  may  in  his  gayer 
hours  pretend,  the  truth,  in  the  dark  moments  of  thought,  cuts  deep, 
and  he  is  fearfully  and  terribly  afraid.  "^ 

Let  us  hear,  then,  no  more  of  their  proud  boafting  ;  away  with  their 
infulting  madnefs  !  tell  them  only  of  their  flill  and  private  hours  \  ap- 
peal to  their  hearts^  when  darknefs,  danger,  or  death,  approaches ;  and 
the  lion  will  foon  be  fhaken  off,  ^difplaying  the  coward  afs,  the  mean, 
the  daftard,  trembling  infidel ! 

It  is  not  to  be  admired^  that  fuch  perfons  abound  in  thefe  times ;  nor 
is  there  any  hope  ihat  the  general  malady  fhould  be  remedied  by  any 
fuch  accidental  applications  as  thefe  :  it  is  pofTible  a  work  like  this  may 
ftrike  a  heart  or  two,  and  drive  them  to  refle£tion :  and  he  who  once 
ierioufly  refledis,  cannot  be  far  from  amendment.  The  Author's  only 
view  in  it,  is,  if  po^ble,  to  jdo  good  to  fome :  he  earnpdly  -defires  it, 
and  the  work  appears  to  me  calculated  well  for  that  end.  The  befl  pre- 
fecc  to  any  work  is  it*s  own  native  excellence  :  if  it  be  really  good,  it 
wants  none ;  if  it  be  bad,  no  preface  can  poffibly  recommend  or  eftabl^ih 
it's  character.  I  (hall  therefore  urse  no  more  in  it's  behalf,  than  that  it 
is  highly  pleafmg,  afFeding,  and  inftrudive  :  and  he  who  hath  gained 
thefe  three  things  in  fuch  a  work,  hath  gained  it's  eminence. 

I  wouli  only  farther  obferve,  that  what  the  Author  fo  frequently 
and  earnelHy  prefTes  upon  parents,  is  the  only  means  ever  to  revive  true 
virtue  in  this  land :  that  is,  an  early  care  of  the  minds  of  youth,  and  a 
diligent  training  them  up  in  the  paths  of  religion ;  a  duty  greatly  neg- 
le^ed  even  by  parents  themfelves,  far  more  unhappily  omitted  in  moll 
of  our  fchools  and  places  of  inftru^ion  ;  where,  I  am  ibrry  to  declare 
it^  trifles,  and  infigniEcant  learning,  {k^  much  employ  the  minds  of 
the  young  gentlemen,  that  nobler  and  more  important  things  are 
wholly  pafled  by;  and  the  precepts  of  religion  efteemed  unnecefTary 
to  be  taught,  and  too  'wetl- known ^  or  at  leaft'too  impolite  to  be' incul- 
cated. This  is  a  notorious  truth ;  'it  is  within  the  oblervation  of  us  all, 
and  requires  the  utmoft  attention  of  our  governors  to  remedy.  I  heartily 
wifh  they  may  by  fome  means  or  other  be  awakened  to  a  due  confidera- 
tion  of  this  matter,  and  a  ferious  application  to  the  proper  relief  and  care 
of  it.  In  the  mean  time,  I  (hall  conclude  this  little,  and  I  fear  fruitlefs 
effort,  with  a  few  lines  on  this  fubjedt,  from  the  manafcript  poem  of  an 
ingenious  friend  of  mine,  who  is  well  known  to  the  great  world,  and 
who  hath  ihone  there  with  no  fmall  luilre.

ieldom  failed  of  good  encouragement. 
Accordingly,  ami(&  various  adventures, 
too  numerous  and  too  unworthy  to  de- 
tain us  here,  by  begging,  dealing,  and 
the  like,  they  arrived  at  the  great  city } 
but  when  there,  they  knew  not  how  to 
gain  fiibfiiience.     At  length,  Dookalb 
hearing  of  »  Scotch  nobleman,  deter- 
mined to  apply  to  him;  and  making 
Umfelf  as  fmart  as  he  poilibly,  could, 
and  being  in  reality  a  very  well-made 
perfonable  young  fellow,  he  waited  on 
Lord  ****,  and  pretending  a  recom- 
mendation from  the  laird  he  had  Uft^ 
by  his  good  appearance,  nice  hypocri  fy, 
and  welUroanaged  fraud,  he  fo  far  gain- 
ed my  loid^s  amfliofl ,  as  to  be  put  by  him 
into  a  place  in  his  own  family,  and  foon 
after  to  be  made  his  valet  di^  chambre. 
His  unhappv  companion  not  meeting 
with  fo  gooo  fuccels,  and  being  entirely 
Begle6led  by  his  faJfe  and  ungrateful 
friend,  was  forced  to  ileal  for  fufte- 
nance,  a&d  in  aleflicms  or  two  was  con- 
donned  to  the  gallows. 

Dookalb  now  became  a  perfe£^  valet, 
remarkable  for  his  vanity,  impudence, 
and  impertinence  $  amidft  all  which,  he 
ftilJ  retained  the  moft  (upple  method  of 
engaging  efteem  $  and  having  a  good  deal 
of  the  gentleman  in  his  outward  appear- 
ance, by  that  and  an  abundant  ftock  of 
flattery  and  diilimulation,  he  conftantly 
iniinuated  himielf  into  the  good  graces 
of  his  mafter  and  his  friends,  and  was 
as  much  efteemed  by  them  as  he  wasde- 
tefted  by  the  fervants  beneath  him.  His 
lordihip  was  a  man  of  grsjit  gallantry, 
and  beiides  two  miftreiTes  which  he  kept 
unknown  to  his  wife,  very  frequently 
took  up  with  the  very  refufe  of  the  flefli- 
boxes;  a  term  which  perhaps  may  want 
explaining  to  fome,  but  which  ror  the 
credit  of  our  nation,  and  the  honour  of 
onr  law- givers,  we  think  much  more 
prudent  to  pafs  over  than  dwell  upon ; 
particularly,  as,  agreeable  to  the  ufual 
vanity  of  authors,  we  expe£^  this  our 
pcifonnance  will  live  to  the  very  end  of 
time,  a  monument^  like  the  vain  old  Ro- 


man's ^rt  perenmui^  (that  k,  far  t&e 
fake  of  the  Engliih  reader^  *  more  dor- 
'  rable  than  brafsf }  and  therefore,  we 
are  not  willing  to  peipetuate,  but  de- 
fn-ous  rather  to  draw  a  veil  over,  aiiy 
nfMtter  that  might  chance  to  oburabrate 
the  bright  glory  of  our  country.  Here 
we  are  gi'eatly  inclined  to  (hew  our  learu" 
ing,  as  well  as  our  patriotifm}  but 
knowing,  how  feverdy  fome  eminent 
authors  are  cenfured  for  their  digref- 
fions,  we  judge  it  more  expedient  to  go 
on  with  the  hiftory. 

Dookalb  was  the  prime  confident  in 
all  his  mafter^s  amours,  and  the  princi- 
pal means  of  carrying  on  the  floret  of 
nis  miitreflfes ;  he  it  was  who  attended, 
ferved  and  aiHfild  them^  and.  by  a  dute- 
ous and  obfequious  behaviour  to  them, 
as  much  acquired  their  eafy  efteem  as  he 
had  done  his  lord's.     No  wonder  if,  for 
fuch  fervices,  he  grew  every  day  more 
and  more  in  favour;  and,  after  being 
promoted  to  the  high  honour  of  his  lord- 
ihip*s  gentleman,  was  at  len^^  placed  in 
a  noble  houie,  not  far  from  his  lordfhip's, 
by  whofe  intereft  he  procured  a  conside- 
rable place,  and  by  whofe  recommen- 
dation he  fet  up  as  connoiffeur  in  fine 
girls,  and  proveditor-gencral  to  great' 
part  of  the  Mobility.     He  had  by  iome 
means  acquired,  or  pretended  to  hare 
acquired,  a  tafte  in  paintings ;  and  as 
the  great  men  looked  upon  him  as  a 
true  judge,  they  gave  any  money  for 
piftures  bought  by  him.     Pieces  fre- 
quently which  coft  him  five  or  ten  gui- 
neas, he  with  the  utmoft  relu^nce,  and 
as  the  greateft  favour  done  to  the  pur- 
chafer,  would  modfcftly  and  generouily 
fell  for  four  or  five  hundred.    By  means 
like  thefe,  one  would  have  thought  he 
ihould  have  acquired  money  enough  ta 
rdt  eafy,  and  more  particularly,  as  the 
expences  of  near  twenty  kept  ladies 
pafl*ed  through  his  hands ;  but  though 
thus  in  a  capacity  of  procuring  an  iin- 
menfe  fortune,  be  fiill  continued  indi- 
gent. At  laft,  after  he  had  long  fought  for 
one,  a  widow  lady  of  very  large  poiteffions 
fell  in  his  way :  he  vilited,  woed,  and 
won  her.  But,  alas!  herpoffeflions  were 
for  life  only }  and  as  (he  foon  after  died, 
he  was  compelled  again  to  take  up  his  old 
way  of  living.    His  marriage  give  him 
a  farther  capacity  of  extending  his  trade, 
as  his  vrife,  a  woman  of  rank,  had  in- 
troduced him  to  many  families  of  the 
firft  diftinaion.      To  him  eve^  bo- 
bleman  who  wants  m  miftteft  applies, 
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ind  he  kinclly  procures  them  of  what  fort, 
fize,  or  complexion  foever,  the  inamorato^ 
chuies  J  and  makes  the  pofTeiTor  pay 
according  to  the  merits  of  his  fair-one. 
By  an  amazing  aflurance,  he  creeps  even 
into  the  afieaions  and  efteem  of  thofe 
very  ladies  whoie  huibands  he  procures 
for,  and  has  moqv  (bme  places  under  ie-* 
veral,  who,  if  they  knew  how  hiack  a 
fellow  they  employed,  would  deteft 
themfelves  for  ever  having  had  him  near 
tHcm,  and  tremble  when  they  behold 
tJBt  roan  who  has  the  office  oppofite  to 
St.P^er—

SUCH  was  the  man  into  whofe  hands 
thefe  unhappy  girls  were  deftined  to 
fill.

parents  are  no  parents  now-a-days: 
my  papa  and  mamma  would  never  let 
me  go  to  fuch  dangerous  places  widi- 
out  them;   and    perhaps  I  had  as 
much  prudence,  and  rs  much  beauty 
too,  as  other  fQlkt.*<— *  There  is  no- 
body here.  Madam,  I  dare  fay,  that 
difputes  your  prudence,    much  leTs 
your  beauty,^  replied  Lucyj  *  and  as 
to  ourfelves,  we  are  fi>  unhappy  as  to 
be  bblieed  to  come  without  our  ps- 
rents,  tnough  not  without  the  protec- 
tion of  a  near  relation/*-^  So  much 
the  better,  Mifs,"  rejoined  the  old  lady, 
fomewhait  foftened  by  the  genteel  com- 
pliment paid  her ;  which  feemed  to  have 
the  fame  effe^  on  her,  that  the  (op 
thrown  by  ^neas,  the  pious  Prince  of 
Troy,  had  on  Cerberus,  tne  wicked  dog- 
porter  of  the  infernal  regions.    Accord-

Be  fure,  every 
man  rou  behold  in  lace  or  embrokkiy, 
is  a  aebauched  rake»  yritfa0ut  huma- 
nity or  one  geod  principle ;  be  cer- 
tain>  if  he  fbits  hi«  eyes  on  you,  he  al- 
ready in  his  heart  has  committed  for- 
nication with  you,  and  would  run 
throQffK  every  ^btle  artifice  to  ac- 
complift  his  hellifii  purpofes:  look 
upon  Hone  of  them )  they  are  all  de-» 
ceiversy  wretches,  and  debauchees. 
Judge  no  peribn  of  any  fex  or  age, 
great  or  wealthy  from  their  appear- 
ances I  the  good  and  worthy  you  will 
meet  generally  in  a  plain,  or  perhaps 
a  tattled  garment,  while  the  ^It  ch^ 
riot  and^Flanders  mares  draw  ufurers,. 
extortioners,  fpendthrifts,  whores, 
bullies,  and  infidels.  Fear  every  body; 
but  more  elpecially  thofe  who  ibeak 
you  faireft:  diey  are  hypocntes; 
wolves  in  iheep*s  cloathing.  Never 
fpeak  freely  to  any  man :  above  all 
things,  never  go  to  plays,  much  lefs  to 
mafquerades  j  at  both  the  devU  reigns 
high  emperor.*  At  thefe  laft  words, 
a  lady  who  fat  very  filent,  and  feem- 
ingly  much  afflifted,  in  a  comer  of  the 
coach,  burft  into  tears ;  and  all  being 
anxious  to  know  the  reafon,  interrupted 
by  deep  fighs,  ihe  faid^<  The  men- 
'  tion  of  mafquerades  has  renewed  all 
my  anguiih ;  I  am  a  moft  unhappy 
mother,  ruined  by  them  in  the  de- 
ftrudlion  of  the  lovelieft  and  moft  du- 
tiful daughter.  Oh!  young  ladies, 
all  who  faw  her,  were  big  with  my 
Emily's  praifes,  and  efteemed  me  moft 
blefled  in  a  child  fb  good,  fo  kind,  and 
virtuous.

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eye  in  the  coach;  which  gave  the  old

and  mine ;  and  a  fine  gi^I  (he  is,  and 
worthy  of  him,  plump,  round,  raoifl, 
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*  and  juicy,  and  will  curl,  I  warrant 
'  Kr,  by  and  bye,  like  a  vine  round  tier 
man.  Well,  this  morning  all  the 
houfe  wa$  alarmed  with  news  that 
Madam  was  dead,  in  good  truth.  Up 
I  got,  and  there  was  (he  at  her  old 
trade,  in  her  fits.  I  called  my  nieces 
about  me;  and  gave  her  all  the  drains 
I  could  think  ofj  and  no  fooner  did 
we  recover  her,  than  ftie  fell  to  her 
ufnal  exclamations  again  ft  me^  that  I 
had  ruined  and  undone  her,  and  Aich 
ftufF,  as  you  know  I  have  heard  fo  of- 
ten as  to  take  no  notice  of  at  all ;  then 
into  fits  again  \  and  I  am  almoft  afraid

fome  time  and  expence  in  fitting  heir 
for  her  devilifli  purpofes,  and  had  cbh- 
tra&ed,  for  a  large  fum.  With  a  certaiil 
lord,  for  the  firlt  enjoyment  and  thif  ruin- 
ing of  her !  Unthinking  men !  cdi\  paf-> 
fion  fo  much  blind  their  realbn,  can 
luft  io  much  deftroy  humanity,  is  never 
to  indulge  them  one  refle£^ion  on •  the  ' 
horrid  miferies  th^yoccafion  a  wretched 
woman  to  undergo,  and  the  unknown 
forrows  their  guilty  pleafures  Introduce  ? 
What  man,  if  he  would  ferioufly  con- 
fider,  would  have  the  cUrfes  of  a  tor- 
tured woman,  mlferable  beyond  expref- 
fion,  perpetually  thundcrihg  round  nim^ 
as  the  execrable  calife  of  her  fuff^rings^ 
the  detefted  beginner  of  her  woes !  Whb 
4S  fo  much  hardeneci  in  jruilt  a$  to  ftatid 
the  fhock  of  felf-accuflng  refie6lion$» 
when  he  beholds  the  woman  whom  he 
firft  ruined,  and  embraced  in  all  the 
gaiety  of  wanton  joV,  after  fdme  tirfie, 
and  a  feries  of  guilt  mto  which  n^^c^ty 
plunges  her,  half  naked,  and  loft  to 
mame,  in  the  ftreets  I  thofe  fine  features 
he  once  was  pleafed  with,  now  defornl- 
ed,  disfigured,  and  difcoloured,  thcob- 
jefts  of  his  hate  and  difguft  5  her  toiigue, 
that  once  charmed  withfoft  murmurs  of 
love,  roughly  growling  out  oaths  and 
impudence  5  and  every  vice,  difeafe,  and 
horror^  in  pofTeifion  of  that  metamor- 
phofed  wretch,  whom  his  confcience  ter- 
ribly afTiiies  him  he  firft  introduced  to 
fo  mocking  an  acquaintance  I  Sure  a 
man  muft  tremble  at  thoughts  likethefe! 
Sure  thoughts  like  thele,  if  duly  weigh- 
ed, fhould  deter  any  man  from  running 
into  the  fame  evils,  and  (baring  the  fame 
poignant  and  felf-tonnenting  accufa- 
tions  here;  and,  alas!  he  knows  not 
how  much  worfe  hereafter.

'  Lane.^  Charlotte  kindly  enough  com- 
plied with  his  requeft ;  and,  at  her  de- 
iire,  Lucy  as  kindly  contented  to  partake 
with  them  the  diverfion  of  the  evening; 
efpecially  as  Mr.  Leicart  fo  preinngly 
'entreated  her,  who  in  his  perfon  and 
manners  appeared  to  her  amazingly 
charming,  and  in  his  every  accbmpliih- 
ment  fupeiior  to  all  the  men  (he  had  ever 
before  feen.

the  oh)tSt  of  a  prudent  choice  $  whole 
love,  ienfe.  and  duty,  would  eacreaict 
and  reafon,  relision,  and  honour,  join 
to  ftrengthen  and  improve.  For  let  the 
libertine  boaft  bow  much  foever  he  will 
of  the  joys  of  a  debauch,  tbe  tranfports 
of  variety,  and  the  rapture  felt  ih  die 
embraces  pf  a  miftrefs,  every  man,  the 
lead  experienced,  muft  and  does  know, 
that  this  is  all  but  boafting }  and  tiie 
hanquet  fo  mucli  talked  of,  uways  pall- 
ing to  the  appetite,  for  die  rooft  pert 
naufeous  and  diftaiieful :  whereas  the 
full  pofteiTion  of  a  good  and  virtuous

It  would  be  needlcfs  to  obfci-ve  how 
greatlv  Mr.  Jaifon  was  charmed  with 
Mils  Caroline  on  her  firft  appearance; 
fmce  her  perfon  was  io  extremely  pleaf- 
ing,  her  manner  Co  foft  and  engaging, 
her  whole  deportment  lb  fwtet  and  at- 
tra<Fling,  that  few  men  could  beheld 
without  love  and  affc(Skion,  none  with- 
out approbation  and  delight.  But  as 
he  was  much  dilappointed  ia  her,  fo 
that  difappointment  feemed  to  have  a 
good  d'.al  of  influence  on  his  mind,  by 
the  fenous  and  i'edate  manner  in  which 
he  behaved  during  the  whole  time  of 
dinner.  He  expected  and  prepared  him- 
felf  to  encounter  the  ufual  impcrtiriencc 
of  a  giddy  town  woman  y  he  expected 
the  unbluihinjg  ftare,  the  loud  laugh, 
the  familiir  freedom  of  a  thoughllcfs 
and  deluded  creature  j  but  how  great 
was  his  furprize  to  behold  the  fineli  per- 
fon  fet  off  with  the  moil  engaging  n.an- 
ners  !  inflead  of  giddy  impeitinencc,  a 
graceful  filence,  which,  when  fliC  broke, 
the  fwcctcii  mui'ick  llemed  not  ont  haif 
fo  Iweet  as  her  voice,  foft  and  si.;ice:ibie, 
indeed,  beyond  compare}  iuikrid  of  the 
unbir.ihing  ftare,  a  down-caic  niclan- 
chcl;.  fat  I'obcrly  on  her  cye^i,  which, 
when  raifed  up,  darted  foulilhe  moil: 
inviting  glar.ces,  modeit  yet  piercing, 
iharpytt  lovely  J  inftead  of  loud  laughter 
and  iamiliar  treetjlom^  a  diilant  yet  be^ 
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coming  franknefs,  a  /enoQfne&  fttad^ 
though  not  fliff,  and  a  irferve  tempered 
with  the  moft  becoming  gentility.    Mr, 
Jaifon  could  not  keep  down  in  his  bo- 
fom  a  troublefome  reflexion,  as  it  feem' 
ed,  though,  in  reality,  highly  deferviog 
entertainment  there.    He  could  not  help 
ref1e6ling  how  truly  pitiable  ^a  ca/e  it 
was,  that  fo  much  Teeming  innoceiice, 
and  Co  much  certain  beauty  (hould  be 
deAroyed  and  disfigured,  and  be  made 
a  miferable  prey  to  luft,  vice,  and  lafci- 
vioufnefs.     For,  it  will  be  neccfiary  to 
obfei-ve,  that  this  young  gentleman  was 
a  perfon  of  many  excellent  qualities,  and 
one  of  thofe  who,  with  the  utmoft  good- 
nature, yet  much  good  fenfe,  was  not 
able  to  refilt  the  dream  of  popular  pre- 
judices, nor  to  ftand  out  the  laugh  and 
ridicule  of  his  gay  companions.    His 
heart  was  extremely  tender  and  compaf- 
fionate,  and  (Irongly  influenced  by  the 
principles  of  virtue  inftilled  in  him  when 
young  ;  which,  however,    the  force  of 
example,  the  love  of  gallantry,  and  the 
defire  of  being  like  the  reft  of  the  world, 
gi  eatiy  obumbrated  and  obfcured ;  yet 
not  fo  much  as  to  caufe  him  to  look  on 
vice  and  virtue  with  an  equal  eye.    He 
was  not  yet  fo  far  gone  as  to  be  blind  to 
the  iuftre  of  truth,  or  deaf  to  the  call 
of  confcienccj  and  though  frequently 
erring,  he  never  eftcemed  vice  indiffcnmt, 
nor  ever  failed  condemning   the  fault. 
His  (Irongeil  and  moft  prevailingpafllos 
was  love  of^the  fair  fex,  amongft  whom 
he  was  no  fmall  favourite  ;  not  only  on 
account  of  his  peifon,  which  was  highly 
commendable,  but  on  account  of  that 
perpetual  flow  of  mirth  and  jollity  which 
ever  infpired   him,    and  diflufe^  itfclf 
around  wherever   he   appeared.     The 
taUe  being  fo  very  much  againft  mar- 
riagr ,  the  t^iought  of  it,  we  may  venture 
to  pronounce,  never  on?e  role  in  his 
bieaft  i  for  he  was  a  good  deal  a£luated 
by  the  reigning  fafhion,  and  too  fre- 
quently   fuffcred   common  opinions  to 
blind  his  better  reafon  ;  as  is  eminently 
remaikable  in  the  cafe  before  us,  dnce 
a  man  like  this  could  certainly  never  ap- 
prove his  bufinefs  with  Mr.  Dookaih> 
nor  hold  any  very  favourable  opinion  of 
a  pcribn  employed  on  fuch  deteftablc 
puipofes.     No  wonder,  then,  fuch  a 
reflc<ilion  as  before  recorded,  witli  many 
others  of  the  like  kind,  fuggefted  tbem- 
felves  to  him,  while  in  the  prefent  com- 
pany j  which  Mr..  Dookalb,  according 
to  agreement^  took  care^  as  6>ou  as  pro- 
per. 
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per,  to  leflen  byliis  ownabfcncc  j  pre- 
tending (bme  neceflTaiy  and  immediate 
bufinels,  he  excufed  himfelf  to  his  cou- 
fin  and  Mr.  Jaifbn,  and  promifing  as 
ipeedj  a  return  as  poflible,  begged  of 
her  to  make  coffee  for  his  fnend,  and 
withdrew.  Caroline  knew  not  what  to 
underftand  by  his  behaviour;  yet  fhe 
was  fo  fully  perfaaded  of  all  her  cou- 
iln*s  intentions,  that  flie  could  not  but 
entertain  the  moft  dreadful  apprehen- 
fions,  though  there  appeared  to  nerfome- 
thing  which  forbade  fear  in  Mr. Juifon  ^ 
there  (eemed  fomething  in  his  deport- 
ment hitherto  which  expreffed  nothing 
of  vice  and  evil  defigns,  but  on  the 
contrary  (hewed  c^reat  modefly  and  ten- 
demefs  of  heart :  however,  (he  could 
not  be  free  from  dread,  nor  at  the  fame 
dme  from  very  fcnfibly  declaring  it  in 
her  countenance.

Sir!'  replied  (he,  '  I  am  ill-difpofed 
to  hear  the  voice  of  flattery  now  j  for.

others  the  moft  miferable.  What  are 
Mr.  Dookalb^s  dedgns,  in  leaving 
you.  Sir,  thus  alone  with  me,  I  am 
utterly  ignorant  5  but  let  me  confefs  I 
too  much  fear  my  own  conjeflurcs  are 
not  ill-grounded.  I  fuppofe  you  are 
his  friend,  and  as  fuch  will  be  very 
Ul  inclined  to  hear  any  thing  I  fay  : 
but  let  me  b^g  of  you  to  conlider  me 
as  a  poor  de(htute  .orphan,  without  a 
friend,  without  the  leaft  ptmver  to  a(rill 
myfelf  J  and  then  recollect  whether  the 
ruin  of  fuch  a  one,  (for  too  much  X 
have  reafon  to  imagine  that  the  pur- 
pofe  of  this  viiit)  confider  whether  the 
ruin  of  fuch  a  one  can  bring  any  hap- 
pinefs,  or  any  fatIsfa6lion  to  you.'— 
Her  words  drew  teais  into  Mr.  Jaifon's 
eyes  \  when  he  rejoined,  *•  I  am  much 
"  concerned,  Mifs,  to  ftand  fo  very  un- 
worthy and  abjc£l  in  your  opinion  j 
)>ut  much  more  fo,  I  affure  you,  to 
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hear  (b  moumfiil  an  account  oPyour 
prefent  unhappinefs.  Indeed,  you 
wrong  me  greatly,  to  imagine  I  could 
(ind  any  fatisfa£lion  in  your  ruin :  be- 
lieve me,  if  I  could  be  any  way  fub- 
fervient  to  Your  happinefs,  or  make 
you  otherwi(e  than  you  now  pronounce 
yourfelf,  that  would  be  a  fatisfa£lioxi>' 
mdeedi  and  the  greatefl  this  earth  can' 
afford  me.  You  greatly  miftake  me^ 
if  you  think  my  ear*  deaf  to  the  voic^ 
of  complaint,  or  prejudiced  in  favour 
of  my  friend.  Were  I  to  fpeak  my 
opinion  of  Mr.  Dookalb,  it  perhaps 
would  not  be  very  different  from  youi* 
own;  but  do  not  wrong  me,  dear 
creature ;  do  not  think  me  a  wretch^ 
an  abjeft,  abandoned  wretch— and  I 
ihall  be  contented.'—*  I  have  no  rea- 
fon. Sir,'  faid  (he,  *  to  think  yo« 
fuch :  you  are  no  lefs  a  ((ranger  to  me^ 
than  I  probably  am  to  you  \  though 
no  doubt  Mr.  Dookalb  has  told  you 
•my  unhappy  ftory  ;  and  pray  forgive 
me,  but  I  cannot  help  lookme  upon 
you  as  the  perfon  chofen  by  him  to 
be  my  deflroyer.  Indeed,  I  would  not 
injure  you,  but  fo  many  reafons  join 
to  periuade  me,  I  cannot  help  very 
greatly  fearing  you  ;  and  yet  I  would 
fain  believe,  (for  alas  !

would  be  no  lefs  ungenerous  than  un- 
availing, to  conceal  from  you  the  real 
purpofe  of  my  vifit.  Do  not  defpife 
me  wholly,  (for  you  cannot  but  de- 
Aiife  mc,  and  fmcerely  I  defpife  niy- 
(eif)  when  I  frankly  confefs,  that  you 
only  was  the  occafion  of  my  prefence 
here  to  day— But,  alas !  how  can  I 
(hock  your  ears  with  declaring,  it 
was  to  poffefs  it,  if  I  approved  your 
perfon!' — '  Oh,cnid,  wicked  man  I* 

^aid  Caroline,  interrupting  Mr.  Jaifon  } 
now  the  whole  of  his  barbarous 
friendship  to  me  is  notorious:  now 
the  realbn  of  his  prefling  and  earneft 
defue  for  me  to  appear  at  dinner  to 
day,  is  too  grof^ly  and  (hockingly 
manifeft  !'— •  Believe  me,  Mifs,'  re- 

plied  he,  « I  did  not  expcft  to  find  1 

<  lady 
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Wy  like  ymi  i  my  evil  thoughts  were 
^xed  on  Ibmething  worthy  their  vile- 
ncfs  I  on  fomc  unhappy  woman,  alrea- 
dy deluded,  and  already  loil  ta  fliame. 
Believe  inc,I  never  dreamed  of  behold- 
ing fuch  modelVy  and  iuch  innocence^ 
much  Icfs  of  being  the  hclli(h  inftni- 
ment  to  dcibroy  and  ruin  them.  Bad 
as  my  inclinations  ai^  they  never 
yet  have  •  proceeded  to  that  infamous 
ihttch  of  wickednefs ;  and  I  cannot 
BOW  but  look  upon  Pookalb  with 
tlie  mtmoll  abhorrence  and  indig- 
BatioQ)  nay,  on  ray  foul,  I  almoft 
tremble  to  be  under  fo  ^ccurfcd  a 
roof:  btit  (ince  matters  are  in  this 
dangerous  and  dcfpcrate  fituation,  as 
you  are  not  one  minute  fafe  from  fo 
black  and  deadly  an  enemy,  let  me

*  to-morrow  morning,  when  1  will  vifit 
'  you,  and  beg  your  attendance  to  Ra- 

*  nelagli,  which  he  will  not  refuTe,  and

*  ofdiftrds,  and,  let  me  hope,  be  per- 
'  fcflly  happy.'  Caroline,  deeply  touch- 
ed with  a  ienfe  uf  the  Divine  goodnefs 
towards  her,  could  not  help  falling  on 
her  knees  and  bleffing  the  God  who  pro- 
te6led  her,  and  who  had  thus,  by  turn- 
ing evil  into  good,  wondei fully  and 
glorioufly  worked  her  deliverance !  Nor 
was  (he  Icfs  piofufe  in  her  gratitude  to

Titt  CONCERN  OF  MRS.  STEVENS 
AND  HER  FAMILY.  CAROLINE'S 
HAPPY  RETURN  TO  THEM,  AND

POOR  Mrs.  Stevens  was  under  the

*  whom  you  mean,  Sir,'  replied  (he,

«  rayfelf  the  greatcft  fatisfaftion  under 

*  her  proteftion,  when  firft  made  known 

*  to  her ;  but  thofe  hopes,  alas  !  were 

*  fpecdily  fruftrated  by  the  cruelty  of 

*  Mr.  Dookalb,  who  confined  me  from 

*  them  5  and  that  I  once  more  ^ee  them 

*  is  wholly  owing  to  your  genei-ous

The  pool*  old  many  with  big  tears  in  his 
aged  eyes,  hanging  over  her,  fuifeitd 
awhile  no  means  to  be  ufed  for  her  re- 
covery, crying  out  in  a  wild  and  uncom- 
mon ftraini  tnat  it  was  bcft — ^it  washed 
fo  to  be— it  would  be  well  if  the  poor 
unhappy  mother  ihould  never  more  re^ 
turn  to  life  and  forrow.

*  ling  daughters  are  ruined,  loft,  and  un- 

*  done,  and  I  am  a  poor  miferable  old 

*  man,    juft  diftra£led,    and  travelling 

*  haftily  to  the  grave  in  defpair  /  Though 
the  little  children  underftood  not  the 
meaning  of  their  father's  words,  yet  they 
perceived  a  fadnefs  and  fury  in  them, 
lArhich  caufed  them  to  cling  aiound  their 
"rtiother,  and  in  loud  plaints  exprefs  their 
fears  and  confternation.  She,  Itill  weak, 
and  fcarce  able  to  fupport  herfelf,  yet, 
good  woman,  ftudioully  endeavoured  to 
give  that  comfort  which  fhe  could  not 
And.  She  in  treated  her  huft>and  more 
calmly  to  confider  the  matter,  once  more 
coolly  to  read  over  and  weigh  each  letter; 
to  which  he  conlented.  But  to  what 
could  the  cruel  lines  of  Dookalb  ferve, 
excq^t  with  every  word  to  dart  a  fcor- 
pion  into  the  hreafts  of  the  miferable 
parents,  penned  as  they  were  with  the 
blackeil  malice,writtcn  as  they  werewith 
the  moft  curfed  and  odious  defign  ?  Ca-

But  yet  this  watf 
a  ftate  of  uncertainty,  fuch  a  bed  of 
thcuns,  as  noi\e  would  chafe  to  reft  upon; 
To   know  the  worft  is  (bme  ^egrtb  of 
eafe ;  each'  was  willing  and  defirous  td 
be  informed  of  the  whole,  and  each, 
with   tlie    racked  Othello,    cried  outj 
*  Wou'd  I  were  fatisfied  I'    However; 
there  appeared  no  means  to  attain  i'^;ht 
information,  but,  either  by  commaixl- 
ing.  the  young  ladies  to  return  home,  or 
by  the  father's  immediately  taking  a 
journey  to  them.    Though  Mrs.  San- 
ion  greatly  and  fondly  defired,  if  pof- 
fible,  the  return  of  her  daughters  to  their 
former  eafe,  innocence,  and  fecurity,  yet 
flie  could  not  think  it  proper  or  poflible 
to  order  them  dire^y  to  come  dowtf^ 
and  feemed  more  inciined  to  her  huf- 
band's  going  up,  as  the  means,  perhaps; 
of  adjufting  all  matters,  reconciling  Mr.

cftimation  oy  himj  fi>  that  it  it  no  won- 
der, on  the  oU  man*t  approach^  that 
Mr.  Thomnfon  received  nim  with  all 
tbe  fopercilumt  haughtineft  which  it 
peculiar  to  men  of  money,  and  not  of

Dookalb  read  this  with  more  calm- 
nefs  than  could  have  been  expe£led; 
but  immediately  determined,  let  what 
would  be  the  confequence,  fully  to  fa- 
tlate  l^is  revenge  on  Mr.  Jaifon,  as  well 
as  Caroline;  and  to  pull  deftru£lion,  if 
polRble,  on  their  heads,  though  he 
'  plucked  up  the  pillars  of  the  world  to 
.  do  it,  and  overwhelmed  himi'elf,  like 
Sampfon,  in  the  ruin  and  overthrow  of 
his  enemies.    His  fiiH  and  molt  necei- 


iary  fcheme  was,  to  plant  ifoti  on  Mr^ 
Jaifoa,  in  order  to  mid  out  the  place  of 
rendesvous,  this  lecret  houfe  ot  virtue 
and  goodnefs,  which  he  fb  much  deleft- 
ed,  where  Carolkie  was  lodged  lecim 
from  his  power :  and  this  done,  he  next 
waited  on  that  excellent  Juttice  bigbt 
Thraiher ;  (of  whom,  ^?eader,  thou  haft 
doubtiefs  heard  io  very  largely  in  the 
celebrated  Amelia,  the  lait  work  c/t 
Henry  Fielding;  and  who  readetb  noC 
the  works  of  Henry  Fielding?)  and 
him  he  found  furrounded  with  his  uloal 
train,  fitting  on  the  ieat  of  juitice,  ad- 
miniftering  right  and  equity,  and  iziflift* 
ing  falutary  puniihment  on  the  various 
olrendera  trembling  before  his  awfulbar. 
On  information  of  his  worthy  friend^ 
Mr.  Dookalb's  approach,  the  venerable 
magiftrate,  with  great  expedition,  dis- 
patched the  pubUck  concerns,  and  re- 
tired to  welcome  his  gueft ;  who  fpeedily 
unburdening  his  troubled  mind  to  the 
juitice,  they  entered  into  clofe  conful- 
tations  on  the  propereft  means  to  prevent 
fuch  violent  in)unes,  and  grofs  mfults, 
which,  as  Mr.  Thraiher  well  obrenred, 
did  great  diihonour  not  only  to  the  Iawa» 
but  alfo  to  the  magiftrates,  who  were 
vefted  with  the  power  to  execute  them. 
To  their  deliberations,  therefore,  we  will 
leave  them  awhile,  and  wait  with  pa* 
tience  the  refult  of  their  honeft  and 
hearty  intentions  for  the  exa£t  and  rigo- 
rous a^nuniftration  of  right  and  equity.

MR.  Jaifon  hurried  with  high  fir- 
tisfa^kion  to  Mrs.  Suphens's, 
that  he  might  ac<)oaint  Mifs  Caroline 
and  the  refi  of  them  with  the  excellent 
manner  in  which  his  man  Peter  had 
treated  Mr.  Pookaib.  Good  Mrs. 
Hodibn  perceiving  the  elevated  delight 
wherewith  he  told  the  fiory,  ^oblerved, 
that  revenge  was,  of  all  paffion^,  the 
meaneft,  and  at  the  (ame  time  the  moft 
incompatible  with  a  Chrifiian  ;  *  Which 
<  I  remark,  my  dear  nephew>'  iaid  ihe, 

«  the 
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'  HbtraAier,  becanfeyou  feem  to  border 
'  very  nearly  upon  it>  from  the  manner 

*  of  your  relating  the  indignities  which 
'  your  lenrant  has  fliewn  towards  this 

*  unhappy  man,  who  deferves  your  pity^ 

*  not  your  hatred ;  and  whom,  if  you 

*  could  by  any  means  reform,  you 
^  fliould  not  fpare  either  time  or  pains  i 

*  but  if  then  is  no  probability  that  fuch 

*  ufage  will  amende  but  rather  irritate 

*  him,  it  is  certainly  beft  to  refrain, 

*  and  leaye  the  miierable  man  to  the 

*  will  of  thofe  above  us/  Mr.  Jaifon 
was  not  very  ready  to  acknowledge  any 
error  in  fo  ]uftly  expreffing  his  contempt 
and  abhorrence  ot  fo  deteftable  a  per- 
ibn  i  but  however,  at  bis  aunt*s  requeft^ 
promifed  no  more  to  concern  himfelf 
with  Dookalb,  -but  to  let  him  pafs  un< 
molefted  and  unregarded ;  little  con/l- 
eering that  he  had  raifed  a  ftorm,  which 
it  was  not  in  his  power  to  appeafe,  and 
that  however  he  or  they  might  dream 
of  peace  and  ouietnefs,  they  were  things 
veiy  little  in  uie  thoughts  of  Mr.  Boo* 
Mlb. 

Caroline,  though  flie  could  not  but 
approve  the  excellency  of  Mrs.Hodfoirs 
reafoning,  and  the  admirable  perfection 
of  her  elevated  mind,  yet  found  fome 
lecret  fatisfaCUon  in  the  humbling  of  a 
m%n  who  had  Co  miferably  deluded  her 
filler  into  deftru^ion,   and  laid   fuch 
deep  and  diabolical  plots  to  draw  her 
into  the  fame  fnare,  and  involve  her  in 
the  fame  ruin.      She  could  not  help 
darting  from  her  lovely  eyes  a  fpeaking 
look  of  applaufe,    which  reached  the 
very  foul  ot  Mr.  Jaifon,  and  gave  him, 
perhaps,  more  joy  and  tranfport  than 
ever  Roman  felt,  when  mounted  in  his 
triumphal  car,  and  afcending,   amidft 
the  acclamations  of  the  people,  the  tem- 
ple of  Feretrian  Jove  i  Oh,  Love  1  how 
mighty,   how   invincible  a  conqueror 
art  tiioul  What  breaft  but  fooner  or 
later  feels  thy  power  f    And  who  that 
has  felt  (he  fweefly   painful   paffion, 
svould  wi(b  ever  to  be  free  from  thy 
iofhience ;  fo  pleating  is  thy  chain,  fo 
dele6Uble   the   regions  through  which 
thou  conduced  thy  votaries!    Grant 
me  ftill  to  continue  in  thy  fervice ;  and 
having  fpent  the  fqmmer  of  my  days 
in  tnuous  attendance  on  thy  honour, 
to  retain  the  blefling  in  declining  ago, 
a  minifter  in  thy  temple,  and  a  favou- 
rite of  thy  power:  as   in  youth  hap- 
pily united  with  the  lovely  partner  of 
my  dioice  and  hfact,  fo-  yn^ted  to  the 


grav«s  and  even  in  deBth^i-oh»  may 
we  not  be  divided ! 

Thefe  reflexions  were  naturally  fug- 
gefted  to  me  by  the  growing  affeCUoti, 
which,  as'  a  bye-ftander,  I  could  not 
help  obferving  m  Mr.  Jaifon  and  Mifs 
Caroline,  thoush  both  of  them  yet  were 
ftrangers  to  their  ov^n  hearts}  fomething 
unaccoutably  plealing  gladdened  the 
breails  of  each  of  them  whenever  they 
met;  they  wiihed,  and  yet  each  feemed  , 
to  know  not  why,  rather  to  converfe  in 
fweet  folitude  together,  than  to  enjoy 
amidft  promifcuous  company  each  other's 
loved  fociety.  A  imldertufs  ijtdeed 
nuould  have  been  to  tbem  pofulous 
enough,  fo  each  had  been  blefled  with  the 
other's  heavenly  prefence  j  for  each  could 
truly  lay  to  the  other. 

Where  thoo  art,  there  is  the  world  itfelf. 
With  every  feveral  pleafure  in  the  world  ; 
Aad  where  thou  art  not,  defolation. 

Mr.  Jaifon  wondered  whence  it  was 
that  everv  diverfion,  and  every  engage-' 
ment  loft  all  it's  rellfti,  and  no  longer 
nleaied;  and  that  nothing  was  cheartul, 
happy,  and  delightful,  when  Caroline 
was  away.  She  too  could  not  guefs 
whence  it  was  that  her  fpirits  were  ever 
deadened,  low,  and  feeble,  when  Mr.

*  parents.*  Thoughts  which  qonftantly 
tormented  her,  and  fi^quently  interrupt- 
ed the  delightfixi  calm  (he  enjoyed  in   - 
the  ^leafing  converfe  of  her  bitoved 
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Mircnt ;  16  whom  (he  ftf^plied  \tftit\f 
with  all  eameftnefs  in  behftlf  of  her 
ftftcr,  begging  him,  if  poflible,  to  find 
her  out,  that  fhe  might  at  kaft  know 
Her  fate,  if  (he  could  not  reftore  her  to 
happinefs.  He  very  induftrioufly  fought 
after  Lucy,  but  his  enqtiiries  proved 
fruitlefs ;  and  Caroline  was  now  out  of 
hope"  to  redeem  her  fifter,  or  ever  to 
bring  back,  from  the  dwellings  of  ihante, 
die  hapleft  daughter  of  her  ftill  more 
haplefs  parents,  from  whom,  while  in 
the  midft  of  ihefe  folicitudes,  <he  re- 
ceived the  letter,  which  wc  were  told  in 
a  foregoing  chapter  thofe  wretched  peo- 
ple fent  to  their  daughter  on  the  receipt 
of  her's  and  Mr.  Dookalb's  friendly 
epiflle.  Mrs.  Sanfon  was  the  writer;

Caroline  va$  utterly  at  a  lofs  what 
to  fay  or  do  in  this  difficult  point ;  nor 
could  (he,  after  revolving  a  thouiand 
anxious  and  diftra^ing  thoughts  in  her 
boTom,  at  all  determine  with  herfelf 
which  courHs  to  take,  ov  how  to  brinfi^ 
eomfort  to  hfer  beloved  and  diftrefibd 
parents.  After  }ong  and  vainly  tor- 
menting lierfelf,  (he  applied  to  the  good 
Mrs.  Hodibn  j  and  putting  the  above 
ietter  into  her  bands,  requeued  her  ad- 
vice and  opinion,  how  (he  ihould  pro- 
ceed, and  what  ihe  ihould  do.  The  old 
lady  obferved,  that  it  w^s  indeed  a  nice 
cafe,  and  flie  knew  not  well  how  to  ad- 
vife  her.  She  commiferated  the  poor

ihe  {  <  and  muft  I  bear  this  too— Well, 
Sir,  and  what  is  it  you  would  fay- 
let  me  hear— juftify  yourfelf.  Why 
have  you  roboed  me  of  my  liberty  ? 
why  am  I  made  a  ilave?*— •*  You  are 
neidier  robbed  of 'liberty  nor  made  a 
fiave  of  by  me,  Mifs,*  faid  he.  *  I 
propofe  to  give  you  liberty,  and  to 
nee  you  from  flavery,  if  you  are  wife 
enough  to  accept  my  offers ;  but  you 
have  ever  thwarted  my  endeavours, 
my  honeft,  zealous  endeavours,  for 
you^  welfare.*  Caroline  fixed  her 
eyes  ftedfaftly  upon  his,  ihook  her  head, 
and  burft  into  tears.

•  Downotruft,  no  hope  but  thee!  de- 

•  liver  me,  thy  poor  unworthy  fervant, 

•  from  the  hands  of  fuch  cruel  dclh'oy  crs ; 

•  and  either  refcue  me  with  mv  inno- 
'  cence  uninjured,  or  now,  O  now  I 
'  take  away  this  burdenfome  life  from 

•  me  I'  while  ihc  was  uttering  which, 
Mrs.  Searchwell  ftole  foftly  out  of  tlie 
room,  and  Caroline  long  continued  im- 
moveable in  the  fame  pofture^  with  her 
eyes,  her  haiids,  and  her  heart  jointly 
and  iincerely  elevated  to  Heaven  I  Tuni- 
ing  round  at  length,  (he  perceived  Mrs.

^rattled  to  the  f^ene  of  combat ;  when, 
O  god  of  war,  we  invoke  thy  prefence,

AND  CKARACTEK.  THE  FATAL

MR.  Fortebrand  vras  the  cidcfl and

•     -  *,  niitrly 
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utterly  nfKfRsJiiied  for  the  bufinefs; 
whic|i  dierefore  he  perforins  by  certain 
peribht  called  aflfiftants  or  uihers,  orer 
^hich  he  is  the  Aipreme  governor ;  and  as 
carrying  a  very  grave,  ledate,  and  com- 
poied  ootiide,  obtains  the  chancer  of  a 
very  wife  and  learned  man  j  while  con- 
tent with  that  thara^er,  he  maintains ' 
hamiclf  well,  and  clears  a  confiderable 
rum  of  mon^.     Under  one  of  thefe* 
gentlemen  littlp  Mafter  Fortebrand  be- 
gan his  ttndies :  and  here  he  was  taught 
-tt  datice,  fence,  write,   cypher,  talk 
French,  to  read  bis  Accidence,  and  ride 
the  great  horie.   And  having  continued 
iKre  near  t^lve  years,  came  out  per-' 
h€k\y  adroit  in  the  principal  p&rts  of 
tilde  fciences  s  being  efteenaed  to  dance, 
to  ride,   and  to  fence,  as  well  as  any 
roang  gentleman  of  the  prefent  age. 
His  ntther,  being  a  man  of  conficterable 
fortune,  and  dany  encreaiing  his  e(hite, 
determined  to  bring  his  Ton'  up  a  gentle- 
nuux^  that  is  to  »y,  he  determined  to 
brin^  him  up  to  nothing;  and  for  that 
purpole  he  made  him  a  pre(entof  a  pair 
of  noys,  and  a  genteel  phaeton,   and 
allowing  him  a  confiderable   ftipend, 
gave  him  to  know  he  was  to  be  his 
own  mailer.    He  had  above  all  this  the 
felicity  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  an  uiher 
at  tlie  academy,  who  was  a  profefied 
deifty  or  free-thinker  s  or,  if  you  plenie, 
a  reWler  of  religion  in  general.    A  tknCk 
acquaintance  was  contra^ed  between

burft  lA  upon  hearing  theft  wcvds ;  awt

PETER'  had  either  knowingly  or

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JLeam,'  ye  men  of'btood  and  honour^ 
learn  the  price  of  H  life,  learn  tHe  pries 
of  an  immortal  foul :  fear  to  deface  the. 
Divine  image,  fear  to  fpill  the  blood  o^ 
them  whofe  avenger  is  the  Almighty  1 
learn  to  be  meek,  to  forgive,  and  par-* 
don ;  ceafe  to  boil  with  re(^ntment  i 
MRrii  humility,  and  be  at  peace! 

With  reflo£lions  fomew^at  like  tbefey 
perhaps,  Mrs.  Hodfon  amufed  herfelt 
and  thofe  who  were  prefent  with  her  on 
this  melancholy  occaflon :  and  fat  witb 
painful  folicitude  expefting  Peter's  re- 
turn. Being  at  length  wearied  out  of 
all  degree  of  patience,  Mrs.  Stevens  and

is.  I  am  ibrry,  good  Sir,  you  have 
the  trouble  to  come  for  fiich  a  peevilh 
imp.  I  wifli  Mr.  Dookalb  hsul  kqit 
her  tohimlelf ;  I  could  have  provided 
better  for  your. honour  ^thont  S^ 
much  trouble.'  The  Jew  was  very 
folidtous  to  know  the  reaioD  of  diis} 
and,  fearful  of  a  difappoiotment,  d^

which  is  founded  in  virtye^  aad  railed 
l»po&  the  rock  of  true  honour.

t  will  be  bectcar  for  you  and  me  too,  fo 
f  it  wUl.'^^«  I  do  not  underfiand  either 
*  fwv  or  her  meaning.  Sir,'  faid  Ca- 

Ww^  itiito^laippsdie^diiomedrGwir 
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'  ful  p;urpoie  in  yotir  words :  but  re* 
<  member,  and  obieiire,  I  am  refolute; 

*  and  if  you  intend  any  harm  to  me^ 

*  you  (hall  have  my  life  freely— but  I 

*  will  never  be  that  bafe  wretch,  you, 

*  Madam,  would  make  me>^you  do  the 

*  worft  you  can  to  me— and  yet  you 

*  neither  can  nor  will  hurt  me.'  Her 
.refotutio^  being  tlius  exerted  to  the  Ut- 
jnoft,  tears  burtt  from  her  eyes,  and  (he 
immediately  fell  prodrate  on  the  floorj 
weepii^  and  groaning  in  a  manner  that 
would  have  attested  any  hearts  but  thole 
of  a  bawd  and  a  Jew  I  They,  hovrever, 
wei^e  not  at  all  moved,  and  Mrs.  Search^ 
vrell  oblerved  to  her  friend  that  now  was 
the  time— 'Ihe  was  down,  and  he  might 
have  the  advantage:  (h« herrelf  would 
help  him.

'  pain :  but  I  Snit  not  be  Co  diihoneft 
«  and  ungenerous  as  to  fay  I  will  ever

At , 
leafty  I  have  the  mifery  to  fay  lb  from 
moft  unhappy  experience;  nay,  and 
with  forrow  I  have  obferved  it  more 
than  once.  Infatuated  by  books  of 
this  kind,  and  introduced  by  fome 
unlucky  means  to  a  taffe  of  the  plea* 
fuies  and  diverfions  of  our  times,  ftiU 
more  fatal  than  the  former,  I  per- 
ceived my  poor  girl  in  the  utmoft  dan- 
ger, and  with  all  my  power  endea- 
voured to  fliew  her  the  folly  of  thefe 
things,  and  the  uneafmefs  ihe  gave  me 
thereby.

fmall  fupport  can  we  ^ring  to  each 
other }  Cro,  then,  my  only  expeda- 
tion,  my.  only  defire — and  may  foiiie 
happy  event  turn  our  mourning  into 
joy,  and  give  us  another  and  more 
peaceable  meeting !  Oh,  may  you  £nd 
our  dearclt  and  now  loft  children  but 
fafe  and  i'ecure  in  innocence— may  be^ 
juft  God  1  may  he  but  iind  them  alive 
to  virtue  !  I  aik,  I  wiih,  I  deiire,  I  ne* 
que'ft  no  more!  But  be  careful  for 
mine,  and  for  the  fake  of  thefe  poor 
litdc  babes  1  oh,  be  careful  of  your- 
felf !  nor  run  into  any  fatigue  or  any 
danger,  which  may  be  likely  to  tfa^ 
prive  us  of  you.

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'  CarolIne»  my  lovely  children  1  oh,  may 

*  he  but  once  more  reftore  them  to  thefe 

*  eyes,  and  they  then  will  clofe  in  peace) 

*  and  bleiiing  nim,  gladly  for  that  fight 

*  yield  up  to  darkneft,  and  the  grave. 

*  Beft  of  buibands  1  moft  tender,  rooft 

*  obliging^  and  moft  aflPeftionate,  kinde'ft 
'  and  molt  indulgent  of  fathers— 'fare- 

*  we^  fuvwel!  and  be  aflured  I  (ball 
'  know  nothing  like  peace  till  I  hear 

*  horn,  or  fee  you  once  more  fafe  and 
'  iecure  from  every  danger."  Thus  as 
flie  concluded  in  tears— the  leaft  of  their 
ions,  weepin|;  bitterlyi  looked  up  to  hit 
father,  and  with  the  moft  heart-aiiiBfling 
innocence,  cried  out—'  Farewel,  fare-

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llty»  Mr.  Sanion  knew  not  what  to  fay ; 
indeed,  he  uttered  fcarce  a  fyllable,  but ' 
at  IcDfdi  with  broken  fighs  and  deep 
lbbs»   ae  cried  out—*  My  daughters, 
'   dMT  coufin  \  my  poor  deslr  children  I

•    they  here?— my  poor  dear  children— 
'  my  daughters!  my  daughtei-s!^  Upon 
vrhicb  Mr.  Dookalb  altering  the  whole 
form  and  fweetnefs  of  his  vifage,  chang- 
ed it  into  a  Itern  and  fevere  look,  with 
a  voice  deep  and  hoarfe,  and  quite  varied 
from  his  gratulatory  tone-—'  Oh,  Sir,* 
iaid  he,  *  I  am  forry  I  can  give  you  no 
account  of  them !

and  rend  them  abfolutely  from  his 
heart— as  aliens  and  Grangers,  who 
had  forfeited  all  right  to  his  friend- 
(hip  and  regard.  In  your  cafe,  what 
have  you  to  charge  yourfelf  withal  f 
You  did  every  wing  in  your  power^

*  dear  Mr.  Dookalb  !*  faid  the  old  rasra* 
with  vehemence  and  agony  inexpreflible.

Believe  me^ 
coufin,  it  is  all  a  (ham— no  uncommon 
cafe,  I  can  aiTure  vou  i  no,  no,  it  is 
very  much  pradiied  every  day  |    I 
have  (ecn  and  known  enough  of  it « 
you  do  not  know  quite  fo  much  of  dK 
world  as  I  do— <ake  my  word,  diis 
ficknefs    is    all  a  perfect  cheat.*-^ 
Alas  1  fure  not,*   laid  Mr.  Sanlbni 
I  hope  my  daughter  is  not  quite  (b 
bafc :  howevei',  my  moft  worthy  friend, 
aa  the  beft  way  to  dete&  the  firaud  is 
to  go  and.  fee,  pray  grant  me  the  fa- 
vour $  let  us  go  togetho- ;  let  us  go 
and  fee  whether  it  be  really  as  (he  fay»| 
and,  believe  me,  if  it  be  not,  though 
(he  were  ten  times  more  dear  to  mc 
than  (he  is,  I  would  tear  her  from  my 
heart,  and  give  every  feather  of  ax- 
fe£tion  to  the  winds  for  ever  and  ever.* 
—Oh,  coufin/  replied  Dookalb,  *  do 
not  imagine  that  you  ^ill  immediately 
be  undeceived;    do  not   fuppoie  (be 
will  be  I'uch  a  novice  in  hypocrify,  as 
to  meet  you  weU  and  in  peiit^t  ap- 
pearance of  health  at  her  door:  no, 
quite  otherwife,   I  dare  pronounce.

De- 
pend upon  it,  Cou(in  Sanfon,  (and  I 
am  not  often  deceived  in  my  opinion 
of  things  J    befides,  fome  experience 
hath  made  me  wife :)  depend  upon  it, 
this  dcknefs  is  pretended,  purpofely  to 
draw  your  pity  and  compalHon  upon 
her;  and  that  feeing  her,  as  you  will 
inciagine,  in  fuch  a  defperate  date,  fuch 
a  very  dangerous  condition,  you  may 
be  inclined  to  lay  afide  all  your  re- 
fentment,  your  very  ju  ft  and  due  re- 
ientmenf,  and  tiirn  all  your  anger  into 
commiferation.

*  defire  to  fee  my  child,  that  I  could

*  wilh  you  would  pardon  the  fondnefs 

*  of  a  father,  give  way  to  my  humour, 

*  and  permit  me  to  vifit  her.    Do,  be  fo 

*  kind  as   to  (hew  me  the  way;  and 

*  fmce  certainly  we  (hall  thus  dete£l  the 

*  fraud,  if,  as  you  fuppofc,  there  be 

*  any,  in  my  weak  judgment,  it  is  bcH 

*  to  do  it  immediately  and  dire^ly  a9' 

*  we  can.' — <  O,  pray^  Sir,'  replied  Mr. 
Dookalb,  fomewhat  warmly;   *  pray, 

*  Sir,  do  as  you  think  proper.     I  have 

*  neither  power  nor  will  to  forbid  or 
'  reftrain  you:  you  have  my  free  leave, 

*  affilre  yourfelf,  to  vifit  yotfr  daughter, 

*  or  to  do  juft  as  you  judge  convenient. 

*  I  only,  Sir,  as  a  friend,  fuggefled  my 

*  opinion;  I  only  juft  hinted  what pcr- 

*  haps  it  was  in  my  power  more  fully 

*  to  enlarge  upon^  but  as  you  feem  to 

*  think  me  miftaken,  pray  indulge  your 

*  own  humour.     I  have  had  uneafinef*

and  what  refolution  to  take  he  was  ut- 
terly doubtful.  To  think  he  fhould

Which  accordingly  he  pL'ifonnL'd,  and 
wrote  (as  he  read  it  to  Mr.  Sanfon,  at 
leaft)  tq  the  following  cffc^l.

*  ther  can  nor  ought  to  be  expr£led,  I 

<  deftre  you  would  make  no  farther  de- 

*  lays  or  excufes  to  attend  him  at  my 

*  houff,   as  you  are  in  duty  bound. 

<  Whatever  obje£lions  you  may  have 

*  againft  entering  my  houfe,  as  indeed 

<  your  unkindnefs  to  me  makes  your 

*  backwardnefs  to  fee  me   not  unrea- 

*  fonable ;  yet,  under  the  proteftion  of 
«  your  father,  you  cannot  fcruple,   I 

*  conceive,  to  enter  the  roof,  ever  hof- 

<  pitable  to  you  and  yours,  of,   dear 

*  coufm,    your  moil  affectionate   and 

*  fmcere  friend, 

*  JOSEry   DOOKALB.' 

This  letter  Mr.  Sanfon  not  difap- 
proving,  Mr.  Dookalb  left  him  awhile 
to  deliver  it  and  a  meflfage  to  the  iw- 
vant,  who  was  one  of  his  old  pimps 
and  procurers,  famous  and  beloved  for 
his  zeal,  ingenuity,  and  aClivity.  The 
truth  was,  Dookajb  folely  defired  to  get 
Caroline  once  more  in  his  clutches,  as 
determined,  if  poiTiblc,  to  wreak  his  re- 
venge upon  her.  The  reader,  pofTibly, 
may  wonder,  that  after  having  had  fo 
m\ich  trouble  with  her,  and  16  much 
difficulty  to  perform  his  helliih  dcfigns, 
he  fliould  ftill  have  any  dcfire  to  renew 
his  labour,  or  any  inclination  again 
to  concern  himfdf  with  fo  fqueamiHi 
and  refoluie  a  girl.

iniquity  \  he  was  no  ndvice  in  the  fchool 
of  vice,  and  had  fo  far  extinguiihed 
every  good  principle  in  hit  foul,  that 
whatever  looked  lilce  (in,  was  a  pleafine 
and  fatisfaAion.  We  cannot  furely  bie 
furprized  at  it;  for  if  they  who  turn 
one  from  vice  to  virtue,  are  promi/ed  a 
reward  bright  and  confpicnous  as  the 
ftars  in  the  firmament,  what  muft  they 
expe^  who  have  been  the  ini(ruments  of 
their  own  deftru£lion,  to  turn  many  from 
virtue  to  vice,  to  turn  many  from  inno- 
cence to  fliame  and  fm,  and  to  plunge 
numberlcfs  fouls  into  certain  and  hor- 
rible de(tru6lion  ?  No  doubt  fuch,  though 
the  very  principal  agents  in  eftabliihing 
his  kingdom,  are  the  conftant  mock 
and  ridicule  of  Satan  and  all  his  helliih 
crew ;  who,  though  they  cannot  but  de- 
light to  lee  moiials  thus  promote  thdr 
intereft,  yet,  doubtlefs,  grin  terribUa»d 
ghajily  fmilis  of  wonder  and'  contempt, 
to  bthold  them  thus  running  into  their 
nets,  and  enhancing  their  own  damna- 
tion by  the  damnation  of  others!  Ob, 
fools  and  deluded,  what  a  miicrable 
reckoning  have  ye  to  make!  what  a 
dreadful  eternity  have  ye  to  pafs !  Think 
one  moment;  think,  and  tremble  :  nor 
put  off  the  refle6lion  through  the  horror 
and  pungency  of  it  \  Think  of  the  wonn 
of  confcience  never  dying!  think  of  the 
flames  of  hell  never  coniuming !  think 
of  the  ftripes,  the  mocks,  the  indigni- 
ties of  devils ;  the  bowlings,  the  curf- 
ings,  the  bitter  woe  and  lamentation 
of^tliofe  brought  to  thefe  miferies  by 
your  means ;  and  of  the  inexpreflible 
anguifh,  which,  though  intolerably  fe- 
vcre,  is  yet  never  to  be  intermitted,  but 
muft  continue  flill  the  fame  through  all 
eternity!  Think  of  a^ing  out  in  your 
lake  of  fire  and  brimftone— 

Foibid  it,  and  O'gnnt,  great  God,  atlea#^ 
This  one,  this  flender,  almoft  no  rc<itteilt  * 
When  1  have  wept  ■  thoufand  livrs  away, 
When  Cnrment  is  grown  wearj*  of  it's  prey; 
When  I  h»vc  rav'd  ten  thoufand  years  ia  fire, 
Ten  thoufand  thoufands,  let  me  then  cipirc; 

I  fear,  no  reflcfVion  can  poflibly  avail 
a  mind  like  tliat  of  Dookalb's  $  to  whom, 
as  we  before  obferved,  every  icene  -of 
vice,  every  pra£lice  of  iniqujty,  evenr 
lover  of  (in,  was  dear  as  his  own  ibui, 
and  welcome  as  every  appearance  of 
virtue  is  to  the  benc^volent  and  honeil 
heart  I  What  a  round  of  fdictty  then 
mud  he  daily  have  enjoyed  i  <when  he 
could  not  pall  a  day»  or  even  a  ftqyfmi 

his 
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kit  own  door,  without  highly  fatisfy- 
ing  this  his  diabolick  appetite !  What 
rapture  muft  he  fecretly  have  felt  to

What 
abuodant  joy  rouft  he  have  received  on 
beholding  fuch  a  crowd  of  females  daily 
and  nightly  plying  the  ftreets,  hali- 
ftarvedy  half-naked,  rotting  avray  with 
loathfbroe  difeafes,  and  degraded  almoit 
beneath  the  rank  of  animals !  But  how 
mach  more  abundant  muft  his  joy  be  to 
think,  that  he,  even  he  himfelt,  hath 
been  the  happy  means  of  introducing 
many  a  one  of  thefe  females  to  their 
prefent  horrid  ftate ;  that  he  hath  been 
the  degrader  of  them  from  the  rank  of 
all  that  is  lovely  and  defirable,  to  the 
infamous  condition  of  the  moft  filthy 
and  deteftablc  I  Thus  refle^ing,  how 
mav  he  fmite  bis  heart  with  tmnfport, 
and  cry,  *  Here  is  my  triumph!'

*  don't  tell  me  of  bufincfs,  rafcal !'  re- 
plied Mr.  Jaifon,  *  but  immediately  con- 

*  du6l  me  to  the  place  where  the  poor 
'  old  gentleman  is — or  depend  upon  it 

*  ril  (evcrcly  compel  you.*  Which  Mr. 
Jaifon  uttered  with  fiich  refolution,  with 
a  look  fo  ftcrn  and  frightfulj  and  a  voice 
lb  commanding  and  peremptory,  that  the 
pufillanimous  pandar  began  to  vremble, 
and  be  in  no  fmall  fear  for  his  own  car- 
cafe.

Sanlbn,  he  told  huT\  ibniL  molt  urgent 
and  p.iiticular  IniiUKis  demanded  his 
immcciiaie  prefcrce,  which  htin;z  but 
a^  two  or  three  doc :?,  il  ill  a  net:,  h^  fhouid 
difpatch  in  ten  mir.utc-s,  and  w^uKi  then 
return  ;  dcfning  him  to  cxcufc  it,  as 
nectiTily  had  no  law,  and  bcL'^^ing  him 
to  take  no  rtfclution  till  he  ihould  be 
again  with   him.    .So   faying,    he  de- 


parted ;  leaving  the  poor  old  man  ia 
great  and  ftrange  anxiety.

*  to  fee  you,'  replied  Mr.  Jaifon  ; '  firora

*  occafion  admits  no  delay.    Truft  me 

*  I    am  your    finccre   friend,    though

*  evils  whei'ein  I  have  imagined,  and 

*  been  told,  they  were  plunged  5  ifthcjr 
'  are  but  virtuous,  1  ihall   blefs  roy 

*  happlnefs,  and  by  no  means  repine  at 
'  tlic  miferies  I  have  fuffered,  but  go 

*  down  to  the  grave  in  peace  and  iatis* 

*  faction.  But  furely  Mr.  Dookalb  can- 

*  not  be  what  you  reprefent  him  1  fuch 

*  difmterefted  kindnefs,  fuch  gene^rout 
'  fi  iendHiip  as  he  hath  (liewn  me  and 

*  mine ;  furely,  Sir,  you  either  roiftake 

*  or  mifrcprefent  him.'—*  I  do  not  m 
*,  thtf  leaft  wonder  at  your  doubts  con-

*  cum  dances,  in  which  you  cannot  be 

*  deceived,  let  them  only  ihew  you 
'  what  a  diabolical  rafcal  this  fame  ran- 

*  cied  friend  of  yours  is.' 

Thus  difcourlmg,  they  arrived  at  Mrs.

Sir,*  laid 
Mr-  Jaifon ;  *  yet,  I  truft  it  w31  be  in

rupted  brealt,  and  her  whole  firame  tefii- 
iied  all  the  horroi-s  of  the  moft  deeply 
convi£led  confcience.    Dookalb  fecredy 
condemned  himfelf  for  coming  to  fuch 
a  place,  and  fuch  a  fcene,  and  privately 
i^tircd  from  the  room ;  to  the  door  w 
which,  when  he  came,  two  men  laid 
hold  of  him ;  and  ihewing  their  autho- 
rity,   demanded  his  attendance  to   a 
neighbouring  juttice ;  as,  they  obfenr- 
cd   to   him,  there  appealed   Ibmething 
very  extraordinary  in  Mrs.  Searchweirs 
words^  who,  during  the  whole  time  of 
her  delirium  at  leaft,  had  laid  the  mur- 
der of    ibmc   innocent  perfon  to  his 
charge :   the  truth  of  which  they  were 
determined,  at  the  requeil  of  ibme  other 
pei'fons  who  had  been  with  her,  to  find 
out  and  examine.     Dookalb,  alloniibed 
at  this,  funk  into  the  moft  abje^l  covirar- 
dicej  and,  confcience  ftrongly  convi^- 
in^  was  ilruck  perfectly  dumb.    He 
hclitated,  and  hammej^ed,  and  was  fur- 
prized  at  their  proceedings,  and  hoped 
they  were  only  m  joke,  and  much  to  the 
fame  insignificant  purpofe  ^  which  thcy^ 
difregarding,  demanded  him  to  attend 
them,  otherwife  they  muft  be  obliged  to 
ufc  means  not  fo  agreeable.     The  mU- 
creant  was  forced   to  comply  i   and  a 
coach  which  (toodieadyat  the  door,  re- 
ceived him  and  his  cpmpanions,   the 
moft  difagreeable  he  had  ever  yet  proved 
or  known  in   his  life.      He  reafooed 
much  with  the  gentlemen  as  they  rode' 
together,  arid  objeded  s^aijift  their  pro- 
ceedings,^ a$  4^£^i  ungeomus,  ai^ 
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craet!|  fincelt  was  furely  highly  (b,  to 
conclude  any  thing  from  the  mad  ex- 
preilions  of  a  delirioun  brain,  or  the  wild 
ravings  of  a  perRm  in  a  fever.  To' 
which  they  replied  nothing  more,  than 
that  doubtld^,  if  he  were  innocent,  he 
could  well  clear  and  juftify  himielf; 
but  they  had  fbme  farther  evidence, 
they  aflured  him.  Unable  to  gain  any 
thin^  farther  from  thero«  he  arrived  at 
Jultice  Gildon^s,  a  magilirate  whofe 
diligence  and  integiity  does  honour  as 
well  as  fervice  to  his  country :  a  man, ' 
whom  Dookalb  had  no  great  veneration 
for,  as  heretofore  there  had  pa/ied  fome 
things  between  them,  which  now  he  re- 
collected, could  give  the  jui^ice  no  very 
favourable  opinion  of  him.  But  if  the 
perlbn  of  the  jnftice  was  not  quite  ac-' 
ceptable  to  him,  how  was  he  (truck  to 
behold',  when  introduced  to  him,  his  old 
and  mortal  foe,  Dr.  L**,  whofe  -very 
look  he  dreaded,  more  than  he  hated, 
and  whofe  great  goodnefs  was  no  lefs 
obnoxious  to  him,-  than  the  zeal  which 
that  worthy  ^man  had  (hewn  on  fome 
former  occaiions  for  his  advantage! 

The  do6lor  was,  indeed,  the  whole 
caufe  of  this  proceeding  j  in  order  fully* 
to  comprehend  whkh,  it  will  be'  necel- 
fary  to  inform  the  courteous  reader,  that 
in  thefe  pari  (bed ,  where  houies  and 
wretches  like  Mrs.  Searchweii's  and 
her  nieces  abound,  it  is  no  uncommon 
thing,  when  all  hopes  of  life  are  over, 
and  when  the  breath  is  almoft  ready 
to  depart,  to  fend  for  a  clergyman  to 
do  the  laft  offices.  On  thefe  extremities, 
alas,  they  too  late  begin  to  fee  and  feel ! 
]>r.  h**  being  fixed  in  one  of  thefe 
pariihes,  unlike  many  modern  divines, 
always  made  it  his  cullom  to  vifit  every 
iick-bed  to  which  he  was  called,  fince 
he  often  uled  to  lay,  *  Though  perhaps 
'  I  may  not  profit  the  foul  of  the  depait- 

*  ing  perfon  aifwaji,  yet  I  may  always 
*■  profit  my  unvn  foul,  and  frequently 

*  thofe  of  &e  attendants  and  by-ftand- 
'  ers,  and  not  feldom  gain  fome  infor- 
'  mation  from  the  dying  peri'pns,  which 

*  enables  me  to  do  iignal  fervices,  and 

*  be  more  extepftvely  ufeful."  And  in 
this  his  many  years  experience  had  con- 
firmed him.  Mrs.  Sear^hwell  being  in 
his  parifh,  and  being  now  given  over  by 
the  phyfician,  according  to  cuftom,  fcnt 
for  the  doctor ;  who  coming  immediate- 
ly, found  her  perfe^kly  delirious,  and 
venting  fuch  broken  horrors  as  we  have' 
btely  heard^    Ue  fat.  long  by  her  bed* 
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fide,  and  ^thed  her  frenzy;  by  which ' 
means  he  gained  many  hints,  which  ' 
ftrongly  raifcd  his  fufpicions,  and  made ' 
him  very  dcfirous  to  know  more.     Ac- 
cordinsrlv  he  fent  for  two  or  three  per- 
fons  of  credit  in  the  neighbourhood, 
and  delired  them  to  minute  down  what  ^ 
they  heard,  and  to  give  the  utmoft  heed 
to  it.    He  likewife  called  in  two  or  three 
of  the  oldeft  fervants  in  the  houfe,  aqd 
ordering  every  one  to  keep  Hlence,  him- 
leif  oply  prudently  examined,  and  pro- 
perly ft^  her  delirium,  by  queftions  and 
replies  fuitable  to  the  purpbfe  wherein 
he  was  engaged.  He  found  plain  enough, ' 
that  a  murder  had  been  committed,  and' 
that  principally  by  Dookalb's  means 
and  agency;  and  at  length,  to  his  in- 
finite i'atisfaftion,  for  the  purpofe  of  de- 
tecting it,  (he  named  a  perfon  whom  he 
fuJ'pected  to  be  murdered,  and  called 
out,   <   Oh,   curfcd   name— Cranvers,' 
curfed  Cranvers— I'll  write  it  in  your' 
own  blood.*    Upon  which  he  arofe/ 
and  defiring  his  friends  to  remark  it- 
Alas,  gentlemen !'  faid  he, '  it  is  now' 
too  plain  \  I  am  no  ftranger  to  all  this' 
iniquity,  and  I  blefs  God,  the  avenger' 
of  innocent  blood,  that  he  hath  made'  , 
me  the  inClruroent  of  deteCling  it  I 
However^  we  muft  ftill  proceed,  with' 
cxaiil  care  ;  let  us  a  while  withdraw.* 
So  faying,  they  de|>arted,  and  the  doftor/ 
'n  a  private  room,  thus  unfolded  to  them 
the  reafons  of  his  fufpicion,  and  the' 
great  caufe  he  had  to  be  afTured  of  this 
wicked    dying    woman*s    declaration, 
though  delivered  in  a  frenzy. 

'  About  four  years  fince,  a  wordiy

ple. But  it  will  be  highly  more  agiiee- 
^^&  to  -ui^  t*  Bud-  f^dgoance  havering 


over  the  head  of  Dookalb,  when  we  tec- 
tum back  and  coniider  into  what  % 
wretched  fituation  his  deceit  and  wick- 
ednefs  had-  bronght  poor  Eucy^  the  un-* 
happy  daughtei*  of  Mr.  SanKm,  wiiom^ 
we  Ibft  him  fo  anxiotifly  defiious  to  iee 
and  recover.  It  will  be  neceflary  for  ua 
to  turn  our  eyes-on  this  our  other  hermae^ 
that  we  may  know  her  preftnt  condi- 
tion, and  in  what  circumftances,  if  at 
all,  her  father  is  likely  to  find  her. 

We   left    her  under  the  furgeoifs 
hands  for  the  cure  of  thofe  wounds  and 
burns  which  (he  had  received  from  the 
inhuman   cruelty  of  fome  gentlemen* 
whom'  her  unhappy  profefiion  obliged 
her  to  vifit,  and   by  a  fubmifilon  to 
whofe  lull  and  pamons  (he  earned— 
miferable  woman  !<— the  haideft  bread, 
and  the  mod  dreadful  livelihood,     it 
may,  perhaps,  appear  amazing  to  (bmc^ 
thit  diere  fhould  be  lb  quick  a  tranfition^ 
fuch  a  ftrange  and  momentary  viciffi- 
tude^  as  we  have  peprefented,  and  as  is 
really  the  cafe,  in  the,  lives  of  thefe  un- 
happy creatures.     But  let  fuch  only 
reitea:  on  the  numbers  found  in  the  po* 
pulous  ftreets  of  London^  who  are  pe* 
rifhing  with  difeafes,  abandoned  to  in- 
famy, and  in  the  very  laft  ftages  of  diP- 
ti^fs,  when^  for  the  moft  part,  not  ex« 
ceeding  twenty  years ;  to  wnich,  indeed* 
'few  arrive,  the  generality  being  thrown 
out  much  younger,  and  many  corrupt- 
ing^ away  piece-meal,  at  an  age,  when 
few  are  elteemed  women !  And  can  we 
be  furprizcd  ?  A  young  citature  perhaps 
is  debauched  at  fifteen,  foon  abandoned, 
quickly  common,  as  quickly  difealed* 
and  as  quickly  ioathfom'e  and  detefted  1 
Other  Intemperance  is  fuperadded  tolu((, 
and  the  fatal  poifon  of  l])irituous  liquors 
is  gieediiy  fwallowed  to  intoxicate  and 
deftroy  the  power  of  corroding  con* 
fciencc.     Alas!  what  are  beauty  and' 
youth,  when  (laves  to  fuchdeftroyers? 
Thefairdt  features,  and  the  tendered 
form,  are  like  the  choiceft  flowers,  foon-  • 
eft  blighted,  withered,  and  decayed :  and 
the  rough  ufages  of  intemperance,  like 
rough  blafts  and  killing  frofts,  f<A>n  de- 
(|K)il  them  of  all  their  beauty,  and  lay'' 
them  to  rot  unregarded  on  the  mercilela  * 
earth.     Oh,  let  the  rcfle6lion  enter  deep 
into  yom-  heaits,  ye  fond,  but  erring 
parents :  and  as  ye  would  preftrve  your 
flouri^ing  innocents,  fo  Mrater  them  with 
the  dew  oi  early  inftru^ion,  and  warm 
them  with  the  Ibnfhine  of  virtue  and 
religion  1  Lucy  was  \  no  ftvaAger  to  th«* 
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iKccffity  of  thefe  thinet— Oh,  fhe  could 
hftve  told  you  very  fedingly  of  their  uie» 
and  the  dreadful  confequences  of  their 
ntgkA  ^  but  it  wa$  now  too  late  for 
hmcy  fince  deeply  involved  in  debts,  {he 
had  no  power  to  retrieve,  and  had  but 
cone  choice,  one  horrible  alternative,  to 
p^rilh  in  a  g^U  or  to         Alas !  flie  did 
not  know  the  confequences  of  remain- 
ing and  perfiiling  in  her  prefent  difmal 
way  of  life  1  Soon,  however,  as  (he  waa 
toferably  recovered  of  her  wounds  and 
fores,  ihe  again  returned  to  her  ancient 
builners  of  frequenting  play*houfes,  at- 
tending  at  taverns,  and  complying  with 
the  other  branches  of  her  occupation. 
Mrs.  Holdfalt,  in  whofe  pay  (he  ftill 
Continued,   was  a  very  hard  miibefs, 
aad  rigidly  demi^nded  a  ilri6t  perform- 
ance of  her  dutjf  (as  (he  merrily,  I  fup* 
pofc,  called  it)  and  not  imagming  her 
profits  ftifficicnt,  gave  Lucy  fome  very 
broad  hints,  that  there  were  many  tra* 
dcrs    in  her  houfe  who  were  greatly 
more  advantageous  than  (he  was  to  her; 
and  knew  how  to  turn  a  penny  better: 
for  Mrs.  Holdfaft  obferved,  that  ihe 
Kad  never  brought  in  one  watch,  oi  jew- 
el of  value—or  any  little  trifle  which 
gentlemen  don't  mifs  or  regard,  when 
occupied  in  other  matters:  and  ihe  gava 
Lucy  to  know,  that  unlefs  (he  would 
mend  her  manners,  (he  rauil  walk  abroad, 
and  fee  what  better  hufmefs  (he  could 
find  in  the  ftreets  {  a  thing  which  (he  al  • 
waya dreadfully  fe&red,and  much  abhor- 
red.  It  happened,  however,  one  night, 
that  (he  was  fummoned  to  attend  a  com- 
pany of  gentlemen  at  a  tavern,  one  of 
whom,  a  middling  tradefman,  was  great- 
ly ftruck  with  her  form,  beauty,  and 
behaviour,  and  -  pafline  the  night  with 
litr,  was  deftfous  of  farther  acquain- 
tance.

Lucy  gladly 
confented,  and  attended  her  new  lover 
in  a  coach,  to  a  place  where  he  faid 
there  was  a  Ipdgipg  Itady,  and  yrber^ 


(he  might  live  very  well,  thoQgh  It  nmft 
be  very  retired.    The  lodging  waa  at  a 
tripe-fellers,  in  one  of  the  private  firaeta 
in  St.  Giles's ;  a  miferable  abode,  brut 
well  adapted  to  the  ^urpoie :  thif  Cunc 
perfon  had  heretofore  lodged  a  lady  hci«| 
and  the  miffanefs  of  the  houfe  was  hit 
particular   friend   and  c«undl-keeper. 
Though  now  reduced  to  the  low  and 
fenrije  office  of  felling  tripe  in  fuch 
a  miferable  place,  (he  was  the  daughlier 
of  a  gentleman  $   but  had  been  fuccefs- 
fuUy  wicked  from  her  youth  in  her  de* 
baucheries,  and  had  efcaped  the  fatality 
of  thofe  difeafes  which  carry  off  fo  many, 
but  had  robbed  her  of  nothing  more 
than,  that  needieis  excncfcence  on  the 
human  countenance,  the  noie.

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.  die  words  of  tlie  poet,  to  jb  U  atbirs  tkat 
Jhshunu  nQtof.  How  patfieticaliy  would 
flie  at  fome  times  lament  her  fate ;  at 
others,  how  would  (he  curfe  herfeif^and 
the  inftruments  «f  her  deftni£lion/  with 
all  the  blttemefft  of  woet    It  happened 
one  day,  that  (he  was  landing,  contrary 
to  her  cuftom,  in  the  (hop,  when  a  cou- 
ple of  young  gentlemen  in  a  chaiiot  paf- 
nng  by,  obferved  herj  and  as  her  ap- 
pearance had  ibmething  driking^  eipe- 
clally  in  fuch  a  place,  they  flopped  \  and 
being  undaunted  blades,   entered  the 
ihop,  from  which  (he  verj  precipitately 
retired,  and  they  as  precipitately  purfued 
after  her.   After  the  firft  (allies  on  both

'  me  in  my  pleafures  !  Is  it  not  fufil- 
'  cient  that  I  permit  you  to  enter  my 

*  houfe?— Sir,  be  alTured,  if  you  fay 

*  another  word,  I^li  never  trade  with 

*  you  henceforth  for  ever.*  The  bra- 
zier, warmed  by  thefe  words,  and  (b- 
mulated  by  tlie  feai*  and  di(honour  of 
lofing  his  miftrefs,  with  a  faucy  bold- 
nefs,  equal  to  the  young  nobleman's,  re- 
plied, '  And  d— Hn  you,  my  lord,  and 

*  your  trade  400$  thefe  Ave  years  I  have 

*  ferved  you,  Tumi  (lied  your  houfe  in

^  plied  it  ever  fmce,  and  the  devil  a  far-

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Tbos  was  Lacy  imliappy  in  all  her 
imdertakings,  and  nnfuccel'sfAl  in  all 
ber  ddign$ :  (he  went  weeping  up  ftairs, 
amd  Mr.  Copper,  her  lover,  followed 
grumbling,  and  fr&ught  with  wondrous 
indignation.  Much  hard  language  pailed 
"between  them,  and  there  ieemed  no  pof- 
Ability  of  making  up  the  breach;  how-

AS  old  Mr.  Jaifon  walked  with  hit

mnd  date,  fo  utterly  prejudicial  to  the 
lives  and  properties  ot  the  fubje^ .  Nor 
was  he  lei's  difgufted  at  the  dnrfs  of  the 
men  and  women,  the  politer  fon  I  mean, 
which  cafualiy  fell  under  his  obferva- 
tion.  The  ridiculous  aping  of  foreign 
fafliiona  caufed  him  to  lament  and  fore- 
bode great  miierief  to  England  from 
thence,  and  to  remark  that  it  was  no 
lomanticlt  notion,  that  after  wc  have 
Imported  all  the  follies  with  the  lan- 
guage of  France,  we  fliall  then  be  ready 
to  hnpi  rt  their  laws  alfo,  and^to  fub^ 
nit  to  their  eovcmment :  which  he  j^ro- 
nounced  with  a  hearty,  '  God  forbid  I* 
and  a  (evere  farcafm  on  that  nation, 
which  he  always  greatly  di  (liked,  and 
the  language  ot  which  he  would  never 
fnffer  ms  ion,  by  his  confent,  to  learn } 
efteeming  it,  as  he  ufed  to  fay,  prpg* 
mofticaiory.  The  ladies  indecency  in 
their  drels  ttruck  him  exceedingly ;  par- 
ticularly, the  immenf^  rotundity  of  iome 
hoops  which  he  met,  and  the' dapper 
conciienefs  of  the  (ilken  coats,  well  con- 
trived to  difplay  the  beauties  of  the  leg 
and  foot:  better  concealed,  than  too  la- 
▼iihly  diQ>layed  to  vul^  and  unworthy 
eyes.  He  was  no  lefs  offended  at  the
